TOKIO, May 28.—The Japanese Cabi- 
net met in extraordinary = session 
this morning and approved the text of 
the new note of protest on the Immigra- 
tion bill, which was submitted to it by 
the Foreign Office, and the text was 
cabled to Ambassador Hanihara early 
this afternoon for presentation to 
Secretary Hughes. 

The text was drawn up in English so 
as to avoid any misunderstanding in 
the use of language and was then re- 
duced in cipher. 

As the note is lengthy, it will probably 
take some time for the officials of the 
Japanese Embassy in Washington to de- 
cipher it, and it probably will not be 
presented before Thursday. 

It was stated at the Foreign Office 
this afternoon that the new note will 
set forth the Japanese viewpoint in a 
general way and will not go into details. 
‘The note is intended, it is said, to put 
an end to any further discussion on 
this subject. 

Strict secrecy is being maintained here 
as to the text of the note, and every pre- 
caution is being taken_to prevent its 
contents becoming known before the note 
is delivered to the American Govern- 
ment. 

But, according to reports in the Japa- 
mMese newspapers today, the note will 
start out with a general protest against 
the immigration legislation as unfair 
and discriminatory to Japan. It will, 
they say, point out that the law is in 
contravention of the spirit of the “‘gen- 
tlemen’s agreement’’ and constitutes a 
violation of the Treaty of Commerce and 
Navigation between the two countries. 

It is further stated that the note will 
demand that the United States form- 
ally notify Japan of the termination of 
the “‘gentlemen’s agreement,”’ which has 
been made void by the new Legislation. 

No confirmation of these reports, how- 
ever, can be obtained in official circles. 

The control of the Government over 
public opinion is the most remarkable 
feature of the situation here. The pub- 
lic attitude continues to remain calm 
and there have been no signs of agita- 
tion of any kind since the decision of 
the President became known. Even the 
press, while plainly out-spoken in its 
disapproval of the President’s action, 
refrains from assuming a violent atti- 
tude. 


Condemns Johnson Bill. 


TOKIO, May 28 (Associated Press).— 
Deep regrets that the United States has 
enacted the Immigration bill including a 
clause barring Japanese is voiced in an 
official statement issued late today by 
the Foreign Office. 

“The Japanese Government remain 
unshaken in their opposition to this dis- 
criminatory legislation against Japanese 
and they have instructed the Japanese 
Ambassador at Washington to lodge a 
solemn protest with the United States 
Government on this occasion,’’ the com- 
muniqué says in its conclusion. 

The document describes the Immigra- 
tion bill and its effects upon Japanese 
entering the United States and adds: 

“Since the introduction of the Johnson 
Immigration bill, the base of the present 
act, into the House [the American House 
of Representatives] last December, the 
Japanese Government have frequently 
and earnestly called the attention of the 
United States Government to the Jap- 
anese exclusion provision, The Japanese 
Government therefore deeply regret that 
this provision had been enacted in spite 
of their representations and vigorous and 
repeated efforts made by the President 
and Secretary of State of the United 
States to prevent the inclusion of the 
discriminatory provision in question.”’ 

The Foreign Office two days ago 
cabled Ambassador Hanihara permis- 
sion to return to Japan as soon as 
Japan’s protest against the exclusion 
provision of this immigration bill, 
on which the Cabinet took action today, 
was finally dealt with. 

This permission followed Hanihara’s 
repeated requests for leave. It is un- 
derstood that the Ambassador is likely 
to leave Washington within a fortnight. 
Officially he is merely taking a vaca- 
tion, but Foreign Office officiMs ad- 
mit that there is no chance of his re- 
turn to Washington. It would not be 
proper, they explain, to speak of resig- 
nation, since he is expected to remain 
in the foreign service. He is seeking a 
change of post. 


Diet Members Would Restore “Amity.” 


Leaders in every part of both houses 
of the Japanese Diet, at a special meet- 
tag today, pledged themselves to work 
for the restoration of the “‘old amity’’ 
between the United States and Japan. 

The resolutions read: 

Whereas the United States has en- 
acted a general immigration bill clear- 
ly meant to discriminate against the

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Will Arrest 1,700 Women 
Unless They Pay School Tax

WASHINGTON, Pa., May 28.—Fol- 
lowing instructions from ‘the Board 
of Education Fred W. Brady, Tax 
Collector, of Charleroi, has started 
laying information against ‘1,700 wo- 
men and 300 men of that borough 
who refuse to pay their school taxes. 
The School Board ordered :that the 
woman who had persistently refused 
to pay their share of the revenue for 
the schools be arrested as well as 
the men. In addition to the taxes 
those arrested will have to pay costs 
amounting to several dollars. 

Tax collectors throughout the coun- 
ty report that women refuse abso-; 
lutely to pay taxes, but Charleroi is 
the first district to resort to drastic 
action in an effort to collect them.

FORECAST ENTENTE 


MacDonald and Poincare De- 
clare Possible an Agreement 
Following Dawes Report. 


NOW ARRANGING A BASIS 


Poincare Says New French Gov- 
ernment Will Not Change 
Their Foreign Policy.

LONDON, May 28.—Recent correspon- 
dence between Premier MacDonald and 
Premier Poincaré of France was given 
out here today for publication. 

Resulting from the inability of M. 
Poincaré to visit the British Prime Min- 
ister at his country residence, Chequers 
Court, Premier MacDonald asks in his 
first letter whether conversations cannot 
continue between them before M. Poin- 
caré leaves office on June 1, with a 
view to arranging a preliminary basis 
for applying the experts’ plans on Ger- 
man reparations. 

To_this Premier Poincaré agrees, re- 
marking that he does not expect any 
change in‘ foreign policy on the part of 
his successors in the French Govern- 
ment. 

Referring to a conversation Premier 
MacDonald had recently with Premier 
Theunis and Foreign Minister Hymans 
of Belgium, M. Poincaré says it has 
given him a conviction that an agree- 
ment with Great Britain is possible and 
will be reached. He says. France has 
accepted the Dawes and other experts’ 
reports ‘“‘without reservations,’’ and be- 
lieves Premier MacDonald agrees with 
him that “re-establishment of the eco- 
nomic unity of Germany’’ does not 
imply abandonment of the Ruhr until 
Germany has “applied’’ the program 
laid down by those reports. 

In a subsequent letter Premier Mac- 
Donald says: ‘‘Your response to my ap- 
proaches has convinced me that a candid 
exploration of the realities of our posi- 
tion would end in harmony without 
sacrificing the permanent interests of 
France and Great Britain.’’ 


MacDonald Seeks Discussions. 


The first letter is from Premier Mac- 
Donald to Premier Poincaré. It reads: 


{Purely personal and unofficial.] 
The Foreign Office, 
London, May 14, 1924, 

My Dear Prime Minister :— 

I have just heard that you have 
decided not to come to Chequers on 
Monday on account of the political 
situation of France at the present mo- 
ment. May I assure you that I took 
delight in sending you the invitation, 
not merely because it was to give us 
an opportunity of talking over mat- 
ters in which your country and mine 
are very deeply concerned, and upon 
Which, in the interests of every coun- 
try in Europe, you and I had to come 
to an agreement which would be gen- 
enerally acceptable, but also because 
I wished to have the pleasure of meet- 
ing you personally at my fireside. 

We political leaders, I suppose, have 
to cultivate a habit of regarding no 
office as an abiding place, and be 
prepared for ‘‘ups and downs just as 
they come.”’ - 

Believe me, however, I regret very 
much that that common fate should 
have deprived me of the opportunity 
of making your personal acquain- 
tance. 

I do not wish to ask any improper 
question, or to make any objection- 
able suggestion, but I know that you 


are equally concerned with me in try-

Angered When Prosecutor Asks 
if He Burned Pistol Holster 
to Hide Crime. 


JURY LOCKED UP AT 3:25 A.M.

FRAME-UP, DEFENSE PLEA 


“Hue and Cry for a Victim” Blamed 
by Accused Man’s Counsel 
for His Arrest. 


The evidence in the trial of Harry L. 
Hoffman on a first degree murder in- 
dictment for shooting Mrs. Maud A. 
Bauer, on the afternoon of March 25 
last, in South Avenue, Chelsea, was 
placed in the hands of a jury at 6:30 
o'clock last evening in the Richmond 
County Court at St. George, 6... 

At 3:25 this morning the jury was 
locked up for the night. It was then 
said to stand eléven to one for convic- 
tion in the second degree. 

A few minutes after midnight the 
jury returned to the court room and 
asked that certain parts of Judge Tier- 
nan’s charge be re-read to them. They 
specifically requested that the sections 
where the Judge referred to first and 
second degree murder and first degree 
manslaughter be repeated. They also 
wanted to hear the Court's remarks 
with reference to the testimony of Dr. 
George Mord, the medicah examiner, 
who ‘described the wounds on 
Bauer's body. 

After Judge Tiernan had ordered the 
stenographer to read _ these sections 
again Mr. Norton objected to the manr 
ner in which they had been specified. 
Juror No. 2. on the completion of the 
reading, requested that the charge in 
reference to the degree of murder be 
read for a third time, and this was done. 
Then the jury returned to its deliber- 
ations. 

At this time a report was circulated 
in the Court House that the jury stood 
ten to two for Hoffman’s conviction on 
a second degree murder charge, which 
would carry a penalty of life imprison- 
ment. 

Judge J. Harvey Tiernan, who pre- 
sided at the trial, had said earlier that 
he would not lock up the jury. 

‘‘T will stay here all night if neces- 
sary,”’ he added. ‘I won't leave here 
until the jury comes into court with a 
verdict.”’ 

A big crowd packed the jury room 
and hundreds, packed behind police lines, 
waited in the streets while the jury 
deliberated. Many women were among 
those who seemed determined to wait 
all night, if necessary, to hear the ver- 
dict. 

Hoffman in the early part of the day 
had been subjected to four hours of se- 
vere cross-examination by District At- 
torney. Albert C. Fach, during which 
for the first time in the ten days of the 
trial he showed anger. 


Hoffman Shouts “Lie.” 


The prosecutor had intimated that 
Hoffman had burned the holster of his 
-2 calibre automatic pistol because it 
was blood stained from the blows which 
had been rained on the murdered 
woman’s head in Hoffman's Ford 
sedan, into which a girl witness had 
sworn Hoffman had invited Mrs. Bauer 
a few minutes before the killing. 

“That's a damn He,” Hoffman 
shouted, as he started to get out of the 
witness chair. ‘‘You know that as well 
as I do,"’ he continued, as his face 
flushed deeply. 


“That’s another lie,’’ Hoffman shouted 
a few seconds later when the prosecutor 
wanted to know if he hadn’t burned 
the holster because of blood stains. 

Hoffman regained his composure in a 
few seconds, however, and with little 
trace of the anger with which he had 
answered the prosecutor’s questions, de- 
clared that he destroyed the holster be- 
cause it was too bulky to put in the 
package in which he mailed his auto- 
matic pistol to his brother in an office 
in the financial district, on March 29 
last, four days after the slaying. This 
statement was made to Judge Tiernan. 
Hoffman also explained to the court that 
another reason he had burned the 
holster was ‘“‘because I didn’t want it 
around the house.” 

Answering another question by Judge 
Tiernan, Hoffman declared that he had 
not destroyed the pistol because he ‘‘ex- 
pected the cops would look for it, and

LONDON, May 28 (Associated Press). 
—Rum-running into the United States 
from British ports and possessions 
evoked a hurricane of questions in the 
House of Common this afternoon. Pre- 
mier MacDonald answered the bulk of 
the suggestions and criticisms by say- 
ing that he would communicate with of- 
ficlals of the Colonial and Treasury 
offices “‘and see if we can do anything 
to remove this disgraceful blot.’’ 

The questions came up after a dis- 
cussion of the advertisements and ac- 
tivities of Lieut. Col. Sir Brodrick 
Hartwell, who, it was said, has been 
inviting contributions to a _- business 
run by him for the purpose of\smug- 
gling alcoholics into the United States, 
guaranteeing to investors a profit of 20 
per cent. 

Commander Joseph M. Kenworthy 
suggested to the Prime Minister that 
steps be taken to prevent “‘this breach 
of the laws of a ftiendly State.’’ Henry 
Graham White advocated persuading 
underwriters to give up insuring rum 
cargoes. Robert Nichols suggested the 
possibility of applying ‘‘the .esprit de

Midshipman Drowns in

While Comrades Conduct an Old Water Rite

ANNAPOLIS, Md., ‘May 28,—Cere- 
monies nfarking the christening of the 
class rings by midshipmen of the pres- 
ent second class, soon to become senior 
classmen, had a tragic ending this after- 
noon in the drowning of Leicester Rich- 
ards Smith, 28 years old, of Kert, Ohio. 

While death was pronounced primarily 
due to drowning after a corps of medi- 
cal officers, hospital attendants of tho 
navy and midshipmen comrades had 
worked over the body for more than 
two hours, a theory advanced is that 
the unfortunate midshipman probably 
was seized by a stroke of heart failure. 
According to some of his classmates it 
is not thought he was in the water for 
more than four or five minutes. He 
was a good swimmer. 

Rear Admiral Henry B. Wilson, Su- 
perintendent of the Naval Academy, de- 
tailed a board of inquiry to determine 
the circumstances and exact cause of 
death. Commander John T. Bowers is 
President of the board and Commander 
Byron McCandless and Lieut. Com- 
mander Harry R. Hermesch, Medical 
Corps, are the other members. 

The accident occurred in ‘‘Dewey 
Basin,”’-an inlet from the waters of 
the Severn River. More than 900 mid-

General Asseinbly Declares His 
Present Position in the First 
Church an “Anomaly.” 


MERRILL LEFT OFF BOARD 


Brick Church Pastor Dropped 
From Mission Body Because 
of His Modernist Views.

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., May 28.—The 

Presbyterian General Assembly in its 
final session today disposed of the Fos- 
dick case by directing the New York 
Presbytery to take up with the Baptist 
clergyman the question of his entering 
the Presbyterian denomination and thus 
coming into “regular relationship’ with 
the First Church in New York as one 
of its pastors. 
‘The Judicial Commission made this 
recommendation to the assembly after 
declaring that Dr. Fosdick’s answers as 
to whether he believed in some of the 
fundamental doctrines of the Presbyte- 
ridn Church were somewhat hazy. 

By a vote of 504 to 311 the assembly, 
after a heated debate, decided not to 
review the case, although many ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with thé report 
of the commission. 


Text of the Fosdick Report. 


The report of the Judicial Commission 
was as follows: 

‘*To the General Assémbly of the Pres- 
byterian Church of the U. S. A.: 

“Fathers and Brethren: The Judicial 
Commission of the Assembly, as to the 
complaint of the Rev. W. D. Buchanan 
et al., protesting as to the action of the 
Presb; terian Church of New York City, 
beg leave to report; 

“That the complainants and the re- 
spondents were heard by their counsel 
and their respective committees by the 
commission on May 26, 1924. 

“Upon consideration of the complaint 
itself the commission finds that, in re- 
sponse to the mandate of the General 
Assembly of May, 1923, the Presbytery 
of New York, by its committee, made a 
careful investigation as to the teaching 
in the First Presbyterian Church of 
New York to ascertain whether it con- 
formed to the system of doctrine taught 
in the Confession of Faith. 

“The Committee of the Presbytery 
took up the question first with the 
Session of the First Presbyterian 
Church, and in a letter addressed to 
the committee the Session of the Church 
indicated its purpose and intent to 
carry out the suggestions made by the 
General Assembly in its mandate, and 
the commission is persuaded that the 
Session of the Church desires that the 
system of doctrine taught in the Church 
snould be in full accord with the Con- 
tession of Faith. The commission also 
desires to say that in its Judgment the 
action of the Committee of Presbytery 
and the Presbytery itself was taken in 
all good faith. 

“The report of the committee shows 
that an extended correspondence was 
had with Dr. Fosdick on the subject of 
his teaching and preaching. There is 
set out in the report a letter from Dr. 
Fosdick in which he outlines to a cer- 
tain extent his beliefs. Unfortunately, 
his statement is not as clear and un- 
equivocal as, in the judgment of the 
commission, it should h&ve been, in view 
of the agitation which'has resulted be- 
cause of the preaching of the sermon en- 
titled ‘Shall the Fundamentalists Win?’’ 


Uncertain as to Fosdick's Belief. 


‘“‘We are unable to determine just how 
far that sermon indicates Dr. Fosdick’s 
personal belief as to the serious and im- 
portant questions raised by the sermon. 
We regret that Dr. Fosdick did not in 
his communication say frankly whether 
or not he believes what is regarded as 
essential under our Confession of Faith. 

“In the mandate adopted in May, 
1923, the General Assembly indicated 
its purpose to see to it that doctrines 
contrary to the standards of the Pres- 
byterian Church should not be pro- 
claimed in the pulpit of the First Pres- 
byterian Church in’ New York. The 
commission desires to suggest in this 
connection that it believes that one of 
the difficulties involved in the situation 
is the fact that the relationship which 
Dr. Fosdick sustains to the First Pres- 
byterian Church of New York is wholly 
without precedent, so far as recorded 
cases go and so far as the provisions

DISCUSS HOOVER 
FOR VICE PRESIDENT 


Talk of Commerce Chief Starts 
in Washington—wWilbur 
Mentioned Here. 


BOTH ARE CALIFORNIANS 


And There Are Hints of Precau- 
tions Against Any John- 
son Move.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—An interest- 
ing development in Republican circles 
today was a boom for Herbert Hoover 
for the Vice Presidential nomination. 
Whether President Coolidge is consider- 
ing Mr. Hoover's name in this connec- 
tion has not appeared. 

The belief has prevailed in Washington 
political circles that while the President 
Shared the general view that Mr. Hoover 
would make a strong running mate Mr. 
Coolidge preferred to have Mr, Hoover 
stay in the Cabinet that the Adminis- 
tration might have the benefit of his ex- 
ecutive ability and counsel. 

The boom is being furthered by Pacific 
Coast Republicans. His popularity at 
home and his influence are credited with 
a large share in the victory won by 
President Coolidge in the Presidential 
primaries in California over Senator 
Johnson. 

Further evidence was given. of the 
firm hold President Coolidge has ob- 
tained on the organization of the party 
threugh his sweeping victories in pri- 
mary conventions and State conventions. 
His hold has been so strengthened that 
no move is made in connection with the 
coming convention at Cleveland without 
his acquiescence, 

Party managers have been consulting 
him about the selection of ~ permanent 
Chairman. They have also left it to 
his final determination as to who shall 
be Chairman of the convention’s Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, 

Former Governor Hadley of Missouri 
was under consideration for permanent 
Chairman, but it 1s understood that he 
responded when he vas. sounded, that 
he had engagements in connection with 
his educational work which would pre- 
vent him from being in Cleveland. No 
inkling has been given of the probable 
seléction of a head for the Committee 
on Resolutions. This will be an espe- 
cially important position at Cleveland 
because the platform must be drawn 
skillfully to meet the issues certain to 
be raised by the Democratic platform 
and the radical element in the Repub- 
lican Party. 


Talk of Wilbur Heard Here. 


It was reported in Republican circles 
yesterday that in their quest for a run- 
ning mate for President Coolidge, the 
Republicans might select for second 
place on the ticket Curtis D. Wilbur, re- 
cently appointed Secretary of the Navy. 
With a score of candidates discussed 
for the nomination, the selection of Sec- 
retary Wilbur, a comparative newcomer 
in national politics, would not come as 
a surprise to Republicans in a position 
to know what is going on behind the 
scenes. 

A prominent Republican said yester- 
day that while there had been no overt 
act by Senator Johnson to inspire fear 
in the minds of those responsible for 
the conduct of the national fight this 
year, Republicanvleaders in many parts 
of the country were not satisfied that 
with his chances of preferment vanished 
he would be in a frame of mind (as one 
Republican expressed it) to’ “‘set his 
hand to the plow in real earnest” in 
the coming campaign. In ‘Republican 
circles failure of the California Senator 
to give active support to Charles KE. 
Hughes is held respdnsible for the de- 
feat suffered by the Republican candi- 
date for Pregident in 1916. 

The selection of a California man as 
running mate for President oolidge, as 
Republicans here view the situation, 
would be helpful under present circum- 
stances, because aside from the popular- 
‘ity’ of Secretary Wilbur in his home 
State local pride would have a tendency 
of bringing out a big vote in favor of 
the Republican electors. 

The name of Secretary Hoover, who 
also calls California his political home, 
has been under discussion by members 
of the National Committee. He has 
considerable following among the Re- 


publican women. But it was stated 
yesterday that if the selection should 
go to California, the choice beyond 
doubt would fall on. Secretary Wilbur 
as the stronger of the two.

Committee of 48 Quits Farmer- 
Labor Party—Latter Won’t 
Change Plans.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Senator La 
Yollette, leader of the Radical-Progres- 
sive group in Congress, created a politi- 
cal sensation today through the publica- 
tion of a letter in which he practically 
stated that he would head a third party 
ticket in this Fall's campaign in opposi- 
tion to the Democratic and Republican 
Presidential candidates unless both the 
major parties ‘‘cleaned house” to his 
liking. 

Simultaneously he roundly denounced 
the Communist Party and warned Pro- 
gressives that it was seeking to domi- 
nate for its own ends, the Farmer- 
Labor Progressive convention called for 
June 17, at St. Paul. 

While there has been a growing be- 
lief that he intended to father an inde- 
pendent organization, nothing so direct- 
ly indicating his purpose has come from 
the Senator himself as today’s announce- 
ment of his views on the existing situa- 
tion. 

To Await Conventions’ 

The announcement was made in a let- 
ter written by the Senator at Atlantic 
City in May to Attorney General Ekern 
of Wisconsin, which was given out for 
publication from Mr. La Follette’s of- 
fice in the Capitol. The letter chiefly 
condemns the action of the Farmer- 
Labor Progressive Party in agreeing to 
admit delegates representing the Com- 
munist Party to its national convention. 

In repudiating the use of his name 
by the promoters of the St. Paul con- 
vention, ‘“‘in such a way as to convey 
the impression that it has my approval,’’ 
Senator La Follette serves notice that, 
unless the Republican and Democratic 
Parties have a thorough housecleaning, 
an independent political movement will 
result. 

“If this is not done,’’ says the letter, 
“a long-suffering and righteously indig- 
nant people will find in the coming cam- 
paign effective means, independent of 
both these old parties, to take back con- 
trol of their Government and make it 
truly representative.” 

tead in the Nght of its context, Sepa- 
tor La Follette’s letter confirms the un- 
derstanding held here that he will not 
decide the steps he will ultimately take 
until after the Republican and Democ- 
ratic national conventions have been 
held, 

In his letters he says that these con- 
ventions will demonstrate whether either 
of the old parties ‘‘can and will’ get 
rid of “‘the evil influences which have 
long dominated them.”’ This cannot be 
done ‘‘by merely nominating some al- 
leged Progressive and filling the plat- 
form with misleading promises.”’ 

The major parties, to gain Mr. La 
Follette’s support, must get rid of 
“monopoly control,’’ throw out ‘‘corrupt 
political bosses,’’ adopt “truly progres- 
sive principles’? and repudiate ‘‘those

There are parts of the letter that 
sound conservative, considering, their 
source. In condemning the Communists 
he says that ‘‘all Progressives should 
refuse to participate in any movement 
which makes cause with any Communist 
organization.” 

Declares Against Soviet, 


The Soviet Government of Russia, the 
Senator writes, is inconsistent with the 
democracy of America. The only pur- 
pose of the Communists in joining the 
Progressive cause ‘‘is to disrupt it.’’ 

Mr. La Follette quotes articles to 
show that the Communist International 
at Moscow urged its representatives in 
America to take part in the St. Paul 
convention. 

The outstanding feature of the com- 
ments already heard on the letter is 
that its condemnation of communism 
and sovietism, coming from one classed 
as a radical, will have a far-reaching 
effect in curtailing the activities of Rus- 
sian Reds in the United States and in- 
jure their movement to a considerable 
degree. 

Politically, Mr. La Follette’s denuncia-

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Fall Refased to Sell Oil, —

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Officers 
of the Fleet Corporation told the 
House committee investigating the 
Shipping Board today that Albert B. 
Fall, as Secretary of the Interior, in 
July, 1922, had refused to renew a 
contract with the board for purchase 
of Government royalty oil in _Mon- 
tana anti Wyoming, thereby forcing 
it to obtain its oil elsewhere and en- 
tailing a loss of millions of dollars.

EXEMPTED FROM TAX 


Proviso Put in New Tax Bill to 
Free Income of Mother 
Katherine.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—A romance 
lying hidden in the dry pages of the 
new Income Tax Reduction bill came 
to light today when it was learned that 
a special provision was inserted to ex- 
empt from taxation the fortune of the 
former Kate Drexel of Philadelphia, 
who as Mother Katherine, head of a 
Roman Catholic sisterhood, is bound by 
vows of poverty to give her wealth to 
charity. 

Under the present law, up to 15 pér 
cent. of an income given away for 
charitable, religious, scientific, literary 
or educational purposes is free from tax- 
ation. But at the request of Senator 
Pepper of Pennsylvania the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee added a proviso to 
cover the case of Mother Katherine, 
and this is now in the bill in the hands 
of President Coolidge. 

The new clause directs that if an‘in- 
dividual has donated 90 per cent. or 
more of income to the purposes men- 
tioned in the first year to be affected 
by the tax bill and also in each of the 
ten preceding years, the amount con- 
tributed in the first taxable year under 
the bill shall be tax free. 

‘About a year ago,’’ said Senator 
Pepper tonight, ‘‘Walter George Smith 
of Philade!phia brought to my attention 
the cases of a number of persons of 
religious life in the Roman Catholic 
Chureh who, under vows of poverty, 
were unable to spend any of their in- 
come upon themselves, yet who, like 
other individuals, were taxed under the 
law. 

“The most notable of these cases was 
that of Mother Katherine, the Mother 
Superior of an order, and who in her 
life in the world was a Miss Drexel. 
Under the will of her father, who was 
a@ member of the firm of Drexel & Co., 
she is entitled to a very large income, 
but-of course she cannot touch a penny 
of it and she has for years, in fact, used 
her wealth to establish homes for 
friendless girls. 

“Mr. Smith called to my attention that 
in spite of the fact that Mother Kathe- 
rine devoted her income to charity she 
was taxed just as if she had spent it 
upon herself. Obviously, the result was 
to take the amount of the tax she paid 
away from the very charities upon 
which she desired to bestow it. 

“He asked me ‘to interest myself in 
trying to change this condition and to 
try to have the law exempt the amount 
of the fortune given away when the 
donor retained only 10 per cent. or less 
of his income. At present the high sur- 
taxes work directly against these great 
charitable gifts. The new part of the 
bill applies only when 90 per cent. or 
more is given away.”’ 


Senator Pepper said Mother Katherine 
was “a great power for good,” and 
had established homes for friendless 
irls in many parts of the United 
tates. She is a sister of Mrs. Walter 
George Smith. 


Mother Katherine’s Career. 


Mother Mary Katherine, who as Miss 
Mary Katherine Drexel of Philadelphia, 
on May 6, 1889, renounced an income of 
$1,000 a day and took the vow of pov- 
erty as a nun, was the founder of the 
Roma: Catholic Order of the Blessed 
Sacrament. The richést nun in the 
world, she has devoted her life and her 
fortune to the care and education of 
the colored and-Indian children of this 
country and has founded branches of 
her order all over the country. 

She was born in Philadelphia in 1860 
the second daughter of Francis <A.

NAVY BILL PASSED 
BY HOUSE, 166 10 138; 
GUN CHANGES BEATEN 


Eight New Cruisers and Conver- 
sion of Six Battleships to Oil 
Burners Provided For. 


ARMS CONFERENCE IN VIEW 


Chairman Butler Asks Support 
for Administration’s Plan to 
Have Something to Trade. 


TO MAINTAIN 5-5-3 RATIO 


Expenditure of $150,000,000 In- 


volved in Program Which Is Ex- 
pected Also to Pass the Senate.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—By a vote of 
166 to 138, the House tonight passed 
the Butler Navy bill, involving an ex- 
penditure of about. $150,000,000 for ad- 
ditions to the fleet and improvements 
in first-line battleships in a measure 
Administration authorities assert, will, 
if concurred in by the Senate, go far 
toward establishing the American Navy 
on a basis of 5-5-3 in relation to the 
navies of Great Britain and Japan. 

The Butler bill provides for the con- 
struction of eight modern scout cruisers, 
six river gunboats and the moderniza- 
tion of six battleships. It is 
comprehensive naval building program 
that has been approved by the House 
since the close of the World War. 

Administration leaders are confident 
that the bill will be accepted by the 
Senate. In that event, it is the general 
expectation that President Coolidge will 
call a conference looking to the negotia- 
tion of a supplemental treaty limiting 
the size and tonnage of auxiliary ships 
and aircraft and a curtailment of the 
personnel of the naval establishments of 
the leading powers. 

Naval Conference in View. 


That the President awaits an authori- 
zation by Congress for the building of 
cruisers before taking steps for a fur- 
ther limitation of armament was a 
thought that was frequently expressed 
in the course of today’s debate. He ig 
also awaiting action by Europe on the 
Dawes report with regard to reparations, 

“We all know that another interna- 
tional conference will be called within 
a year,”’ observed Representative Butler 
of Pennsylvania, Chairman of the Com- 
mitte on Naval Affairs, at one stage 
of the discussion. 

The Butler bill as it now goes to the 
Senate provides for eight cruisers, each 
to cost exclusive of armament, $11,100,- 
000, and six river gunboats for service 
in China, each to cost, exciusive of ar- 
mament, $700,000. It also authorizes an 
appropriaticn of $18,360,000 to recondi- 
tion the battleships New York, Texas, 
Florida, Utah, Arkansas and Wyoming, 
and to convert them into oil burners. 

The total provided for the cruisers in 
this bill is $88,800,000; for the gunboata, 
$4,300,000. These two items, with that 
of $18,360,000 for overhauling the six 
battleships, make a total of $111,460,000, 
It is estimated that the armor for the 
cruisers and the gunboats will ultimate- 
ly run the total expenditure to a little 
more than $150,000,000. 

Three important amendments were in- 
corporated in the Butler bill. One of 
them directs the President to suspend 
any or all of the construction program 
in case he decides to call another arma- 
ment conference. This was offered by 
Representative Montague of Virginia, 
Democrat. Another, presented jointly 
by Reprtsentatives LaGuardia of New 
York and. Hull of lowa, Republicans, 
stipulates that the’ cruisers and gun- 
boats shall be constructed in Govern- 
ment yards if the Secretary of the 
Navy decides that it can be done more 
economically in this manner than by 
private contract. 

Another amendment, introduced by 
Representative Taylor of West Virginia, 
Democrat, directs that the armor for 
the cruisers and gunboats shall be made 
in the Government plant at South 
Charleston, W. Va. 


“Small Navy’’ Amendments Defeated. 


Every effort made by ‘“‘small navy’’ 
members to cut down the building pro- 
gram met with defeat. While the bill 
was passed by a comparatively small 
margin, early test votes indicated that, 
despite demands for economy, the: House 
was determined to adopt the building 
program without change. A motion to 
strike out Section 2, alithorizing the 
construction of the eight cruisers, was 
beaten by a vote of 112 to 84. 

The debate was marked by a spirited 
colloquy between Chairman Butler and 
Representative Britten of Illinois, a 
member of the Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs, over an amendment offered by 
Mr. Britten proposing an appropriation 
of $6,500,000 for the elevation of guns 
on thirteen battleships with a view to 
giving them a range equal to the guns 
on ships in the British and Japanese 
Navies. Following a point of order 
made by Representative Blanton of 
Texas, Democrat, against the amend- 
ment, Mr. Britten declared that all the 
naval authorities agreed that the pro- 
posed elevation would not be violative 
of the five-power treaty. He said: 

“Twenty-two of Great Britain's ships 
outrange all but five of ours, This con- 
stitutes a very serious defect.” 

Taking the floor against the amend- 
ment, Chairman Butler charged that the 
elevation of guns suggested by Mr. 
Britton would be in contravention of the 
Washington treaty. 

“If this amendment is adopted, I shall 
vote against the bill,’ shouted Chair- 
man Butlef. This was greeted with » 
loud cheer and cries of derision.

Police arrangements to_

National Convention is in progress 
‘have béen completed, it "was learned 
yesterday from an official high in the 
councils of the police. The plans are 
declared to be the most elaborate ever 
worked out for a convention. 

Nearly every branch of the Police 
Department will be employed to safe- 
guard the delegates and visitors. Of 
the uniformed police, a large propor- 
tion will be from the traffic squads, 
to accelerate the movement of vehicles 
and to prevent congestion. A complete 
set of traffic regulations for Madison 
Square Garden and its vicinity has been 
worked out. . 

The most important feature of the 
police plans is the ‘‘safety zone.'’ Pri- 
marily the safety zone includes those 
thoroughfares adjacent to the Garden— 
Fourth and Madison avenues and 
Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sixth streets. 
For practical purposes, however, it ex- 
tends somewhat further for nearly a 
block to the north and south. No auto- 
mobile will be permitted to park in the 


streets bounding Madison Square Gar- 
den during the convention. 

“We will keep Madison and Fourth 
Avenues and Twernty-fifth and Twenty- 
sixth Streets clear of everything so that 
we can use these for an overflow if 
there is a riot or panic, such as might 
result from a fire or other emergency, 
said one official. “The streets and 
avenues boundine Madison Square Gar- 
den will be reserved specifically for the 
sm of emptying the Garden if that 
as to be done. 


Ready for Any Emergency. 


“It is not generally known, but for 
many months Times Square has been set 
an overflow space for the 
district in case of a sudden 
That’s why taxicabs 
vehicles are not per- 
mitted to park in Times Square. Any 
calamity which made necessary the 
evacuation of all the theatres at a given 
moment must be borne in mind in de- 
veloping traffic regulations.

If there 
has been no election of a Vice President 
the Senate must choose that official. but 
the choice ig restricted to the two per- 
sonss having the greatest number of 


electoral 6s, 
That mean that the choice 


would be reetricted to either the Re- 
publican or the Democratic nominee and 
would shut out the candidate for Vice 
President of Mr. La Follette’s indepen- 
dent movement. If the House falls to 
elect a President then the Vice Presi- 
dent chosen by the Senate becomes 
President. As in the House, the La 
Follette pone holds the balance of 
power in fhe enate. The present Con- 
gress would make the choice of Presi- 
dent and Vice President if there should 
be no election by electors. 

The belief prevails at the capital 
that Senator La Follette intends, if he 
starts his independent movement, te 
have its candidates for President and 
Vice President brought into the con- 
test through nominating Presidential 
electors in each State by petition. This 
fs easier than might appear, for State 
laws are extremely liberal on the sub- 
ject, some of them permitting electors 
to be nominated on the petition of as 
fewas 300 persons and others per- 
mitting nomination on petition by 1 
per cent. of specified classes of votes 
polled in a prior election. * 


Text of La Follette’s Letter. 
The text of Senator La Follette’s letter 


follows: 
Atlantic City, N. J., 

Hon. Herman L. WBkern, 

General, Madison, Wis. 

My dear Mr. Ekern: 

I have your letter of May 17, saying 
that many of my friends in Wisconsin 
are anxious to know my attitude to- 
ward the Farmer-Labor-Progressive 
Convention called to meet at St. Paul, 
June 17. 

I should not feel it incumbent upon 
me to declare my attitude except that 
my name is being used by the pro- 
moters of that convention in such a 
way aseto convey the impression that 

it has my approval, and as a result 
some of my friends in different parts 
of the country contemplate attendin 
the St. Paul convention. Because o 
these facts, I feel it my duty to state 
my views frankly. 

have no doubt that very many of 
those who have participated in bring- 
ing about the St. Paul convention 
have been actuated by the purest de- 
sire to promote genuine political and 
economic progress. 

Nevertheless, in my judgment, the 
June 17 convention will not command 
the support of the farmers, the work- 
ers or other Progressives because 
those who have had charge of the ar- 
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mobiles of city officials will be barred 
like other cars. But for city officials, 
members of the Entertainment Commit- 
tee, National Committeemen, delegates 
and other recognized leaders of the con- 
vention there will be a special parking 
space in East Twenty-eighth Street, two 
blocks north of Madison Square Garden. 
There will be no two-way traffic on 
the thoroughfares tPat pasa, Madison 
Square Garden. All traffic will move in 
one direction and nearly encircle the 
Garden. The plans provide for the 
movement of traffic south in Fourth Ave- 
nue on the east side of Madison Square 
Garden to East Twenty-fourth Street, 
thence west to Madison Avenue. In 
Madison Avenue traffic will move north 
past the Garden. It will be one- 
way traffic between Twenty-fourth and 
Twenty-eighth Streets. That section of 
Madison Avenue will be devoted exclu- 
sively to traffic passing the Garden. 
Arrangements for a taxicab stand near 
the Garden, and for auxiliary stands a 
little further away, have been made. 
The police estimate there will be 13,000 
at the convention in the Garden, and 
a large overflow. To care for this as- 
neenage, 1,000 policemen will be evail- 
able. \ 
Tne crowd that went to the Dempsy- 
Firpo fight was estimated roughly at 
100,000. There were 2,000 policemen on 
hand, many of them inside. The Fire 
Department’ also was out in force ‘on 
that occasion. Firemen patrolled the in- 
side of the Garden, and had all their 
pparatus manned and ready for an 
ergency. 


Reception of Delegates. 


Arrangéments for the reception of del- 
egates and other visitors were ciscussed 


yesterday at a luncheon at the Biltmore, 
attended by the Chairmen of the fifty- 
four subcommitteee on entertainment, 
which aré to act under the supervision 
of the New York Convention Committee, 
of which Joseph P. Day is Chairman. 
Thomas L. Chadbourne, Chairman of the 
Seneres Entertainment Committee, pre- 
sided. 

Each delegation will be met at the 
station and escorted to its hotel, already 
designated. Except the larger enter- 
tainments, such as the trip to West 
Point on June 29, the Mayor's dinner 
anc the parade of the city departments, 
all entertaining of delegations will be in 
the hands of subcommittees.

R¥E, N. Y., May 28.—George K. Mor- 
ris, Chairman of the Republican State

T have devoted many years of my 
life to an effort to solve the problems* 
which confront the American people by 
the ballot and not by force.

Mack will be the chief strate- 
gist of the Smith boom and possibly 
floor leader. Franklin D. Roosevelt may 
be chosen to head the New York dele- 
gation.

BERLIN, May 28.—Chancellor Marx, 
having been summonded again by Presi- 
dent Ebert to form a new Government, 
had made little progress up to late to- 
night. 

Contrary to general expectation, Dr. 
Marx did not get in touch immediately 
with the Nationalists because he had 
been informed confidentially that the 
reactionaries among the latter still in- 
sisted on having Admiral von Tirpitz for 
next Chancellor and besides demanded 
for the Nationalists most .of the im- 
portant posts in the Cabinet, including 
the portiolios of the Interior and For- 
eign Affairs. 

They demanded the latter, it was re- 
ported. despite the fact that even the 
members ot the German People’s Party, 
of which the present Foreign Minister, 
Herr Stresemann, is leader, gused all 
their eloquence to persuade the National- 
ists that there existed, especially in 
‘ America and England, too much objec- 
tion to von Tirpitz and Nationalist 
domination in the Cabinet. 


Stresemann Wants to Stay. 


Dr. Marx spent much of this afternoon 
consulting members of the late coalition 
parties—Centrists, Democrats and Ger- 


man People's Party—to find out how 
much Nationalist domination they would 
stand. It is said that Herr Stresemann, 
though of the German People’s Party, 
still insists on retaining the Foreign 
portfolio and has alienated supporters 
in the other two cogtition parties, who 
would shed no tears if he were forced 
out. Nevertheless, they have shown 
themselves so far dead against handing 
over this important portfolio to any 
German Nationalist. 

It may be Chancellor Marx may even 
yet request the Socialists to join the 
new Government if all efforts to bring 
fn line the Nationalists should fail. The 
Socialists so far have not definitely 
stated that they would shirk the re- 
sponsibility of bearIng_a share of the 
Government burden. Dr. Stresemann 
some time ago pointed out that the 
Socialists were negligible since they 
had pledged themselves anyhow to vote 
for acceptance of the Dawes report and 
must -keep their word even if their 
arch-enemies, the German Nationalists, 
entered the Government. 

A leading article in the Vorwaerts, the 
Socialist organ, today indignantly de- 
nounces the move toward forming the 
Government with Nationalist support as 
equivalent to betraying the German Re- 
public to its enemies. But at least one 
of the late coalition parties—Strese- 
mann’s German People’s Party—con- 
tinued unblushingly to show its leaning 
toward the Nationalists by sponsoring a 
resolution that the old black, white and 
red flag of Germany be substituted for 
the present republican colors—black, 
red and orange. 

In the Reichstag lobbies today the 
Netionalists were prophesying that the 
following would be members of the new 
Cabinet: Chancellor, Marx of the Cen- 
tre Party; Foreign Ministers Von Rado- 
witz; Interior, Count Westarp; Agricul- 
ture, Schiele. The three latter are Na- 
tionalists. They also mentioned Dr. 
Luther, now Finance Minister, as Am- 
bassador to France and Dr. Gessler, 
Democrat, as War Minister.

Japanese Papers Are Bitter. 


A bitter editorial outburst marks the 
final enactment of the American immi- 
gration bill. A majority of the news- 
papers express disappointment with the 
action of President Coolidge and call 
his statement following his signing of 
the bill unconvincing and unsatisfactory. 

“The statement,’’ says the Rocht 
“may satisfy America, but never the 
Japanese. If the President had been of 
the same calibre as Lincoln he would 
have braved opposition and vetoed the 
most unreasonable legislation Congress 
ever passed. The President, however, 


has Japanese sympathy, since he did his 
best under the circumstances to oppose

“The point at issue is mot the admis- 
sion of Japanese immigrants, but wheth- 
er Japan is accorded the same treatment 
as other nations. The American action 
makes the Japanese doubt the existence 
of international good faith and the 
grave consequences which Ambassador

ow.”” 

The Chugai Shogyo Shimpo says: 

‘*President Coolidge’s statement is a 
mere diplomatic gourtesy in an effort to 
explain exclusion to this country. We 
must declare to America that Japan 
cannot and will not accept such injus- 
tice. Our Government must take de- 
cisive measures. 

The Asahi says:

Curb on Communists Planned. 


BERLIN, May 28 (Associated Press).— 
Expulsion from the Reichstag, with- 


holding of pay and other punitive meas- 
ures are provided for in a bill which 
will shortly be introduced by the Middle 
parties, which propose to put a sum- 
mary end to the disorderly tactics with 
which the legislative sessions are threat- 
ened by the Communists and the sup- 
porters of Adolph Hitler, Bavarian Fas- 
cist leader. 

Yesterday’s sabotaging of the opening 
proceedings of the Reichstag by the 
Communists, which provoked a counter- 
outbreak by the Ludendorff party, is 
sharply condemned today by the press 
generally. Several of the editors advo- 
cate the formation of a parliamentary 
guard empowered to oust disorderly 
Deputies without awalting further ac-~ 
tion by the Reichstag. 

Condemnation of the communistic dfs- 
orders is by no means confined to the 
bourgeois press. It meets with an even 
stronger rebuke from the Socialist Vor- 
wirts, which declares that the day n 
which the young republic’s second Reichs- 
tag was convoked was a black day for 
the German proletariat, whose faces 
‘must burn with shame at the thought 
that they had elected a horde of scan- 
dalmongers among its representatives. 

The Socialist organ sees a way out 
of the difficulty by the adoption either 
of the severest punitive measures or the 
dissolution of the Reichstag, which lat- 
ter expedient would ‘‘confront the work- 
ing classes with a choice between elect- 
ing ragamuffins or serious-minded rep- 
resentatives of labor.’’ In case the new 
election fails to afford relief, Vorwirts 
predicts the advent of a dictatorship— 
not one of the sort the Communists are 
dreaming of, but one which will make 
‘the Reas’ eyes bulge out.’’ 


THREATEN TO SEIZE MINES. 


Belgians in Ruhr Serve Notice 
Strikers Must Keep Pumps Going. 


GELSENKIRCHEN, Germany, May 
28.—The Belgian occupation authorities 
in the Buer-Gelsenkirchen sector have 
served notice on the operators and work- 
ers of the mines which are tied up by 
the strike, that emergency work on the 
pumps and of a similar nature must be 
kept up and that if it is not the mines 
will be seized. 


BERLIN, May 28’—The deadlock be- 
tween the Ruhr mine operators and the 
miners who are on strike, refusing to 
accept a lengthened working day, has 
not been relieved by the award of the 
special arbitrator, which was announced 
today.

The situation has interminable com- 
plications. Without the 108 votes of 
the Unified Socialists, M. Herriot can- 
not be Premier because the Poincaré 
side of the Chamber would not support 
him, and without the United Socialists 
he has a bare third of the Chamber.

Treaty Point Not Raised Here. 


WASHINGTON, May 28 (Associated 
Press). — Tokio advices had indicated 


that allegations of treaty violations are 
the basis of its protest. Such a com- 
munication is certain to receive most 
careful attention here, as Administration 
officials were careful throughout to keep 
Congress fully advised as to obligations 
resting upon the country which should 
be considered in dealing with exclusion. 

No question of treaty violation was 
raised by the Administration in oppos- 
ing the exclusion clause. The position 
taken by President Coolidge and his ad- 
visers throughout was that the legisla- 
tive method of dealing with Japanese 
immigration was unnecessary and inex- 
pedient; that it was likely to create re- 
sentment in Japan without any compen- 
sating advantage to be gained in this 
country. 

The provision is not directed exclu- 
sively at Japan, but applies to all 
nations not eligible to American citizen- 
ship. The citizenship prohibition is not 
in the Immigraton act, but has stood 
on American statute books, so far ag the 
Japanese are concerned, from the first, 
according to recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court.

If for oné reason or another M. Mil- 
lerand leaves the Elysée, it has become

FIGHT WITH TROTSKY 


Leader Defends His Independent 
Stand and Is Assailed by 
Straight Party Men. 


URGE HIM TO FALL IN LINE 


Dispute Keeps Alive Controversy 
Between the Bolsheviki and 
Mensheviki Factlons.

MOSCOW, May 28.—Last Winter’s 
controversy between Trotsky and the 
other Communist Party leaders was re- 
newed at yesterday's session of the Con- 
gress, although in’ much milder terms 
than six months ago. 

In a speech on Saturday Zinovieff had 
invited those members of the party who 
had been disapproved by the special 
party conference summoned early in the 
Spring to discuss the controversy to 
come forward at the present Congress 
and admit their errors frankly. Trotsky, 
evidently regarding this as a challenge, 
yesterday attempted to explain his po- 
sition and the criticism he though fit to 
make. Last Winter he offered a some- 
what caustic distinction between the 
duty of all members of the party to fol- 
low the party decisions without ques- 


tioning and the duty of the individual 
member to int out what they honestly 
believed to be errors In the party policy. 
On the latter basis they made criticisms, 
but not as acversaries charged with a 
spirit of disloyalty or ‘‘factionism.’’ 
Though greeted with applause at the 
beginning and end of his speech, Trotsky 
failed to carry his audience with him. 
Succeeding speakers assailed his de- 
fense. Uglanof, an influential party 
worker in Leningradand Nijni Novgorod, 
replied it was not a question of the duty 
of individual members of the party, but 
of the real attitude of Trotsky himself, 


who was not a simple member of the 
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more satisfactory state of affairs in 
Europe. 

Might I, therefore, ask if every- 
thing must now remain just where it 
is until next month, or whether it 
would be possible, without doing any- 
thing which would be in violation of 
the Parllamentary or Constitutional 
practice of France, to pursue, at any 
rate tentatively, explorations of our 
problems, so that when formal and 
official communications between our 
Governments can be normally resumed 
time may be saved and conclusions 
arrived at speedily?

final agreement. I do not doubt that 
such an agreement will be brought 
about at an early dats in conditions 
satisfactory for our two countries. 

The Government over which I pre- 
side have accepted, without restric- 
tion or reservation, the conclusions of 
the report of the experts as ratified 
by the Reparation Commission, and 
they have declared that they were 
ready to re-establish economic unity 
of the Reich as soon as Germany ap- 
plied the program laid down by that 
commission. 

We are, therefore, entirely in accord 
with you on this point, since you ex- 
plained to M. Theunis and M. Hymans 
that the economic hold ought to cease 
on the very day on which the experts’ 
plan enters into force, but that that 
would not, of course, be until the Ger- 
man Government, so far as it was 
concerned, had carried out the sugges- 
tions of the experts in their entirety 
and obeyed their directions. 

The experts did not give it to be un- 
derstood in their report that re-estab- 
lishment of the economic unity im- 
plied abandonment of the military oc- 
cupation of the Ruhr, I know very 
well that no British Government has 
approved this occupation, although it 
has never been to us an end in itself, 
but only a means, and I am the last 
person to wish to resuscitate a _ mis- 
understanding which you and I desire 
to see dissipated. 

Therefore, I am very much touched 
by the delicacy with which you spoke 
of this point to M. Theunis and M.

Sees Agreement on Ruhr. 


We have always announced that we 
would leave the Ruhr in proportion as 
Germany effected payments. This 
sufficiently indicates that we hope to 
be able to leave it as soon as pos- 
sible. We think it prudent, however, 
to preserve the guarantees and to re- 
main in a position to resume pledges 
in the event—which is, unfortunately, 
not Impossible—of Germany subse- 
quently failing again in her obliga- 
tions to make reparation. 

You were good enough to tell M. 


Theunis and M. Hymans that in the 
event of a breach of undertakings con- 
tracted by her, Germany would find 
herself confronted by England, Bel- 
gium and France inflexibly united, as 
they were during the war. It seemed 
to you difficult, however, to foresee at 
the present moment the nature of the 
guarantees which, in such an eventu- 
ality, we might be led to take by com- 
mon agreement. 

It goes without saying that Fragce 
will always prefer measures taken in 
common with her allies to measures 
taken by herself alone. We should, 
therefore, only contemplate resuming 
the exploitation of our existing pledges 
in the event—which I am anxious to 
believe improbable—of our not having 
agreed together upon the necessary 
guarantees when the moment arrived.

It is a very important question, and 
one which I should have iiked to-have 
been able to settle with you as soon as 
the experts had formulated their pro- 
posals. Nor does it seem to me to be 
a question which threatens to divide 
the Governments of Great Britain and 
France. 

This question, would have led me to 
speak to you if you had agreed about 
the problem of security which pre- 
sents itself today under a really grave 
aspect. have ventured to commu- 
nicate to you in these last few weeks 
information furnished to me by Gen- 
eral Nollet, President of the Inter- 
allied Commission of Military Con- 
trol, or by General Degoutte,. General 
commanding. thé troops of occupation. 

There does not seem to be any doubt 
that Germany is deliberately violating 
the stipulations of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, and reconstituting her war ma- 
terial and military formations. In 
consequence of circumstances to which 
I have no intention of referring again, 
France has not obtained the guaran- 
tees that she had a right to hope for 
during the re ge pemete leading up to 
the Treaty of Versailles. It would 
have been very agreeable to have dis- 
cussed with you, whom I know to be 
animated by sentiments so sincerely 
patriotic, a means of supplying on the 
capital point the precautions which 
were not then taken, and whose ab- 
sence might be fatal to the peace of 
the world when the allied armies come 
to evacuate the occupied territories. 

Although the course of events forbids 
me to examine with you these different 
questions, I must thank you warmly 
for the cordial manner in which you 
offered to discuss them with me, and 
I shall not fail to report to the Gov- 
ernment which succeeds me the deep 
impression of confidence that your 
conversation with M. Theunis and M.

I was looking forward to the great 
Pleasure of passing an evening by 
your fireside, and of having a heart 
to heart talk with you; as my letter 
of yesterday will prove to you I do 
not doubt that such a purely private 
conversation would have led us to the 
conclusion that we could easily es- 
tablish an agreement on the questions 
which are vital for our two countries. 

You have understood that after 
having announced to the President of 
the Republic my intention of placing 
in his hands at the opening of the 
forthcoming Parllament the collective 
resignation of the Cabinet over which 
I have the honor to preside, it was 
very difficult for me to maintain my 
acceptance of your very kind invita- 

tion to Chequers. But I think, with 
you, that conversation so happily be- 
gun through the intermediary of our 
common friends can quite’ well con 
tinue, at least in preliminary form, 
without our waiting till next month in 
order to prepare the basis of an agree- 
ment destined to restore European af- 
fairs to a normal footing.

Acoordingly, noth- 
ing stands in the way of your com- 
municating to me directly or through 
the intermediary of M. de Saint-Au- 
laire the considered observations 
which my letter of yesterday 
have suggested to you. 

I have found since you have taken 
office such sympathy between your

comparison with the iron-bound unity 
of the Bolsheviki when the time for ac- 
tion came. ‘Trotsky was never a Men- 
shevik, though not a member of the 
Bolshevist party until 1917, but he occu- 
pied a sort of independent position of 
his own between the two. ow he is 
playing true to his individualist type in 
trying to defend by dialectic his stand- 
point of last Winter, which aimed at 
reconciling rigid party discipline with 
the right of criticism. But his older 
Bolshevist colleagues of the Lenin school 
won't admit this distinction. Hence the 
accusations of ‘‘Mensheyist heresy’’ they 
have launched against him. 


BRITISH PLEA TO SOVIET.

British Premier's Reply. 


Premier MacDonald replied on May 


23, to the French Premier’s two letters 
as follows: 


The Foreign Office 
London, May 23, 1924. 

My dear Prime (Minster: 

It was with real pleasure that I re- 
ceived your letters of the 14th and 
15th May, which great pressure of 
work has prevented my acknowledg- 
ing sooner. 

Not only do I value their courtesy 
and cordiality, but I was happy to 
learn from them that I could count 
on your continued cooperation in 
preparing the way for an agrement 
to place European affairs once more 
upon a normal footing, and by the 
creation of a mind of peace in pro- 
viding the beginning of security 
against war, 

You have been good enough to in- 
form me that you are so much in 
agreement with the views which I ex- 
pressed to M, Theunis and M. Hymans 
on the occasion of their visit to Che- 
quers that you had expected the best 
results from your visit to me. That is 
most gratifying.s I have never con- 
cealed from you, nor have you from 
me, difficulties in reconciling some of 
our respective views, but your re- 
sponse to my approaches has con- 
vinced me that a candid exploration 
of the realities of our position would 
end in harmony without sacrificing 
the permanent interests of France and 
Great Britain. 

I fully understand and respect your 
disinclination in any way to hamper 
the action of the new Government, 
and I am glad that you saw that I 
expressed myself in such a way as to 
show that I was conscious of the deli- 
cacy of the position and anxious to 
embarrass neither you nor your suc- 
cessors, with whom I shall pursue the 
same frank exchange of thoughts as 
we have done. 

In the meantime, administrative de- 
tails have been dealt with through the 
usual channels, and I await the estab- 
lishment of your new Government to 
take up where it has been interrupted 
a consideration of the points not yet 
agreed upon. 

Finally, I think we may congratulate 
ourselves on the very real progress 
which has been made in the last few 
months in improving the relations of 
our two countries, and whatever may 
be the results, I shall ever remember 
with gratitude the generous response 
you gave to my early endeavors to put 
those relations on a basis of mutual 
understanding and confidence. 

If good fortune were to bring us to- 
gether personally, either when you 
are in England or I in France, it will 
be a happy moment for me when I 
greet you.

Clynes 
seemed to hint on Monday in the House 
of Commons, that Germany is deliber- 
ately violating the Treaty of Versailles 
by reconstructing her material and mili- 
tary formations, the Allies will be com- 
pelled in common prudence to take 
prompt and drastic action." 

The London Times and The Daily 
Chronicle think the correspondence 
shows a difficulty of reconciling French 
and , British opinion. The Times 
notes a “curious drift of the correspon- 
dence into vague amenities after a fer- 
vent and resolute beginning,” and ob- 
serves that the letters do not suggest 
that the ‘‘unhappy divergences between 
the French and British policies have 
been essentially modified or that there 
is any material ground for Mr. Mac- 
Donald’s hopeful assurances of very 
real progress.” 

The Westminster Gazette declares that 
Mr. MacDonald ‘‘is to be congratulated 
that the French electorate has been wise 
enough to deliver him from the bog into 
which he appears to be bent upon rush- 
ing,’’ and says: ‘‘Every/one knows M.

BISHOPS QVERRULE

Heresy Court Refuses to Quash 
Indictment or Order Bill 
of Particulars.

PRESENTMENT READ IN FULL 


Defendant's CounselChallenges 
the Eight Trial Bishops to De- 
fine the Church’s Doctrine. 


CALLS CHARGES INDEFINITE 


Accused Prelate Expresses Hope 
That His Will Be the Last Heresy 
Trial In the Church.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 28—Bishop 
William Montgomery Brown, retired, 
former head of the dioécese of Arkansas, 
on trial here before a Court of Bishops 
jon heresy charges, challenged today his 
}three Bishop accusers and the eight 
trial Bishops to define the. doctrine of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, and 
asserted that each of the Bishops would 
define it differently. 

Every attempt of Bishop Brown to de- 
lay the trial was met with an adverse 
decision, concurred in by the eight 
Bishops sitting on the court. They re- 
fused to quash the indictment or to ask 
the prosecution to file a bill of particu- 
lars, rejected the demand that the de- 
fense be allowed to interrogate tne court, 
and overruled a demurrer to the pre- 
sentment, which is the indictment in the 
case, 

At the end of the day counsel for 
Bishop Brown tried to have the court 
appoint commissioners to take deposi- 
tions of witnesses who were summoned 
but failed to appear. The court held 
that it would have to know what testi- 
;mony it was sought to elicit before it 
could pass on the question, and the de- 
fense will comply with this request 
tomorrow. 

“A gross injustice is being done to 
the defendant,’’ declared Joseph W. 


Sharts of Dayton, Ohio, counsel to Bish- 
op Brown. ‘‘We ask for nothing that 
is not accorded the commonest criminal. 
In common decency and in common fair- 
ness it is not enough to make statements 
that Bishop Brown said certain things, 
but the prosecution must show in what 
he erred. If the doctrine of the Chureh 
were something that it is assumed every- 
body knows, such a statement by the 


| prosecution could be omitted, but there 


ig not one of you that would take the 
witness chair and enumerate the douw- 
trine of the Church that would be the 
same in all cases. Eight different views 
of Church doctrine would be ‘set forth. « 


Says Bishops Cannot Agree. 


“You took no-oath to‘be fair, but for 
Heaven's sake what kind of errors of 
doctrine are you accusing him of when 
you cannot agree on the meaning of doc- 
trine among .yourselves?- If you will 
present what you mean by doctrine, it 
will shorten the proceedings, and, if not, 


none of us will live to hear the last 
echoes of uis proceedings.” 

After the numerous technical objec- 
tions by the defense had failed, Charles 
L. Dibble, Church advocate, or prosecu- 
tor, called on the defense to plead, and 
a formal plea of ‘“‘not guilty’’ was made 
by Bishop Brown, 

Something of a sensation was caused 
today by the appearance of Dr. Alger- 
non S. Crapsey, who was found guilty 
at Rpchester, N. Y., of heresy in 1906. 
He walked out of the hall arm in arm 
with Bishop Brown at the noon recess. 

“The Christian Church is in the pro- 
cess of dissolution,” Dr. Cropsey said. 
“This. trial wil. further -that- process. 
The Church is in a bad way because 
its doctrines are based on the fall of 
man instead of the Gospels, which are 
based on Christianity. Bishop Brown is 
in line with the scientific conception. of 
the universe. 

‘This trial is simply advertising the 
fact that the Church at the present 
time does not know its own mind, It 
}seems impossible for the scientific con- 
ception of the universe to have any 
weight with the Church, which is _ be- 
coming a sort of fraternal society, like 
the Masons. *It is being broken and 
shattered, and is slowly disappearing as 
a@ moral force, and it will eventually 
disappear. it will survive only with 


{those people who have never emerged 


from a primitive conception of the uni- 
verse.”’ 

Bishop Brown suffered a heart attack 
after the noon adjournment was taken, 
and stimulants had to be administered. 
He appeared at the counsel table later. 


Wants This the Last Heresy Trial. 


Prior to the opening of today’s session 
Bishop Brown issued the following 
statement: 

“While this trial actually is a battle 
over theological beliefs, we are making 
every attempt, by creating precedent, to 
make the trial of churchmen for sym- 
bolic interpretation of supernaturalistic 
passages in the Bible impossible. 

“The idea of putting a man on trial 
for what he thinks or says belongs to 
the unthinkable Middle Ages. I believe 
we should have outgrown this procedure 
and our afm is to make this the last 
heresy trial in church history.” 

On the opening of the court today 
Presiding Bishop Murray announced 
that the court had unanimously over- 
ruled the motion to dismiss because of 
alleged lack of jurisdiction. 

Mr. Sharts then moved to examine 
cach member of the court as to whether 
lz had formed an opinion of the guilt 
or innocence of the defendant, and as 
to whether he had read Bishop Brown’s 
book, Of the eight Bishops present, he 
said, only the Bishop of Mississippi had 
replied when asked by the defense if 
he had formed an opinion. 

Bishop Murray insisted that the clerk 
read the presentment, and this was 
done py the clerk. 


Formal Presentment Against Bishop.

Mr. Sharts said he expected to show 
that thé Scriptures today have a dif- 
ferent meaning from their meaning when 
the Apostles and Nicene Creeds were 
prepared. He would show, he said, that 
the literal interpretation of many pas- 
sages has been given up for their sym- 
bolic interpretation, and that’ the 
‘‘modern” interpretation was well nigh 
universal. 

Counsel added that he intended to 
show that members of the tribunal 
hearing the case were themselves guilty, 
“if it is ilty,’’ of teaching passages 
from the Scriptures in their symbolical 
meaning. ’ 

“The real foundation for the accusa- 
tions against the Bishop is not to_ be 
found in errors of doctrine,’’ d Mr. 
Sharts, \‘‘but it is to be found in the 
purpose of a certain faction to expel 
thosé who beens | ve them politic- 
ally and economically. e expect to use 
our utmost rights and, unless arbi- 
ore shut off, that will be our de- 
ense.”’ 

John H. Smart, asseciate church advo- 
cate, argued at length in defense of the 
presentment and against the other mo- 
tions by Bishop Brown's counsel, and 
the Court formally sustajgped the prose~ 
cution and ordered the accused to plead. 

Mr. Sharts promptly challenged the 
right of all the Bishops on the court, 
with the exception of the Bishop of Mis- 
sissippi, to sit in the case. This came to 
nothing, and he then made a formal 
plea ‘of ‘‘not guilty’’ for his client. 


Promises to Prove Heresy. 


Invited to present his case, Mr. Dibble, 
the church advocate, said he would 
prove that the defendant was a retired 
Bishop, that he ‘‘published a book, ‘Com- 
munism and Christianism,’ in which he 
denied: that God was a personal objec- 
tive reality, or that He was the creator 
of all things, or that.He had any ‘per- 
sonality’ at all, or that He has any in- 
influence on the course of things in this 
world, animate or inanimate. 

‘“‘We will show,’’ he continued, ‘‘that 
he denies the triune nature of God as 
Father, Son and Holy ‘Spirit; that he 
denies the godhead of our Lord Jesus 
Christ and His present existence; that 
he denies, in fact, that He ever lived 


or that He had any influence on our 
lives at all.’’ 

After the noon recess Mr. Sharts 
brought before the court the question 
of taking depositions of witnesses. Ec- 
clesiastical summonses had been sent 
out for witnesses, but none had ap- 
peared, he said, and he asked for an 
adjournment of the trial until wit- 
nesses could be prooured, and for the 
appointment of commissioners_ to take 
depositions. It appeared that there 
was no compulsion behind ecclesiastical 
subpoenas, 

After long arguments by counsel on 
both sides, Bishop Morgan. said the 
Court had been advised that before the 
request of the defense could be granted 
it would have to set forth by affidavit 
what facts it expects to prove and why 
it thought the witnesses would testify 
as to those facts. 

Bishop Rrown's counsel promised to 
furnish such an affidavit, and an ad- 
journment was taken until tomorrow.

The seven juniors elected today were 
Malcolm Greenough, next Fall's football 
captain; Philip Robb, manager of the 
team; Henry Dunker, football guard 
and track athlete; Philip Spalding, 
quarterback and staf pitcher; Ben Rice 
Bassett of the crew, Gardner Cowles of 
Des Moines, managing editor of The 
Crimson, and George P. Baker Jr. The 
three sophomores were Adolph Cheek, 
football and baseball player; Robert Al- 
len, runner, and McGregor Wells, as- 
sistant football manager. 

Greenough, Robb, Dunker, Cowles and 
Baker were the five juniors elected to 
the Harvard Memorial Society tonight. 

Of the ten seniors elected Percy Jen- 
kins of Quincy is captain of the nine; 
Charles Hubbard of Cambridge led last 
Fall’s eleven; Barklie Henry of Rose- 
mont, Pa., is the captain of the crew:

Theological Seminary Graduates 
Told. to Avoid Controversy. 


The General Theological Seminary, 
Twentieth Street and Ninth Avenue, 
conferred four honorary degrees and 
thirty in course at the commencement 
exercises yesterday. The seminary is 
maintained by the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. 

The degree of Bachelor of Theology, 
Ss.

Dr. William Romaine Newbold. who 
made the commencement address, barely 
referring to the Modernist-Fundamen- 
talist controversy, told the graduating 
class that there is ‘‘not much use in 
intellectual fighting for orthodoxy.’’ 

‘The vital germ,’’ he declared, ‘‘is of 
the essence of the Christian faith. 

“You who are going forth today as 
Christ’s ambassadors bear a message 
from Him. Preach Christ, Himself; do 
not preach literature, or the higher criti- 
cis, or ethics, or sociology, or politics, 
or philosophy, Do not preach even the 
church. Preach Christ.’’

New York Traffic Men Enroll Him 
in’ Their Assoclation. 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—General 
Pershing today became associated with 
the men of the New York police force. 
He received the gold medallion and 
credentials of the Traffic Association of 
the Police Department of New York 
City.

RESOLUTIONS FAVOR LABOR 


Recognize Right to Organize and 
Recommend Larger Share In 
Control of Industry.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., May 28.—A 
protest to Governor Branch of Indiana 
against the Gibbons-Carpentier boxing 
match, scheduled to take place in Mich- 
igan City, Ind., on Saturday, was incor- 
porated in resolutions unanimously and 
enthusiastically passed by the Methodist 
General Conference today. This action 
was taken in response to a telegraphic 
appeal from W. S. Fleming of Chicago; 
district manager of the National Reform 
Association, saying thatjt would greatly 
help if. the Conference were to line up 
with those forces trying to block the 
match on the ground that it was a 
prize fight. 

Judge Raymond J. Wade, General 
Secretary of the Conference, was in- 
structed to draw up a formal protest, a 
telegraphic copy of which will reach 
Governor Branch tonight or early tomor- 
row morning. The text follows: 

“In behalf of the General Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
session here, representing more than 


3,000,000 Methodists in the United States | 


of America, and by unanimous vote of 


said General Conference, we do hereby 
protest against the holding of the 
alleged boxing contest scheduled to be 
ae at Michigan City, Ind., May 31, 


“The professional character of the 
principals, general advertisements and 
reported sale of tickets ifidicate that said 
contest will be in fact a prize fight and 
therefore in violation of the laws of 
Indiana. We, as you, stand for the 
enforcemnt of law, and we appeal to 
you to prevent the contemplated infrac- 
tion of the laws of Indiana relating to 
prize fights, to compel obedience thereto 
and to preserve the peace and dignity 
of the State.”’

Presbyterian: Church and -in their reply 
to the Presbytery the session recited 
this fact and said’ that, in view of all 
the circumstances, they deemed {ft best 
for the interests of the First Presby- 
terian Church to refuse to accept his 
resignation, and, consequently, they did 
not transmit this resignation to the con- 
gregation of that church. It may well 
be that, considering only the interests 
of the First Presbyterian Church of New 
York, this decision of the session was 
wise, but, viewed from the standpoint 
of the Church at large, we are not per- 
suaded that it was wise. 

**We are constrained to believe that the 
existing relations should not continue 
longer. In saying so we do not mean 
that the First Presbyterian Church of 
New York must of necessity be deprived 
of the services of Dr. Fosdick, which 
they so much desire. We do think, 
however, that if he desires to occupy a 
Presbyterian pulpit for an extended 
time he should enter our denomination 
through the regular method and become 
subject to the jurisdiction and authority 
of the Church; if this/is done much of 
the cause of irritation would be_re- 
moved. If he can accept the doctrinal 
standards of our Church, as contained 
in the Confession of Faith, there should 
be no difficulty in receiving him. If 
he cannot, he ought not to continue to 
occupy a Presbyterian pulpit. 

“The Presbytery in its action states 
that it holds itself in readiness to re- 
ceive a further report on this subject 
and to take further steps in relation to 
it as occasion may require. The session 
also expresses its willingness to do what 
is necessary to allay the unrest and dis- 
tress which exists in the Church at 
large. 7 

‘‘We therefor@ recommend that the 
Presbytery of New York be instructed, 
through its committee or through the 
session of the First Presbyterian Church, 
to take up with Dr. Fosdick this ques- 
tion, to the end that he may determine 
whether it is his pleasure to enter the 
Presbyterian Church and thus be In a 
regular relationship with the First Pres- 
byterian Church of New York as one of 
its pastors.’’ 


Dr. Merrill Off Mission Board, 


The Rev. Dr. William Pierson Merrill, 
pastor of the Brick Presbyterian Church, 
New York City, was dropped today from 
membership in the Presbyterian Board 
of Foreign Missions, an office he had 
held twelve years. The Rev. Dr. John 
F. Carson, pastor of the Central Church, 
Brooklyn, was elected in his place. The 
vote was 446 against Dr. Merrill and 374 
for him. Dr. Merrill is credited with 
being an extreme Modernist and of hav- 
ing been the author of modernistic 
writings. 

The Merrill issue caused one of. the 
biggest fights that have ever taken place 
in a General Assembly. There is strong 
feeling here over the treatment of the 
Brick Church. pastor, and it Is freely 
predicted that his parishioners will feel 
quite as:much resentment. The -Brick 
Church ranks near the top in the amount 
of money it gives to foreign missions. 

That there might be room on the 
board for both Dr. Merrill and Dr. 
Carson, the Rev, Dr. Gooer Alexander, 
pastor of the First Church, offered, to 
resign as President of the Board of For- 
eign Missions, of which he has begn a 
member forty years. His offer was not 
accepted. 

The Assembly’s Committee on For- 
- Missions brought in majority and 
minority reports. he majority report 
failed to mention the name of Dr. Merrill 
among those it nominated for ‘members 
for the next three years. Instead. it 
bore the name “John F. Carson.’’ The 
minority report contained the name of 
Dr. Merrill, but not that'of Dr. Car- 
son. Dr. Merrill's term of office expired 
with this Assembly, but he has been 
elected or re-elected by four Assemblies 
for a term of three years each time. 


\ Committee Stands 44 to 14, 


There were forty-four members of the 
committee, and fourteen signed the mi- 
nority report, which was presented by 
the Rev. Dr. Cordie J. Culp of New 
Brunswick, N..J. 

The majority and inoetey reports 
were identical except for the } errilt and 
Carson names. _ Both renominated all 
those whose term expired with this as- 
sembly, and both nominated for new 
members the Rev. Dr. William L. Me- 
Ewan of Pittsburgh and Dwight Day, 
who was long the Treasurer of ‘the 
board. 

The majority report was presented by 
the Rev. Dr. A. Gordon MacLennan, 
Chairman of the committee. 

Dr..Culp said. it. had been the unvary- 
ing custom to re-elest-each member of

be limited to any set term. was 
after the delegates had tabled a minor- 
ity report of the Judiciary Committee 
holding that it was constitutional to 
limit the terms of office and then tabled 
the majority report of the same com- 
mittee — that Bishops were chosen 
for life and that to set a definite term 
would be unconstitutional. ‘ 

“It is unbecoming the dignity of this 
body,”’ Judge Rogers declared, ‘‘to evade 
decision upon a question when constitu- 
ticnal rights ar volved. I am say- 
ing this irrespective of the vote that 
has just been taken on the majority 
report. There is no court in the country 
that will close its doors to a claim- 
ing constitutional rights if they come 
in the proper way, and this General Con- 
ference should not close its doors f#hen 
matters involving constitutionality are 
brought before it for determining. The 
General Conference has no right to run 
away from a decision; it should make 
a decision, up or down.’’ 

The delegates who had been 80 severe- 
ly criticized cheered Judge Rogers and 
heartily applauded him when he de- 
scended from the platform. Neverthe- 
less, when a motion was made to take 
the majority report from the table, the, 
delegates showed that they were deter- 
mined to let the issue without a deci- 
sion, the motion being defeated by 370 
yotes to 343. 

The Conference adopted a resolution 
calling upon Congress to amend the Fed- 
eral Constitution by framing- a uniform 
divorce law for all the States. The 
Sterling-Reed bill, providing for a De- 
partment of Education in the Cabinet, 
now before Conareen. was approved. 

Resolutions ered by the Committee 
on the State of the Church, recognizing 
the right of labor to organize and rec- 
ommending an increas share for la- 
bor in the control of industry, a living 
wage and proper protection for the 
workmen, were adopted. 

The committee report made this dis- 
tinction between ‘“‘property for use’ and 
property for power.”’ 

‘Wealth accruing to the holders 
through monopoly values or special priv- 
ileges or through large opportunities for 
costless saving is not earned, and wealth 
created by society should be devoted to 
the development of all the people in 
ways to be determined by the people 
themselves.”’ 

The Conference backed up the plea of 
the Committee on Education asking that 
the World Service Commission be in- 
structed, in allotting funds of the 
Church, to consider education one of the 
major activities of the Church and pro- 
| vide more generously for a program of 
{publicity relative to Methodist educa- 
tional institutions and also for educa- 
tional activities. The Committee on Edu- 
cation reported a deficit of $2,500,000 
last year. 

Rovard of Chicago was 
elected Secretary of the Board of Edu- 
cation, Henry H. Meyers editor of the 
Sunday school publications, and W. E. 
J. Gratz editor of The Epsworth Herald.

Willis R. Roberts of Norristown, Pa., 
who spoke against Dr. Merrill, said he 
wanted to help check what he considered 
“an on-sweeping tide against the financ- 
es of the Board of Foreign Missions,” 
and asserted that by withdrawing his 


name Dr. Merrill had done the one thing 
which would help re-establish confi- 
dence in the board. 

After numerous speeches had been 
made for and against Dr. Merrill, the 
Rev. Dr, Robert Dick Wilson, of Prince- 
ton, N. J., started reading from an 
article in a magazine on ‘‘Protestant- 
ism at the Cross-Roads,“—by Dr. Mer- 
rill, in which, he asserted, theslatter 
denied the inspiration of the Bible. 

There were cries not to let Dr. Wilson 
proceed and Dr. Merrill was asked if 
he objected. 

“Any man who, after reading that ar- 
ticle, says I deny the inspiration of the 
Holy Scriptures ought not to be allowed 
to read further,’’ answered Dr. Merrill, 
and Dr. Wilson was cut off. 

The Rev. Dr. Abraham L. Lathem of 
Chester, Pa., moved that Dr. Merrill be 
allowed to withdraw his name, and this 
was carried. 

“T have never been in so awkward a 
position as I am in at the present time,”’ 
said Dr. | Carson, after others had 
spoken. ‘“‘I will show the same courtesy 
that Dr. Merrill has shown, and request 
that my name be withdrawn. I with- 
draw _ my name with the ,understanding 
that Dr. Merrill withdraws his name.” 


Bryan Against Merrill. 


William J. Bryan, vice moderator of 
the assembly, voted against Dr. Merrill. 
The New York Presbytery voted solidly 
for Dr. Merrill and the Philadelphia 
Presbytery solidly against him. 

After Dr. Merrill was out the assembly 
voted to accept the majority report. 
This meant that Dr. Carson was elected. 

“I have been elected by the Assem- 
bly,”” said Dr. Carson. “I do not want 
the job. It is a big job, and I am al- 
ready over-busy with my own church 
and other things. If the Board does 
not want me I will resign this position 


to which you have elected me, If

“Dr. Carson has acted honorably in 
the whole matter, and I hope nothing 
more will be done,” said Dr. Merrill.

MATTHEWS SHUNS 
DEATH RAY’ TEST 


British Air Official Says He Re- 
fused a Chance to Satisfy 
Scientists. 


FRENCH PHYSICIST SCOFFS 


Branly Says No Ray Exerts Great 
Force—U. S. Navy Denies 
Bidding for invention.

PARIS, May 28.—H. Grindell Mat- 
thews, who asserts that he is the in- 
ventor of an invisible ray for disabling 
engines, rendering animals and humans 
senseless and even killing them at a 


distance, has returned to Paris from 
London, where his negotiations with his 
own Government have not yet been con- 
cluded. He says he intends to begin 
large-scale experiments, his tests of the 
ray having so far been limited to his 
London laboratory. 

The partnership concluded with the 
French company, the Chantiers du 
Rhone at Lyons, will not in any -way 
interfere with further negotiations with 
the British, French or any other Gov- 
ernment, according to one of Mr. Mat- 
thews’s French partners. 

“T believe from what Mr. Matthews 
has said to me,” sald this man, “that 
it is quite true that he has been ap- 
proached by official representatives of 
the American Government with an offer 
for the acquisition of the invisible ray; 
but nothing very definite has happened 
so’ far, the offer not being of a nature 
interesting Mr: Matthews sufficiently. 
I understand ~ inventor received a 
telegram from ndon inviting him to 
lunch with the United States Ambassa- 
dor in Paris. yesterday, but, as he ar- 
rived only this afternoon, he was unable 
to attend.” 

Ambassador Herrick has been absent 
from the Embassy for weeks and is not 
expected back for some time. Consid- 
erable mystery surrounds the whole af- 
fair. Worn out by the ceaseless cross- 
examination of French newspaper men 
and foreign correspondents in Paris, Mr. 
Matthews has taken to his bed and re- 
fuses for the time being to receive any 
visitors. His French partner, however, 
told me that Captain Edwards, the sec- 
retary and legal adviser of Mr. Mat- 
thews, would probably have further 
statements to make tomorrow concern- 
ing the American offer. 


Great Physicist Skeptical. 


A dash of cold water was thrown on 
Mr. Matthews’s ray when Professor 


Edouard Branly, inventor of the coherer 
and probably the foremost physicist in 
France, declared to a representative of 
THE NEW YorK Times that he doudted 
the existence of a ray with: the proper- 
ties described by the English scientist. 

“As a _ scientist,’’ Professor Branly 
said, “‘I must have proofs before I can 
believe in the new invention. Such proofs 
have not been given; consequently I 
cannot believe in this ray. As a scientist, 
if I consider the probabilities of the ex- 
istence of this ray, I must doubt the 
claims of the inventor. There is noth- 
ing in the present development of science 
to indicate the perfection of such a ray. 
Contrary to popular belief, scientists a 
not expect such an invention. 

‘‘To have a ray that wiil destroy, that 
will stop a motor, that will kill at a 
distance, one must have a ray with 
force in it. No such ray exists. Science 
has learned how to concentrate rays to 
a certain extent, but these rays have 
no great force in them. They have only 
vibr@tions.’’ 

“Does not science expect that with the 
tremendous developments of electrical 
and wireless research a ray may be per- 
fected that will carry great force or 
heat?” Professor Branly was asked. 

““‘No,”” he answered. ‘Electrical rays 
have neither great heat nor great 
force.’’ 

‘‘Does science contemplate the possibil- 
ity of a discovery of some mysterious 
ray that might have the _ qualities 

ascribed by Mr. Matthews to his ray?” 

‘‘No. Moreover, when scientists make 
a discovery of such tremendous impor- 

| tance as that claimed by Mr. Matthews 
they do not make so much noise about 
it before they have proved it."

| placed in a @ifficult position, partly be- 
|cause of the vigorous press campaign 
|which had been conducted on behalf 
lof Mr. Matthews and partly because this 
|was not the first occasion on which he 
had put forward schemes for which ex- 
travagant claims had been made. The 
{department could not accept his state- 
ments concerning his invention without 
| scrutiny, which apparently he was not 
prepared to face, 

A supplementary question was asked 
as to whether the department was cer- 
tain that there was no value in the 
|invention, and, if there was, why it 
was not taking steps to secure it. 

Mr. Leach answered that the depart- 
ment could not possibly pass upon it 
because it had not been permitted to 
test it. 

Viscount Curzon wanted to know if the 
air force had not already an invention 
which could do all that Mr. Matthews 
accomplished. To this Mr. Leach re- 

lied: ‘“‘The phenomenon produced by 
Ir. Matthews at the trial can be readily 
reproduced by the people in our depart- 
ments.”’ ° 

No word came from Mr. Matthews in 
Paris today, but it is understood that 
he is prepared to wait until Friday 
afternoon before closing with the Chan- 
| tiers du Rhéne. The Government, on the 
|other hand, shows no disposition to 
| alter its offer to him. An injunction 
|suit against him on the part of three 
| individuals who claim financial control 
of his discovery is going on and the 
leourt has granted permission today to 
| the plaintiffs to serve a writ upon Mr, 
| Matthews in Paris. *

No U. 8. Navy Department Offer.

WASHINGTON, May»28.—No offer has 


been made by the American Navy De- 
partment or any other branch of the 
Government in Washington for the pur- 
chase of the ‘‘secret’’ of the so-called 
| ‘diabolical ray’’ Invented by H. Grin- 
‘dell Matthews. Denial that there has 
‘been any such offer was made infor- 
mally, but nevertheless positively, in au- 
‘ thoritative official quarters. 

| It is probable that American Naval 
| Attachés in London and Paris have been 
‘investigating the claims of Matthews on 
| their own initiative, that being within 
| the\ scope of their duties abroad in con- 
‘nection with theseffort of the Naval In- 
telligence branch of the Navy to keep 
labreast of new inventions, e 

| If they have conducted such investi- 
| gation or made inquiries of Mr. Mat- 
'thews or his representative abroad, no 
jreport has been made to his Govern- 
iment by such Naval Attachés. 

A news report from London this af- 
ternoon to the effect that the National 
Academy of Science, which recently dedi- 
cated-its new $5,000,000 Home of Science 
in Washington, had cabled. over asking 
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details of the Matthews ray, was also 
denied. It was learned at the headquar- 
ters of the academy -that that body had 
taken no official action in the matter, 
and had sent no such cable.' 

Interest in the Matthews rays was 
heightened today when it became known 
that another set of inventors had en- 
deavored to interest the Army Air Ser- 
vice in a ‘diabolical ray.’’ A report 
from New York stated that Major Ira 
A. Rader of the Army Air Service, had 
been in negotiations to secure an inven- 
tion of a rman scientist who had in- 
vented such a ray. 

Inquiry at the Army Air _ Service 
brought a denial that Major Rader had 
been in ‘‘negotiations.”’ It was explained 
at the Air Service that an effort had 
been made to interest it in a ‘‘diabolo 
ray’’ which was offered to it by two in- 
ventors—one an Englishman, the other 
a German—who had come to this coun- 
try, and who were here a few weeks 
ago. e 

‘We were interested in their claims, 
said an officer of the Air Service today, 
‘hut we told them very frankly. that we 
were from Missouri and had to be 
shown. They said they would show us, 
but they haven’t done so yet.”’ ; 


TRIES TO SELL US 
A DEADLY WAR RAY 


British Engineer Asserts He Rep- 
resents German Inventor, Whose 
Name Is Secret. 


John H. Hamill, an English engineer, 
who said he represented a great German 
scientist whose name was a secret, told 


yesterday of efforts which he had made 
to sell the American Air Service the 
method of producing rays which, he 
said, would stop airplanes in mid-air 
and automobiles in their tracks at a 
distance of three miles. 

Hamill asser‘2d that the German had 

brought down thirteen French planes in 
Bavaria last J~ne by these rays which 
destroyed the working power of the 
magneto. The English engineer joined 
American scientists in ridiculing the 
claims of H. Grindell Matthews _ to have 
discovered so-called ‘‘diabolical rays, 
The ‘‘diabolical” stuff, he asserted, was 
a hypothetical and —— combina- 
tion by Matthews of the theoretical 
power of all types of radiation in terri- 
fic concentration. 
* United States army. officers have dis- 
played great interest in the German 
mageto-killing rays, but have been un- 
willing so far to appropriate the cash 
needed for experimentation, according to 
Hamill. 

“They want months in which to con- 
sider anything,” said Hamill. ‘‘It is the 
same with army men in England and 
elsewhere. We have offered to demon- 
strate the principle by stopping airplanes 
and automobiles at distances up to three 
miles. You can see what effect this 
would have on future wars. It would 
mean that all motor transport and all 
air work of the enemy must cease. We 
are selling this as a defensive agency. 
It has, however, its offensive uses. Air- 
planes may be equipped with the ma- | 
chinery for producing this ray, They 
can stop rival aircraft and attack them 
‘when helpless, 

“On several different days last June 
thirteen French planes were forced 
down and partly wrecked by the use of 
these rays in Bavaria. This fact was 
denied by France, but later admitted, 
and the facts are generally known 
among military men. They have not 
been alarmed, however, because they 
all feel that they are on the right track 
and that they can develop similar rays 
themselves and even produce antidotes 
for them. 

“Our proposal to the United States 
Government has covered the use of 
these rays up to the time that protec- 
tion has been produced against them. 
That is up to others. If others: can 
produce an antidote to the | 
naturally the rays are worthless. 

Scientists have been able to disable 
magnetos in the laboratory and 
transport electrical power through the 
air on a small scale, but Hamill as- 
serted that the new German invention 
was on a different principle from that 
which is commonly understood to be 
theoretically applicable. 

“Of course, the fundamental work 
was done by Nicola:Tesla about ey 
years ago in Colorado,” said Hamill. 
“He built a powerful electrical coil. It 
was found that the dynamoes and other 
electrical apparatus of the Colorado 
Fuel Company within a hundred yards 
or so were all put out of business. His 
coil scatters rays which short-circuit 
electrical apparatus at close rangé. 
They are working in electrical labora- 
tories all over the world on methods of 
stepping up the Tesla coil so as to pro- 
duce its effects at a distance. Work-’ 
ing on an entirely different principle, 
however, the German scientist has suc- 
ceeded in projecting and directing elec- 
trical power so as to produce the ef- 
fects of which I speak.”’ 

Mr. Hamill said that he was talking 
business with a Japanese Admiral and 
carrying on a smoldering series of ne- 

otiations. 

“T will probably have to quit the dis- 
cussions with the American Air Service 
because of the. delays,’’ he said. “If this 
was anything that could be patented, it 
could be turned over to others for ex- 
periment. But it cannot be patented. 
It is all based on well-known princi- 
ples. As soon as the secret is ex- 
plained any engineer could work it 
out for himself. 

“This is not the only important dis- 
covery made in Germany since the war. 
In fact, military science has made such 
rapid strides there that, were it not 


rays, 


for the problem of feeding the popula- | 


tion, Germany could cope with Europe 
today. When the food question. is 
solved Germany will be the strongest 
military nation in Europe.’’ 

Professor John H. Morecroft, radio 
expert of Columbia University, said yes- 
terday that he considered the so-called 
“diabolical rays’’ and others which pur- 
ported to cause damage at great dis- 
tances to be purely imaginary. He said 
that no scheme for using rays for de- 
struction had shown any great advance 
on Archimedes, who, in the third cen- 
tury B. C., burned up the Roman ships 
at the siege of Syracuse by heat rays 
reflected and concentrated by mirrors. 

“It is perfectly possible to get intense 
heat from very powerful mirrors,’’ said 
Dr. Morecroft, ‘‘but not to injure bat- 
tleships or to destroy airplanes a mile 
away. The heat rays are the only in- 
jurious ones that can be focused. Thé@se 
are the long rays between the visible 
spectrum and the radio wave lengths, 
They have all been detected and studied 
and none of them possesses any extraor- 
dinary powers. The long wave lengths 
might be the most effective for causing 
damage at a distance, but they are the 
hardest to focus. That is the reason 
why it has been found impossible so far 
to send radio practically in a single di- 
rection. Marconi has used mirrors thirty 
and forty feet in diameter to reflect and 
focus wireless waves, but without any 
great success. 

“The power carried by the wireless 
waves is very light. All that is broad- 
cast by WEAF, for instance, would 
Sarety,, ght one good-sized incandescent 
amp. 


FRAMERS OF COVENANT

Planned That League Members 
Should Share Secret Inven- 
tions of War Engines.

PARIS, May 28.—The prevention of 
any single power monopolizing some ter- 


rible discovery, thereby achieving world 
hegemony through the destruction or de- 
feat of the others, was precisely envis- 
aged by the framers and drafters of the 
League covenant. 

As The Tribune correspondent cover- 
ing the Peace Conference, I personally 
know from my own knowledge, or rather 
from the lips of President Wilson, 
Colonel House and their foreign con- 
fréres—especially the French delegate, 
Léon Bourgeois—that it was intended 
that the members of the League should 
share secret war inventions and discov- 
eries among themselves and prevent any 
single State from developing a new in- 
strument of death which would arouse 
the _ of conquest and aggression, as 
the Kaiser’s mighty army inspired the 
Junkers to insist on war. 

The result of experiments in chemical 
laboratories for gas and the perfecting 
of a mysterious ray—which was an- 
nounced as the invention of Marconi and 
italian heljers in 1916 when explosives

FEAR AFFRONT TO BRITAIN 


Danger That England May /Be 
Driven Into New Alilance With 
Japan Is Argued. 


In a statement ‘‘to the American 
Friends of Peace,’’ signed by the offi- 
cers of the League of Nations Non- 
Partisan Association and made public 
last night, Senator Pepper’s World Court 
plan is denounced as ‘‘a cunningly de- 
vised scheme to save the faces of a 
little group of United States Senators 
who find themselves on the wrong side 
of a moral question.’’ 

Senator Pepper’s proposal to exclude 
great members of the British common- 
“wealth of nations from participation in 
the election of Judges is condemned, it 
being argued that such exclusion would 
‘‘drive Great Britain into a new alliance 
with Japan, so lately gratuitously in- 
sulted by the Senate.’’ 

The statement supports the Hughes- 
Harding-Coolidge plan for American 
participation. It follows: 

To the American Friends of Peace: 

Senator Pepper's World Court plan, 
which a majority of the Senate’s For- 
eign Relations Committee has adopted, 
is more adroitly written than was that 
of Senator Lodge which it supplants, 
but its effect, if not its purpose, is the 
same, viz.: to delay and defeat the plan 
for adherence to the court Sy our Gov- 
ernment devised by Secretary Hughes, 
proposed by former President Harding, 


twiee approved by President Coolidge 
and endorsed by an unprecedented ex- 
pression of public opinion’ throughout 
our entire country. 

This Pepper plan proposes sixteen 
amendments to the law creating the 
World Court. Six of these are declared 
to be ‘‘substantive’’ and ten ‘‘formal.’’ 
To thus rewrite the law would require 
the adoption of these sixteen amend- 
ments not only by the executive hranch 
of each of the forty-seven States which 
have accepted the Court but also by 
the Legislative branch of each. It is 
therefore plain that, having regard to 
the intervals at which such legislative 
bodies meet and the usual delays in- 
cident to their’ taking action, this plan, 
even if accepted by the Senate and the 
President, and if looktd upon with 
favor by the other nations, could not 
become effective for a long time to 
come. Our country would probably be 
further from participation in this new 
peace agency In 1928 than it fs in 1924. 

3ut the resolution declares that its 
purpose is to have the United States 
adhere to the Court ‘‘while remaining 
wholly free from any legal relations to 
the League of Nations.’’ Mr. Pepper 
is no doubt an astute and able lawyer, 
but even his best friends will not claim 
that he is superior as either laWyer or 
statesman to either Secretary Hughes 
or former Secretary Root, and both of 
these men, after most careful examina- 
tion and when speaking to a most com- 
petent and critical audience, declared 
that in their deliberate judgment, with 
the reservations proposed by Secretary 
Hughes, we could adhere to the Court 
without having any legal _ relation 
whatever to the League of Nations— 
this in addresses to thea American 
Society of International Law delivered 
in April, 1923. Thus_the question is, 
Shall our country. accept the leadership 
of Pepper and Lodge or of Hughes and 
Root and President Coolidge in this 
purely legal matter? This personal 
comparison may not be pleasant to Mr. 
Pepper, but. he has invited it. 

The first marked change proposed in 
the Court statue is with respect to the 
election of judges. This- requires that 
the representatives of the nations par- 
ticipating In the Court shall be divided 
into a council and an assembly af 
“signatories” precisely as the repre- 
sentatives of the same nations are di- 
vided into the Council and Assembly 
of the League. Except that it excludes 
the members of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations, this change consists 
chiefly in striking from the Court 
Statute all references to the League of 
Nations, though used only for descrip- 
tive purposes. - 

The nations could comply with this 
change by simply appointing the same 
persons to represent the) : in the League 
and in the election of Judges as pro- 
posed, as they probably would do, rath- 
er than send other men from the four 
corners of the earth to discharge. the 
Single duty of electors. Thus this pro- 
vision is simply a petty and puerile 
slur upon the League of Nations which 
Hughes and Root and Harding and 
Coolidge have declared wholly unneces- 
sary in order to maintain our complete 
legal separation from the League. This 
part of the proposal is such a gratui- 
tous insult to the League that the mem- 
ber nations would certainly resent and 
reject it. 

The pretense that this plan would 
constitute a ‘World Court” as con- 
trasted with the “League Coyrt” is 
put forward with a_ solemnity that 
would be impressive if it were not so 
palpably paltry and _ insincere. The 
cause of world justice would be greatly 
advanced, no doubt, by the uncondi- 
tional admission to membership in the 
Court of Soviet Russia and Afghanis- 
tan! It must also be said that the 
source of this plan considered, the pro- 
osed depriving of the Court of power 
o render advisory opinions is especially 
surprising, for, very certainly, lawyers 
generally regard this power as such a 
valuable agency for settling controver- 
sies between nations and for the de- 
velopment of international law that the 
suggested abandonment of it must be 
wegardee as simply mischievous. 

ut the principal’ehange proposed by 
Senator Pepper is that the great mem- 
bers of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations, Australia, Canada, Ireland, 

New Zealand and South Africa, shall be 
excluded from participation in the elec- 
tion of judges of the Court and from 
shasing in its benefits except as repre- 
sented by the British Government. He 
sees no objection to our associating, for 
instance, with Liberia, Haiti and Banto 
Domingo in the Court, and therefore it 
must be concluded that the exclusion of 
the free English-speaking -Common- 
wealths is not for the purpose of secur- 
ing better judges for the Court, or wiser 
and more just decisions from it than 
would be obtained with them participat- 
ing. There is no justification whatever 
for such exclusion. In the Council, in 
which a majority of the votes is neces- 
sary to the election of judges, the Brit- 
ish Empire has but one vote. 

In the Assembly, the self-governing 
dominions have a vote in like manner as 
every small State has, The purpose of 
this exclusion plainly is to pander to 
unworthy prejudices by furnishing the 
basis for an appeal to the hostile feel- 
ing toward Great Britain which is sup- 
posed to persist with Irish and German 
voters. The Senators apparently have 
forgotten that the Irish Free State is 
now a member of the League and has a 
vote in the Assembly. 

It is a er unworthy enterprise the

purpose of which js palpable, 

If accepted by the Senate and the 
President, this plan would justly be re- 
ceived as a grave affront not only by 
our friendly neighbor Canada and her 
sister commonwealths, but also by 
Great Britain and her friends through- 
out the world. It could not be improved 
upon as a device to drive Britain into a 
new alliance with Japan so lately gra- 
tuitously fthsulted by the Senate. Ger- 
many was not more arrogant ten years 
ago than many of our enators are to- 


day. 

a will the other forty-seven nations 
which have accepted the court receive 
such a plan? America is by no means 
so necessary to the success of the court 
as it is to the complete success of the 
League of Nations, and the other na- 
tions are not likely to unite in tearing 
down the World Court structure created 
with so much. effort through many 
years for the purpose of attempting to 
remodel! it in a form to please a little 
group of United States Senators, espe- 
cially when two of our Presidents and 
all of our lawyers of international repu- 
tation who have spoken on the subject 
have declared that no such. destruction 
is necessary te accomplish the end 
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which the Senators profess to be seek- 
ing—the legal separation of the court 
from the gue. The court will go 
forward in its high mission of promot- 
ing world peacé whether we join it or 
not. But if we remain out of it our 
country and the cause of world peace 
will be the sufferers. 

Stripped of disguises, this Pepper plan 
is, as the Lodge plan was, simply an- 
other cunningly devised scheme to save 
the faces of a @ittle group of United 
States Senators who find themselves on 
the wrong side of a great moral ques- 
tion, and who, to save themselves from 
being overwhelmed by the rising tide 
favorable to having our country take & 
worthy part in promoting the peace of 
the world, are doing all in their power 
to prevent our Government from shar- 
ing in any agency designed to promote 
international peace. They are playing a 
personal, pplitical game in which the 
stakes are the lives, perhaps millions 
of the lives, of the young men of our 
country.

SUICIDE BEFORE EMPLOYES. 


Pennsylvania Manufacturer Sum- 
mons Them and Shoots Himself.

READING, Pa., May 28.—Martin Fritz, 
one of the biggest stocking manufactur- 
ers in the East, called all his employes 
together at noon today at his mill at 
Shillington and then blew out his brains. 

The employes, with whom Fritz was 
very popular, had gathered about him 
as he stood on the factory steps, just 
after the noon whistle blew, expecting 
that he was about to announce plans 
for the annual Spring picnic to Willow 
Grove, to which he had treated all his 
employes for years. 

“T want to bid you all good-bye,”’ Mr. 
Fritz said. ‘“‘I am going away.”’ . 

Then, without warning, he pulled@a 
large evolver from his pocket and 
pressed the muzzle to his head, firing 
before the shocked employes in the front 
row could reach him. 

He had lately been much depressed 
over the ill health of his wife. She is a 
semi-invalid and when informed of her 
husband’s act was prostrated. They 
have no children. 

Mr. Fritz, who was 56 years old, was 
well known in this section for his wide 
business interests and his heavy con- 
tributions to churches and charities. 
Twenty-two years ago he started mak- 
ing stockings himself, using six ma- 
chines in the garret of his home. At 
the time of his death he owned twelve 
large mills in Berks, Lancaster and Leb- 
anon Counties and was a leader in the 
trade. 

He bought the old Fritz homestead, 
Cedar Top, dating back to Colonial 
times, in Shillington and lived there.- 


BARING RELEASED ON BAIL. 


Man Accused of arrying to Poison 
His Wife Gives $25,000 Bond.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., May 28.— 
Clarence O. Baring, accused of poison- 
ing his wie, Sarah G. Baring, with ar- 
senic and disease germs, gave $25,000 
cash bail late toddy and was released 
from the County Jail, Baring, slightly 
pale after a month's incarceration in 


the County Jail, wore a customary col- 
legiate cut suit as he emerged. from jail. 
On advice of counsel he carefully avoid- 
ed questions relating to his defense. 

“T am confident of my success at the 
trial,”” he told reporters. “I will not 
tell at this time where I am to go— 
that is, what hotel I will stop at, It 
will be in New York City, and I will 
register under an assumed name. As 
you can see I have my own car here and 
will be my own driver,’’ he added as he 
stepped into a large closed car of for- 
eign make.

District Attorney Arthur Rowland in 
opposing the motion said that Long’s 
only motive in desiring the minutes was 
to prepare for trial. 


3 BANK EMPLOYES HELD. 


Confess They Misappropriated $50,- 
000 for Stock Speculation. 


NEW BRITAIN, Conn., May 28.— 
E. R. Snelgrove and Victor Domijan, 
assistant treasurers, and Vincent Smith, 
discount clerk, of the Commercial 
Trust Company were arrested today, 
their arrests following their con- 
fession, according to a statement issued 
by the bank, that they had misappro- 
priated $50,000 of the bank's funds for 
stock speculation. 

According to the bank’s statement the 
three men admitted having forged 
names of customers of the bank and had 
also used dummy names on notes in 
order to cover the misappropriated 
funds, 

The bank officials’ statement, which 
was confirmed by the State Bank Com- 
missioner, explained that the institution 
was fully covered against loss by bonds 
of the three men aggregating $100,000. 

Snelgrove, Domijan and Smith were 
taken to a hotel this noon and police 
say made a full confession, which was 
written and signed by them, The men 
were then taken to Police Headquarters 
and locked up under bonds of $20,000 
each, as yet unfurnished.

RINKED WITH COOLIDGE PLAN 


Whole Question May Come Before

GENEVA, May 28 (Associated Press). 
~An investigation of the military situa- 
tion in Germany by the Council of the 
League of Nations is believed to be a 
possibility by reason of Great Britain's 
move in asking that the Council de- 
termine its prerogatives with respect to 
examining military conditions in Aus- 
tria, Hungary and Bulgaria. 

By another step today Great Britain 
added a further important item to the 
agenda of the June session of the Coun- 
ceil when it formally gave notice that 
it would request the Council to approve 
the British treaty with Mesopotania. 

"This may bring the entire Mesopotanian 

problem into discussion, including the 
Mosul boundary dispute, which British 
and Turkish plenipotentiaries are now 
seeking to settle. 

Concerning the German question, it 
was pointed out tonight that, although 
the British Government has not request- 
e@ an examination of the military claus- | 
es of the Treaty of Versailles, Article | 
218 of that treaty is identical in wording | 
with the article in the Treaties of Saint | 
Germaine, Trianon and Neuilly, on) 
which Great Britain seeks further light. 
It reads: 

“So long as the present treaty remains 
in force Germany undertakes to give 
every facility for any investigation

Allies Agree on Terms of Reply to 
Germany on Armaments. 


PARIS, May 28 (Associated Press).— 
The allied Council of Ambassadors has 
agreed on the terms of the reply it will 
make to the note from Germany relative 
to the resumption of interallied control 
of German armaments, it was an- 
nounced today. The text of the reply 
will be withheld from the public until 
the note has been received in Berlin. 
It is known, however, that it adheres 


closely to the original decision of the 
Ambassadors that the transformation of 
the Military Control Commission into a 
Committee on Guarantees must be pre- 
ceded by a general inquiry into the state 
of Germany’s military establishment, 
with a complete inventory of its re- 
sources. 

The note will demand that the future 
activities of the control authorities shall 
cover the five categories listed in the 

receding correspondence on the sub- 
ect. These are: 

First, the reorganization of the German 
police; second, the transformation of 
munition factories to 
peace; third, the delivery of the balance 
of unauthorized war material in Ger- 
many’s possession; fourth, delivery of 
documents relating to the war material 
on hand when the armistice was signed; 
fifth, the promulgation of laws to put 
the recruiting organization of the army 
in harmony with the terms of the peace 
treaty. “ 

When the German Government shall 
have facilitated the inquiry demanded 
and accepted the five categories of ac- 
tivities for the new sonia system, then 
the military control, the Ambassadors 
say, will be transferred to the Commit- 
tee on Guarantees and placed at the 
expense of the Allies.

He added 
that every fact in the chain of evidence 
against Hoffman must be proved, “and 
you can draw any inference from’ the 
facts once proved.’’ 

Motive was an important factor in the 
case, he went on.

“A rash or sudden impulse is not de- | 
liberate intent—bear that in mind.

Hoffman had spent an uncomfortable 
four hours under the District Attorney's

“Why did you go to the extreme of 
asking Parker to aid your alibi when

“Because there was so much excite- 
ment and the police were inviting in- 
formation and the newspapers said that 
every Ford sedan in Staten Island 
would be checked up,’’ explained Hoff- 
man, “I thought it over and realized 
that if I told the police where I had 
been the police would not take my word 
for it, and I am positive that the China- 
men at the restaurant would have told 
the police they didn’t know anything. 
|My chief fear was that the Chinamen, 
to avoid trouble for themselves, would 
deny any knowledge of it—in_ other 
words, to hell with it—and I realized I 
was in a rather peculiar position.” 

Hoffman then admitted that he didn’t 
feel that he should tell the truth about 
his presence in the restaurant when he 
made his statement to the Prosecutor at 
the time of his arrest on April 17. He 
also admitted that fhe didn’t anticipate 
arrest on the Friday following the _ kill- 
ing, when he and Parker arranged the 
details of bis alibi. 


Says He Feared the Police. 


“Why was it, then,’’ pursued Mr. 
Fach, ‘‘that if you didn’t anticipate ar- 
rest you arranged this alibi?’’ 

‘Well, my chief fear was that the 


police would find that I owned a gun of 
the same calibre and I would be out of 
luck,’’ answered Hoffman. 

He admitted that he didn’t tell Parker 
that he owned a .25-calibre automatic 
pistol, and then Mr. Fach _ asked: 
“Didn’t you read that it was believed 
at first that Mrs. Bauer had been killed 
with steel-jacketed bullets, but that it 
was found that she had been killed with 
a foreign-made gun?’’ 

““Yes,”’ replied Hoffman. 


‘‘And’ wasn’t it because of that state- | 
ment that you sent your automatic to] 


your brother the next day?"’ 

‘“‘No, no,’’ answered Hoffman in a 
voice much louder than that in which 
he had spoken up to this point of his 
cross-examination.

“Could you tell me when you had the 
holster cut? When did you decide in 
what spot to cut it?’ 


“Demonstrates to the Jury. 


Hoffman they arose from the witness 
chair and demonstrated to the jury how 
the holster had stuck too far out of his 
hippocket, and because of that he had 
had it altered in size. He added, “‘I 


wanted it trimmed off, so that it would | 
be more parallel with my pocket, Mr.

AIRSHIP TO GO WITH FLEET} 


Admiral Moffatt Discloses Plans for 


Manoeuvres to Show Congress 


Its Practicability. 


Special to The New York Times. 

LAKEHURST, N. J., May 28.—Curtis 
D. Wilbur, Secretary of the Navy, 
came to the Naval Air Station here to- 
day, for the first time since his appoint- 
ment, to inspect the Shenandoah, Amer- 
ica’s largest dirigible. Before leaving 
the enormous hangar, where he spent 
several hours, Secretary Wilbur ex- 
Pressed his delight with the craft. 

Asked about the practicability of the 
Shenandoah exploring the Arctic re- 
gions, Secretary Wilbur said he was not 
in position to say and referred the ques- 
tions on this matter to Admiral W. A. 
Moffatt, Chief of the Naval Air Service, 
who accompanied him on the trip. Ad- 
miral Moffatt said there was no likeli- 
hood of a polar flight this year. 

One of the things about the Shenan- 
@oah which the Secretary said appealed 
to him was the recently constructed 
water recovering plant, by means of 
which water is produced by a combina- 
tion of oxygen from the air and hy- 
drogen from the gas exhaust. The 
water can then be used either as addi- 
tional ballast or for drinking. Secretary 
Wilbur took several drinks from a bottle 
containing the ‘‘manufactured’’ water 
and remarked it tasted like common dis- 
tilled water. 

Airship to Manoeuvre With Fleet. 


Admiral Moffatt disclosed plans for 
@emonstrating to Congress and the na- 
tion the usefulness and safety of lighter- 
than-air craft. It is planned to have 
the airship accompany the Atlantic fleet 
in its Summer manoeuvres this year, be- 
ginning in July or August, and using 
the Patoka, a converted oil tanker, for 
mooring. The successful utilization of 
the mooring mast aboard the boat, said 


the Admiral, will dispel the fears engen- 
dered by the accident last January, 
when she blew away from her mast at 
Lakehurst in a storm, The dirigible, 
according to the Navy Department's 
present plans, will remain with the fleet 
one month. 

A further demonstration of the de- 
partment’s faith in the craft will take 
lace in September, when she is to fly 
o the Paciffe Coast. Admiral Moffatt 
declared emphatically that helfum had 
forever replaced the inflamable hydrogen 
in navy aircraft. Helium gas now costs 
$160 to $180 per 100,000 cubic feet, but 
Admiral Moffatt predicted that the Gov- 
ernment eventually would be able to 
manufacture it in large quantities for 
$30 and perhaps even as low as $15 per 
100,000 cubic feet. The Shenandoah’s 
gas capacity is 2,150,000 cubic feet.. i 
The Admiral said that the ZR-3, Ger- 
man-made airship, probably would ar- 
rive in the United States late in July or 
early in August, and expressed the hope}: 
that both that ship and the Shenandoah 
might be used for transatlantic mail ser-

The flight across the ocean could 
be made in two days, he said.

VANCE FAILS IN OPENER 


Champions Break His String of Six 
Stralght Victories With Rallies 
In the Eighth and Ninth. 


The Brooklyn Robins, who have been 
easy for the Giants this season, were 
mo harder than usual yesterday, and 
Obligingly dropped both ends of the 
double-header at the Polo Grounds, 6-5 
end 4-2. For the nonce, it is expected, 
this will put the quietus on the Robins’ 
pennant aspirations, which have flared 
up so brightly in the last few weeks that 
several thousand Flatbush folks trooped 
over yesterday to witness the happy 
spectacle of their athletes beating the 
Giants twice in one afternoon and to 
help build the crowd up to 20,000. 

But many a broken heart was carried 
back across the bridge in the dusk of 
evening. It was a dejected and melan- 
choly crowd of burghers that filed out 
of the stadium, especially as the twin 
defeat shoved the Robins down into 
fourth place. After spotting the Dodgers 
to a four-run lead, the Giants piled up 
enough runs to win the first game in 
the eighth and ninth. They were ahead 
from the start in the second engage- 
ment. To make matters worse, it rained 
spasmodically throughout both games, 
and as the Brooklyn rooters sat brood- 
ing bitterly, Manhattan raindrops 
trickled steadily down their coat collars. 

The blueness of the Flatbush folks was 
relieved in no wise by the fact that it 
was Dazzy Vance who absorbed the 
first-game defeat. Up to that time 
Dazzy had won six straight, and there- 
fore was due for a fall, which came to 
him in the ninth, when, with the score 
tied, two out, and runners on first and 
second, Billy Southworth crashed a two- 
bagger to left centre as an excellent 
climax. 

Arthur Nehf and Claude Jonnard di- 
vided the pitching assignment for the 
champions, and the Robins raked each 
of them for a homer, shared by Milton 
Stock and Jean Jacques Fournier. 


Grimes Outlasts Bentley. 


In the second game Burleigh Grimes 
opposed Jack Bentley, and outlasted the 
Baltimore southpaw, despite a terrific 
barrage of base hits laid down by the 
Giants. After hurling shut-out ball for 
eight frames, in which time he allowed 
only two hits, Bentley underwent his 
usual collapse in the ninth and had to 
be pulled hastily from the zone of fire. 
Bill Ryan came along with the tying run 
on first and disposed of the two remain- 
ing batters. . 

The Giants hit Grimes hard at all 
times, but the old master was supreme 
with men on bases, and four times re- 
tired the champs with the cushions 
filled. The Giants’ left-on-bases total 
was of imposing proportions, sixteen in 
all, but they didn’t need many runs to 
win behind Bentley. 

Stock’s homer in the first game, a 
mild lift into the right field stands, 
was the first indication that all was 
not going to be roses and sunshine for 
Nehf. In the fourth inning the Robins 
collected two more useful tallies, Four- 
nier singling with one out and Stock 
walking. When Neis hit to right Young 
tried a smart play and it went wrong. 
The Texan faked a catch of the ball, 
thus driving Fournier back toward sec- | 


ond, but then fumbled the ball, which 
got through him, while both Fournier 
and Stock came home. Bailey’s double 
and Wheat’s single in the fifth made 
it 4 to 0, and up to this moment the 
Giants hadn't moved a finger. 

Not until the sixth did they reach the 
dazzling Dazzy for runs, which came 
in a pair on Young's pass, singles by 
Frisch and Southworth and Meusel’s 
sacrifice fly. But in the Brooklyn 
eighth Jean Jacques Fournier hit his| 
homer and made the outlook more mel- 
ancholy than ever. 

The Giants, when they started mov- 
ing, moved quickly. There was speed 
and dispatch to the attack in the eighth 
which tied the score. After Young had 
fouled out, Frisch doubled to left, South- 
worth walked and Meusel’s single scored 
Frisch and moved Southworth to third. 
Kelly rammed a double to left, South- 
worth scoring, and when Wheat fum- 
bled at the fence Meusel kept on with 
the tying run.

Young's single to mid- 
field sent McQuillan, running for Sny- 
der, to second and left it up to Frisch 
and Southworth. Frankie lofted a harm- 
less fly to Griffith, but Southworth, 
after hitting an agonizing assortment of 
fouls, came through with the big bingle— | 
a liner too high for Johnston, too low 


for Neis. /The ‘all rolled under Bernie's 
desperate clutch and on out to the fur- 
ther regions while McQuillan romped 
blissfully home. 

It was the Giants who made the hand- 
gome start in the second game. Young 
opened on Grimes with a single to centre 
and by dint of daring footwork made 
third when Southworth singled over sec- 
ond.

This allowed him_to finish one stroke 
ahead of Emmett French, Youngstown, 
Ohio, who shared the best score, 73, for 
today’s round with Dave Robertson of 
Detroit. 

Harry Hampton, Canton, Ohio, and 
George Kerrigan of. Los Angeles tied 
for third place at 150, while Al Watrous 
of Grand Rapids came next with 151. 

Only 39 and ties for last place were 
to qualify, and this let in eleven players 
who scored 158. Among those who barely 
won a ticket to Detroit for the 72-hole 
championship play were three amateurs, 
the only ones to enter the select circle. 
They were Chick Evans, the only man 
who ever won both the open and ama- 
teur championships in one year; 8. Davi- 
son Herron, former amateur champion, 
and A. B. Sweet, all of Chicago. Evans, 
after scoring a fair 77 yesterday and 
getting a 389 for the first half today, 
went wild on the final holes and took 
81 strokes. Herron, after an unprom- 
ising 80 for the first round and 41 for 
the first half today, played some spec- 
tacular golf in the homestretch for a 37.

Gems Found on Prisoners. 


At the West 100th Street Station the 
desk Lieutenant gave the opinion that 
three men who drove into a signpost and 
then fled must have something on their 
minds. He turned the men over to De- 
tectives Edward Fitzgerald, Dennis Ma- 
honey and William Courtney. Together 
with Langton, they searched the prison- 
ers. They had rings, bracelets, watches, 
brooches, necklaces and other jewels 
equally divided among them. Three thin 
cotton gloves of the kind used by bur- 
glars to disguise fingerprints were found 
in the car. A study of the reference 
books led to the discovery that their au- 
tomobile was the property of Charles 
Sumner Miller, who lives at Chappa- 
qua and has a law office at 140 Cedar 
Street. 

Seeing the impossibility of successful 
lying under the circumstances, the three 
men confessed that two hours earlier 
they had robbed the home and the ga- 
rage of the Miller’s at Chappaqua. The 
detectives got in touch with the Millers 
and with the State Police in West- 
chester County and soon had the story 
unraveled. 

At about 1 o’clock yesterday 
Mrs. Miller had awakened in 
room.

FREED IN FRANKS CASE. 


Two Instructors Fail to Give Chi- 
cago Police Clues.

CHICAGO, May 28,—Admissions were 
made tonight by the police and State 
prosecutors that the kidnapping and 
murder of Robert Franks is still a mys- 
tery to them and that there is not a 
definite ‘“‘lead’’ for them to follow.

When 
the Court was told that Wilson had been 
in custody seven days and Mitchell three 
days he said there was nothing for him 
to do but order their release. 

One of the reasons which led the State 
to ask for delay was a desire to have 
a gardener see Mrs. George D. Chase, 
Wilson's landlady. Robert Orr, garden- 
er for Harold Swift, had told of seeing 
a@ woman who was “‘‘visbly perturbed’’ 
searching about the shrubbery near the 
Harvard School about the time of 
Fraffks’s disappearance. Mrs. Chase 
denied being near the Harvard School 
on that date.

street.

CUSTOMS ADMITS 
SHAKESPEARE BIBLE 


Authenticity of Interpolated 
Lines Is Disputed by 
Scholars. 


DR. ROSENBACH’S OPINION 


Buyer Doubts Playwright’s Part, 
but Says Volume Is None the 
Less Interesting. 


A Bible containing several lines of 
handwriting attributed to Shakespeare 
Was released from Customs yesterday to 
Dr. A. S. W. Rosenbach, the _book 
dealer, and its acquisition gives this 
country almost a monopoly in disputed 
Shakesperian signatures and in admitted 
forgeries. 

Most of the important doubtful signa- 
tures are in the possession of Henry C. 
Folger whose Shakespearian library is 
one of the richest and most compre- 
hensive in the world. In addition to the 
well-known Ireland forgeries, there are 
more than forty disputed signatures and 
bits of manuscript which are attributed 
to Shakespeare. Only. six are usually 


admitted to be genuine and all of these | 


@re in the British Museum. 

The handwriting in the Bible which 
Was admitted yesterday is in the style 
of Shakespeare’s time, but British ex- 
perts generally deny that it was penned 
by Shakespeare. The lines are com- 
monplace moralizing. 

The Bible belongs to the so-called 
**Breeches’’ edition, So named from the 
fact that the garment of fig-leaves was 
called ‘‘breeches.”’ The ‘Breeches’ 
Bible was bought by Dr. Rosenbach in 
England from W. Cheshire of Lillieshall 
Road, Clapham. It had been in the pos- 
session of one family for many genera- 
tions and the tradition always had it 
that the book was once the property of 
Shakespeare. It was printed during 
Shakespeare's lifetime. 

Being written in the Elizabethan 
script, it bore a family resemblance to 
the writing of Shakespeare. The moral- 
izing in manuscript begins with the 
Gtatement that some men who profess 
religion ‘‘are not warriors in the 
Christian warfare, but labor only to get 
@ name and do not walk in the power 
of religion.’’

was studied by Pro- 

P. Gilson, head of the manu- 
department of the British 
Museum, but he promptly detected an 
absence of the Shakespearean ring. 
Neither would he grant the following 
manuscript reflection to be in the style 
of Shakespeare: 

“Another sort of men have often many 
ood desires, but they are as the morn- 
ng dew.” 

Sir Sidney Lee, one of the 
Shakespearean scholars, studied 
writing at length in England. 

“I express my view that it 
hakespeare’s writing,’ he said. 
now little of Shakespeare's 
but this is not like it. 
form of the period, but there is no 
evidence that it is genuinely of the 
period. The matter is un-Shake- 
epearean.”’ 

Dr. Rosenbach said that, during his 
stay in England, he had taken an in- 
terest in the controversy over the 147 
lines of manuscript in the British 
Museum which several Shakespearean 
scholars have recently. attributed to 
Shakespeare. This is a scene from 
“Sir Thomas More," by Anthony Mun- 
day. The majority of noted Shakes. 
peareers scholars are on record as be- 
feving this scene is a manuscript from 
Shakespeare's pen. 

*““My own opinion is that this was not 
the work of Shakespeare,’’ said Dr. 
Rosenbach. ‘‘There is too little evidence 
for a strong opinion either way. I per- 
sonally do not believe this Bible to 
have been Shakespeare’s, but it is an 
interesting volume nevertheless.”’

WOMAN IN UNIFORM SAILS. 


Has Nothing to Do With London 
Police Force, She Admits. 


Miss Mary S. Allen, who describes 
herself as Commandant of the Women's 
Auxiliary Service of London, sailed ves- 
terday for Wngland on the steamér 
President Harding of the United States 
Lines. Although she has been heralded 
here as commander of ‘‘London polices 
women,” she admitted yesterday before 
sailing that she had nothing to do with 
the Metropolitan Police Force in Lon- 
don, which is controlled at Scotland 
Yard. 

“I have never said that I was con- 
nected in any way with the metropolitan 
police,” the commandant explained. Re- 
porters wrote that I was, but I did not 
tell them so. Our uniform is quite aif- 
ferent. I train women for the police 
in the different cities in England. i 
also have six policewomen at Cologne 
in the occupied territory. I am training 
four German women now to be added to 
the staff.’’ 

When asked if she had had trouble 
with Scotland Yard officials for wear- 
ing her uniform in the streets of Lon- 
don, the commandant smiled and said: 

“Yes, There was some confusion’ in 
1918 when the women were addvcd to ! 
metropolitan police force. That was 
because of the similarity in the uniforms. 
So we made some changes. I designed 
my own uniform.”

Dr. William Edel, county 
chemist, is making an analysis of the 
contents of the drum of disinfectant.

CLEARED OF KILLING 
ROTHENBERG BOY 


Mother, Her Sister and Bran- 
augh Freed as Indictments 
Are Dismissed. ; 


NURSE GIRL IS ACCUSED 


Defense Lawyer Declares, However, 
That It Is Too Late Now to 
Convict Anna Sobin.

TROY, N. Y., May 28.—Murder indict- 
ments against Mrs. Rose M. Rothen- 
berg of Newark, her sister, Mrs. Hs- 
ther Litt, and Burtsell Branaugh of 
Windham, N. Y., for the murder last 
October of Mrs. Rothenberg’s little son, 
Howard, were dismissed here tonight 
by Supreme Court Justice Wesley Oo. 
Howard. After hearing the arguments, 
the Court held that the evidence heard 
by the Greene County Grand Jury was 
improper and illegal, and that ‘there 
was nothing whatsoever to indicate 


| their guilt. 


Ex-Judge William D. Cunningham, 
one of the lawyers for the defense, told 
the Justice that he stood ready to prove 
that Anna Sobtn, 17 years old, who was 
brought by Mrs. Rothenberg from New- 
ark to care for the children, murdered 
the boy, fearing that he might make 
disclosures. 

The Court declared he did not see the 
necessity of bringing in the accusation, 
which should ve presented to a Grand 
Jury. Judge Cunningham insisted that 
the time was past when the girl might 
be convicted of the crime, as the minds 
of the people of Greene County had 
been poisoned against the accused. He 


declared that if released the defendants 
should not be required to go out under 
the torture of an enduring scandal. 

He said that he had investigated the 
past of the girl and found that she had 
been an inmate of a correctional institu- 
tion and was a defective. 

After the indictments had been dis- 
missed, Lester W. Smith, appearing for 
Anna Sobin, asked for an order for her 
release, She has been held as a material 
witness. District Attorney Charles C. 
Coffin said he stood ready to receive 
any evidence against the girl. Judge 
Cunnnigham satd he wanted to think it 
over, and Justice Howard left the dis- 
postal of the girl's case to Justice Fosch, 
who will sit at Kmgston on Monday at 
the term of court at which the trial of 
the defendants was to have been moved, 
Mr. Rothenberg, father of the murdered 
boy, declared that he would demand the 
arrest of the girl.

CELLAR BAKERIES FLOURISH. 


Region Plan Committee Finds There 
Are 3,077 in City. 


Although the establishment of cellar 
bakeries was prohibited by law eleven 
years ago, 3,077 of them still flourish in 
Greater New York, according to a re- 
port issued yesterday by the Committee 
on Region Plan of New York and its 
Environs.

Students in Uproarious Mock 
“‘Non-Partisan” Meeting Dead- 
lock on Presidential Candidctes. 


NEW HAVEN). Conn., May 28.—Lack- 
ing 436 votes to get a majorfty in the 
mock “non-partisan convention” held at 
Yale tonight, Republican delegates failed 
to put across Calvin Coolidge as Presi- 
dential nominee, and the convention 
ended in a deadlock between Coolidge, 
Senator Glass and Senator La Follette. 

Early in the convention, at which 1,500 
delegates were on the floor and as 
many spectators packed the hall, the 
noise was deafening. Mock policemen 
wearing large cardboard badges found 
it necessary to “bounce” several of the 
delegates for hissing and hooting, and 
the convention was in an uproar for 
about a half hour. Then things were 
finajly quieted down and the business 
allowed to proceed in as near an 
orderly manner as possible. 

Some of the delegates, dressed as 
Bolsheviki, wearing glaring red shirts 
and shaggy beards, waved red flags and 
threatened to unbalance the convention 
from the start. Several were ousted 
from the building bodily by student 
police, and not a few of the ‘Reds’ 
found themselves in tattered clothing 
following the ejection. 

Other delegations appeared in Ku 
Klux Klan gowns and hoods, and the 


Oregon delegation marched in dressed 
as a 8. 

The Chairman, armed with claw-ham- 
mer, pounded for order but got little 
response. Cries of ‘‘no beer, no work!"’

Herr Class, who was the star wit- 
ness today, warned the prosecuting at- 
torney not to compel him to reply pub- 
licly to certain questions because his 
answers might -endanger Germany's 
safety.

Class stated that he knew Grandel, 
one of the defendants, and had given 
him money for aiding the Monarchists’ 
cause, but denied that he had ever ad- 
vised or planned von Seeckt’s -assas- 
sination.

self and Grandel.

cussed his actions and I may have 
mentioned that von Seeckt was not to 
be trusted and that he was a Stock 
Exchange speguiator.”’ 

When asked to tell about the meet- 
ing between him and von Seeckt, Class 
answered that he could not talk of it 
except in secret session, as ne would 
have to G@eal with ‘‘most subtle mat- 
ters which might endanger Germany's 
internal peace.’’ He dénied having dis- 
cussed the revolutionary movement 
with von Seeckt. Grandel, he said, had 
told him a million men stood ready in 
Bavaria to march against Berlin.

John D. Rockefeller Jr. issued a state- 
ment yesterday in which he said that 
he did not know anything about the 
suspension of sentence on his. twenty- 
one-year-old daughter; Abby Rockefel- 
ler, after she had been caught speeding 
by motorcycle policemen twice in a few 
months, until he read about it in. the 
newspapers. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s statement was as fol- 
lows:

RAILWAY REPORTS. 

The report of the New York Centgal 
Railroad for 1923 shows q gain of 120 
per cent. in net earnings over 1922. 
It was this company’s best year. The 
volume of traffic, the betterments, the 
progress toward unifying the system 
by larger investment in subsidiaries,

000. The Pennsylvania reports net 
for April $6,900,667, also a decrease 
of $1,014,298. When these lines re- 
port such decreases it is well to re- 
member that their managers are 
afraid of worse things from the hun- 
dreds of bills before Congress. One 
proposes the repeal of the so-called 
‘* guarantee ’’ clause, although Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioner EscH 
testified on Saturday that it would be 
“ disastrous " ag well as unfair, since 
the railways had invested a billion in 
betterments on the strength of existing 
law. Another bill would restore the 
power of the States to regulate the 
railways independently, as though 
the railways could serve forty-eight 
masters. Thirty bills relate to the 
Pullman surcharge, although there is 
a report upon it before the Interstate 
Commission. 

In the Central's report there are 
important passages concerning New 
York State and city. The company 
has spent ten millions on the Castleton 
cut-off, which will save over four 
miles of distance and 130 feet of 
grade climbs, besides drawbridge de- 
lays. The freight stations between 
Manhattanville and St. John’s Park 
are not suitable to modern require- 
ments, and necessitate grade cross- 
ings on Death Avenue. But the ob-

THE “DEATH RAY” RIVALS. 

The inventors of a ‘death ray” 
multiply every day. To H. GRINDELL 
MatrHeEews and Professor T. F. WALL 
have been added-two other English- 
men, Prior and Rarre, and GRAM- 
MACHIKOFF, a Russian. Herr WULLE, 
‘“‘chief of the militarists’’ in the 
Reichstag, has informed that body 
that the Government has a device that 
will bring down airplanes, stop tank 
engines, and ‘‘ spread a curtain of 
death.’’ Trotsky knows the potency of 
GRAMMACHIKOFF’s ray and is more 
truculent than ever in warning other 
nations to let Russia alone. 

Without imagination inventors would 
not be worth their salt. None have 
more active imaginations than those 
who construct death-dealing machines 
for war purposes. Thus MATTHEWS, 
who has just escaped service of a writ 
of injunction by hopping into an air- 
plane and flying to France, declares 
that he can put warships out of action 
by destroying vital parts of their 
machinery and shocking the crews. 
Planes he could burn in the sky. By 
building a line of forts containing his 
apparatus he could shatter aeronau- 
tical attack. 

Professor WALL is just as optimistic 
about the destructiveness of his ray. 
‘* There is no limit to its possibilities,” 
he says. Nevertheless, the “ race ’’ 
is now on between the nations to 
monopolize the more spectacular device 
of MatTtHEws. At least, so the world 
is told. What appears to be the fact 
is that there is a demand for it, a 
nibbling at it, with the proviso that 
the inventor demonstrate its effective- 
ness. Neither MATTHEWS nor WALL 
can do this without cash and plenty 
of space for the ray to work in. It 
must always be under control, or it 
may slay thousands of 
people. 

Ridicule has not failed to raise its 
head. The versatile Lord BIRKENHEAD 
leads the skeptics. He exclaims “ that 
‘‘an unknown amateur should stumble 
‘upon an epoch-making discovery is 
“about as likely as that a child of five

appeal to the British public.

Reduced to simple 
Individual terms, the Methodist 
Conscience Church has taken, of- 
Will Decide. ficially, in regard to 
the ~musements of its 
members, Just about the action which the 
majority of those members, individ- 
ually, long since took for themselves. 
In other words, it has given its formal 
recognition to a state of affairs the 
changing of which, it has come to rec- 
ognize, its disciplinary powers are un- 
able to effect. 5 

Of course, that Church never has held 
all forms of amusement iniquitous. The 
Puritans, at their best, or worst, came 
near to attempting that and near to 
succeeding, in dome places and times, 
but the Methodists always were differ- 
ent, and while they long were vehe- 
mently opposed to the theatre, made no 
distinction between card playing and 
gambling, and frowned severely on any 
form of dancing, from the beginnings 
they made allowances for youthful im- 
pulse, and enforcements of their ban 
in its strict letter never were frequent 
and in recent years have been next to 
unknown. 

Now the whole matter of amusements 
has been left, practically, to the oon- 
sciences, the sense of decency and right, 
of the Church members. There remains, 
indeed, provision in the new code for 
trials of a sort when individual members 
amuse themselves in ways that seem 
wrong, or even injudicious, to pastors 
and class leaders, but neither of those 
functionaries is likely to begin pro- 
ceedings except in extreme cases 
where they would have the support in 
their communities of public sentiment. 

Almost as much emphasis seems tu be 
laid in the new rules on excessive in- 
dulgence even in innocent amusements 
as on any indulgence at all in those that 
are more or less reprehensible. The 
church member is expected to discrimi- 
nate in choosing plays to attend, and 
his standing will suffer if he goes too 
often.

BRIDGING THE HUDSON. 


Advantages of a Span at Fifty-sev- 
enth Street Are Explained. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

I attended the morning session of the 
conference to consider the traffic prob- 
lems of New York and its environs at 
the Town Hall yesterday, and was much 
interested in the papers read and state- 
ments made by gentlemen connected 
with the Sage Foundation. 

However, there was one statement 
made by Harold M. Lewis in re- 
ferring to different proposed plans to 
bridge the Hudson River with which the 
writer does not agree. The statement 
was, in effect, if not in the exact words, 
that a bridge between Weehawken and 
Fifty-seventh Street, Manhattan, would 
connect densely settled points and add 
to the congestion of the streets at the 
Manhattan entrance, while a bridge 
from New Jersey to 178th Street, Man- 
hattan, would be outside the present 
congested zone and would lead to better 
distribution of traffic and be a direct 
route to Connecticut and other New 
England points, 

If the main question that confronts 
those who are studying the traffic that 
crosses or wants to cross the Hudson 
were to find the most direct way to 
route that part between New Jersey and 
New England the writer would be in- 
clined to endorse Mr. Lewis's views. But 
that is not the case. The main question 
is best to serve the traffic, present and 
future, between Manhattan below Cen- 
tral Park, and New Jersey from the 
river front clear to New Brunswick— 
even Philadelphia and the territory ad- 
jacent thereto. In other words, between 
the most congested parts of Manhattan 
and the most congested parts of New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania, as it is fhere 
that the business is and it is business 
that must be served. 

Why carry freight in motor trucks or 
passengers in cars or buses that would 
wish to go by bridge from, say, Hoboken, 
Jersey City, the Oranges, Montclair and 
other cities and towns in a line with 
lower Manhattan, and whose destination 
is lower Manhattan, across a long 
stretch of -_New Jersey, way up north 
to Fort Lee, land them by bridge at 
178th Street, dnd then let them work 
their way down south by another long 
stretch, at least six miles above Fifty- 
seventh Street, as best they may, with 
Central Park as an obstacle? 

Furthermore, by carrying this traffic 
north and then south, in some cases 
adding from ten to thirty miles to be 
traveled, with added cost of oil and 
wear and tear, besides from one to four 
hours’ additional time for the journey, 
we won't remove it from the congested 
streets of Manhattan if it is seeking 
congested Manhattan. 

It may be contended that by landing 
across-Hudson traffic at 178th Street 
that portion bound for New England 
would avoid Manhattan entirely, while 
that for the city and Long Island would 
find itself in a wide territory through 
which it could spread and filter down 
town. That might be possible so long 
as the traffic is kept in this wide terri- 
tory, but long before it got to Fifty- 
seventh Street it would be in the con- 
gested, or soon-to-be congested, zone. 

Now, the proposed bridge at Fifty- 
seventh Street doesn’t intend to dump 
its sixteen lanes of traffic into Manhat- 
tan at its plaza, which will extend from 
Twelfth to Eighth Avenues and Fifty- 
sixth to Fifty-eighth Streets, and there 
leave it to work out its own salvation 
by bucking or crossing the traffie 
already in the streets. 

That part destined for the city between 
Ninth and Fourth Avenues will be car- 
ried to street level in the plaza between 
Eighth and Ninth Avenues; that part 
wishing to reach the west side of town 
will take ramps leading to Tenth, 
Eleventh and Twelfth Avenues, while 
New Jersey, Long Island and east side 
traffic will be carried across Manhat- 
tan by six lanes, without touching the 
streets of the city. 

It may be that if Mr. Lewis and his 
associates were well acquainted with the 
present plans of the proposed Hudson 
River Bridge at Fifty-seventh Street, 
especially the feature to relieve Manhat- 
tan of the New Jersey-Long Island 
traffic, which is one of the greatest 
problems of street congestion, as it cuts 
across the usual lines of travel, they 
would not advocate the proposed Fort 


Lee-178th Street bridge as against the 
Weehawken-Fifty-seventh Street bridge. 
We cannot keep people from coming to 
Manhattan by foot. railroads, boats, 
tunnels, bridges or airplanes. The best 
we may hope to do is to furnish them 
with the best—that means the safest, 
most pleasant, most direct and cheapest 
connection with the mainland. For that 
the Fifty-seventh Street bridge is needed.

TEACHERS IN THE 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is a common expression here that 
all nationalities have protection in the 
Philippine Islands except the American 
citizen. In the Government there are 
now few Americans except those holding 
high positions outside the Bureau of 
Education. This department is the only 
Americanized bureau now existing in the 
islands. The head or Director, Luther 
Bewley, formerly a teacher in the early 
days, hails from Tennessee. ‘Phe Vice 
Governor, who is the Secretary of Pub- 
lic Instruction, is from Wisconsin. 

There are about 350 American teach- 
ers, coming, going and in service. They 
come here full of hope and good-will. 
They are persuaded to sign contracts in 
the States under the impression that 
they are empleyed by the War Depart- 
ment. They arrive in Manila and from 
that time are at the mercy of the Di- 
rector. There are fifty-some Division 
Superintendents" who have no more 
power than the merest student. The 
Director is supreme. Teachers sign the 
contract thinking it is for two years. 
They pay a part of their own trans- 
portation and the bureau provides the 
rest. The part provided by the bureau 
is deducted from the salary of the 
teacher during the first ten months. 
Civil service provides that teachers are 
on six months’ probation. If a teacher 
is to be discharged during the probation 
period, as very frequently happens, the 
bureau loses four months’ refund on the 
transportation. 

To overcome this loss to the Philip- 
pine Government Governor General 
Leonard Wood promulgated an Execu- 
tive order (No. 15) on April 10, 1922, to 
the effect that all civil service em- 
ployes in the islands are on six months’ 
probation, except teachers, when, at the 
discretion of the Director, it may be ex- 
tended to ten months. 

This gives the Philippine Government 
@ chance to fleece the teacher out ofall 
transportation expenses and throw her 
out penniless, ten thousand miles from 
home. In this case the American 
Chamber of Commerce, through the 
American Relief Association, sends the 


PATRIOTISM IN AMERICA. 


Oyr Devotion to Our Country Is Con- 
trasted With That of the French. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In my youth, in my ignorance, I 
thought America was great and that we 
had ideals and stood for something. 
Perhaps we did in those days. I wish 
I could think so now. I have seen 
the war and our long struggle to assert 
ourselves against politicians, pacifists 
amd wreckers. We nearly failed, but not 
quite. It was a very close call. What 
of today? We lack courage to speak the 
truth. Let us tell our children, the Boy 
and Girl Scouts, whom we like to think 
we are raising to be good and useful 
citizens, the truth. 

It is a very common sight in France 
today to see the boys, sturdy little 
fellows in short trousers and bare legs, 
marching in military order to and from 
school. The thing that impresses one is 
the sad, queer expression on the faces of 
the grown-ups who watch them. The 
war is so recent, and one can easily read 
the thoughts of the onlookers. Watch 
the happy boy when he turns to enter 
his home. There is a mother there who 
smiles on him, but no father. Perhaps 
they do not know where the father died; 
perhaps no one knows, but they know 
why. His name is on a shaft in the 
centre of the village. The boy can read 
it as he passes. He knows that in six 
years or more he will join the colors. 
He loves his country and he knows his 
father did before him. 

The boys and girls of France all know 
this and understand. Let us tell our 
boys and girls what we are afraid to tell 
ourselves. Perhaps they in their turn 
will rise up and meet these things, these 
dangers. How unfair to pass on to them 
matters which we could settle ourselves, 
and perhaps easier now! One of the 
most striking things I remember was the 
‘‘Wake Up, America!’’ parade. I can see 
them now, women and girls, as well as 
men. This, together with Plattsburg, is 
the cause of our being here today. Many 
who sounded this call are silent now, 
having passed on, but America awoke. 

The intelligence of Congress is lower 
today than in those days. Let us have 
more ‘‘Wake Up, America!” parades. 
In fact, I am sure there will be many 
before the Fall elections. Congress ts to- 
day trying to take from those who have 
what they have rightfully and honestly

teacher home as an indigent citizen, — 
The Governor General does not worry 
as to how the teachers gets home? 
neither does the bureau. Teachers 
walk the streets in Manila seeking 
vainly for employment rather than go 
home on cold charity. The employment 
is not to be had. For years this has 
been going on. The bureau has a long 
chain of scandals in regard to its 
treatment of American teachers, and 
not a hand is lifted here or at home. 
Two years ago an American woman — 
teacher committed suicide, and, having 
no relatives, the case was barely men-— 
tioned. Teachers submit to untold 
miliations at the hands of prin 
who are crude, unscrupulous and igno- 
rant, except for a little book learning. 
Principals are told to “‘get rid’”’ of cer- 
tain teachers, and in confidential re- 
ports do it. The courts are closed 
against the teacher on an established © 
case that the reports are confidential 
and do not constitute libel or slander 


port. 

Now, what I wish to know is this? 
Executive Order No. 15, as promulgated 
by Governor Wood, discriminates 
against a class of workers. Is not that 
order, constituting part of the civil ser< 
vice rules, known as discriminative 
legislation, and therefore unconstitu- 
tional? The contracts the teachers sign 
contain a clause that is misleading: 
“Teachers agree to remain with the 
Government two years or more unless 
sooner released by the Governor Gen< 
eral or the Secretary of Public Instruc- 
tion.”’ Teachers are told it means that 
if it is impossible for them to remain, 
the Governor or Secretary has the 
power to release them. When they 
reach Manila they are told that it 
means that either of the above-men« 
tioned officlals may remove them, with 
or without cause, at will at any time

in Russia, and it has an ugly name, 
which we do not like to pronounce in 
connection with our Congress.

We have no foreign enemies, All of our 
troubles are of our own manufacture and 
could be easily arranged. Do we love 
our country? I sometimes doubt it.

ECUADOR DENIES REPORT. 


No Land Concession Was Made toe 
American Capitalists. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A great sensation has been caused in 
Ecuador by the article published in THs 
New Yorx Times of April 27 on a lang 
concession which was said to have beeg 
granted by the Government of Peru t¢ 
an American syndicate in exchange for 
a railroad from Paita to Huallaga. The 
alarm raised in my country is explained 
by the fact that the map illustrating 
that article showed immense territories 
belonging to Ecuador as ceded to that 
syndicate by Peru. 

I wrote you a letter on this same 
matter, which you were good enough to 
publish in your edition of May 1, and, 
among other things contained therein, 
I said that the concession, as described, 
“has not the remotest probability of 
being realized, at least in so far as 
Ecuadorean territories are concerned.” 
Now, it is very gratifying for me to 
send you the following copy of a cable 
addressed by the Peruvian Minister of 
Foreign Relations to the legation of that 
country in Quito, and published in the 
press of Ecuador, according to the com- 
munication cabled me from my Govern- 
ment: 


LIMA, May 22, 1924. 

Legation of Peru, Quito. 

News of land concession made by Peru 

to American capitalists is absolutely false. 

It is probably connected with a biased 

propaganda intended to arouse public opin- 

fon in Ecuador. Please have published the 
most emphatic denial. ELGUERA,

known here, as it might serve to prevent 
American capitalists from incurring the 
danger to which their money would be 
exposed if invested in an enterprise 
founded on a completely false basis.

Negro School Needs Help. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Thirty years ago I was graduaféd at Tus- 
kegee Institute, under Booker T. Washing- 
ton. I returned to Snow Hill, which was 
my home. There was no school within the 
radius of twenty-five miles of Snow Hill, 
except the little so-called public school, 
with a three-month session during the year. 
This section, then as now, was thickly pop- 
ulated with colored people, the ratio being 
seven colored to one white. The people were 
poor and for the most part ignorant. 

Under these conditions I started to work 
with three students in a deserted one-room 


log cabin with about 50 cents in cash. The 
school has grown from this small beginning 
to the point where it now has 1,900 acres of 
land, twenty-four buildings, twenty-elght 
officers and teachers, operating fifteen in- 
dustries, with an enrolment of 400 students. 

From the beginning the work has been 
supported by charitable contributions from 
friends who believe in negro industrial edu- 
cation, but the burden of raising monéy is 
becoming harder each year. So we are put- 
ting forth our best efforts to make our 
work here self-supporting. 

We have had a portion of our best land 
drained, and this aur pro ta seem 
very bright for raising 5,000 or 6, bushels 
of corn, to say nothing of the peas, potatoes 
and other things wh Wwe are expecting at 
harvesting time.» There will be no doubt 
about our resources, when developed, sup- 
porting the work. 

Our most by =~ needs now are $2,500 to 
complete our drainage project, $1, better 
to equip our farm with modern farm imple- 
ments, and $2,000 to complete our water 
supply. So we appeal for help. Any ameunt 
will be most — appreciated, 5

‘Two Daughters Named Admin- 


Aetrators When Their Mother's 
Will Is Held Invalid. 


TOTAL VALUE $58,000,000 


Recent Report of Committee on 
Property Did Not Include Two 
Funds Totaling $35,000,000. 


MINEOLA, L. 1., May 28.—Helena W. 
McCann and Jessie W. Donahue, daugh- 
ters of Mrs. Jennie Woolworth, who died 
May 21 last at Glen Cove, L. I., were 
appointed administrators of the Wool- 
worth estate here today by Surrogate 
Howell. 

The estate, including real property, 
according to the two daughters’ peti- 
tion to be nameéd administrators, 
amount to $58,000,000. 

An affidavit attached to the petition 
stated that Mrs. Woolworth executed a 
will on June 21, 1889. Inasmuch as she 
was the sole beneficiary under her hus- 
band’s will and he died before Mrs. 
Woolworth, the daughters contended the 
will of 1889 was not valid. Surrogate 
Howell uphéld the contention of the 
daughters and named them administra- 
tors. Their bond was fixed at $1,000,000, 

The two daughters and Barbara Hut- 
ton of Islip, L, 1, a granddaughter of 
Mrs. Woolworth, are the sole heirs. 

It was estimated the income from se- 
curities between now and “Jan. 1, 1925, 
would be less than $1,000,000. Surrogate 
Howell granted the request that a de- 
positary be designated for securities 
and stocks. He ordered that all securi- 
ties be deposited with the Nassau Trust 
Company, Mineola, and all stock of the 
Broadway-Park lace Company and 
¥F. W. Woolworth Company be deposited 
with the Irving Bank-Columbia Trust 
Company, Manhattan. 

An affidavit by Lathrop C. Haynes, 
secretary of the committee of property 
which was appointed before Mrs. Wool- 
worth’s death, stated Mrs. Woolworth 
was adjudged cononaentes. in August, 
1918. The affidavit also stated that the 
value of the estate in the hands of the 
committee at the time of Mrs. Wool- 
worth’s death, exclusive of rea] estate, 
did not exceed $52,000,000. Real estate 
includes the home at Glen Cove, L. I.; 
990 Fifth Avenue, Manhattan, and other 
property, Haynes said. 

Charles E. F. McCann, one of the at- 
torneys for the Woolworth estate and 
husband of Mrs. Helena W. McCann, 
etated last night that when a committee 
of the property of Mrs. Woolworth was 
appointed at the time of her husband's 
death it was not foundd necessary to put 
all the property received from her hus- 
band in charge of the committee. The 
revent account filed by the committee 
listed real and personal property valued 
at $23,889,313, but two other funds were 
not included, which account for the dif- 
ference between the total valuation of 
$58,000,000 made yesterday and the prop- 
erty accounted for by the committee. 

Tho death of Mrs. Woolworth merges 
the three funds into one. The two funds 
now included in the valuation includes 
stock in the Broadway-Park Place 
Company, owner of record not only of 
the Woolwrth Building but holding com- 
pany for real estate and securities not 
connected with that property. They also 
include other real estate and securities, 
not only in New York but in other 
States, ard embrace many properties 
occupied by Woolworth stores.

OF BUFFALO BILL 


French Government Gives High 
Award for Work of Mrs. 
Harry Payne Whitney. 


TO BE UNVEILED JULY 4 


Heroic Figure of Famous Scout to 
Be Displayed Here Before 
Shipment to WyomIng. 


Mrs. Harry Payne Whitney’s heroic 
statue of Buffalo Bill which will be 
unveiled at Cody, Wyo., on July 4, has 
been honored by the French Government 
with ‘the ‘“‘award of honor” at the Spring 
salon in Paris, according to word re- 
ceived in New York last night. 

Mrs. Whitney’s work recelved the 
highest possible award that can be made 
to any person not a citizen of the 


French republic. 

The statue is the largest ever made by 
@ woman sculptor. t is twelve feet 
high and thirteen feet long and weighs 
nearly three tons. The statue depicts 
Colonel William F. Cody, better known 
as “Buffalo Bill’’ seated on his horse 
and is considered by experts to be the 
finest piece of work ever completed by 
Mrs. Whitney. 

It will serve as a memorial to the 
famous scout and Indian fighter and be- 
fore it is shipped to ok will be 
placed on display in this city. The 
statue was cast at the foundry of 
Ricardo Bertelli, 275 Green Street, 
Brooklyn. The award was made on the 
plaster cast which was sent to Paris 
for the exhibition. 

At the time the statue was accepted 
by a committee interested in perpetuat- 
ing the pioneers of frontier days the 
following statement was issued : 

“This committee desires to record its 
appreciation of the rare fidelity, artis- 
try and beauty with which Mrs. Whit- 
ney has modeled into life-size form her 
vision in action of one of the great 
pathfinders of the West, Colonel Wil- 
liam F. Cody, who, together with Daniel 
Boone and Kit Carson, was one of our 
country’s hero scouts of the Western 
frontier. 

“The replica of this lifelike model in 
bronze erected on the site designated 
will only be a source of pride tv the 
State of ‘Wyoming and the whole coun- 
try, but it will be a perpetual reminder 
to our children of the toils, hardship 
and blood which it has cost to win the 
West from %arbarism to civilization, in 
which effort Colonel Cody bore such an 
heroic part.’’

Friends and Admirers of the 
Composer Gather at Church 
for Funeral Services.

HURDY-GURDY MAN THERE 


Police Band Leads Procession Up 
Fifth Avenue—Notable Com- 
posers Attend. 


Funeral services for Victor Herbert 
were held in St.’ Thomas’s Episcopal 
Church, Fifth Avenue and Fifty-third 
Street, yesterday afternoon and were at- 
tended not only by many who knew the 
man but by many more who loved his 
melodies. Men and women came in 
such numbers that the doors of the 
church were clased early, but this was 
through some mistake, for many were 
not permitted to enter, although there 
were vacant pews in both aisles of the 
church. Those who did not get in waited 
on the steps of the church and on the 
sidewalk until the flower-covered coffin 


was carried out to the hearse. 

While. composers and musicians of 
eminence were present, inconspicuous, 
members of orchestras attended, and 
even a hurdy-gurdy man came to offer 
tribute. Of small stature, he brought 
with him a simple wooden box, and 
placing this on the steps of the church 
he stood on it that he might clearly see 
the coffin of the noted composer. 

The ceremonies began with a proces- 
sion that formed at the clubhouse-of 
the American Society of Composers, Au- 
thors and Publishers, at 56 est Forty- 
fifth Street. Headed by the Police De- 
partment band, which played Chopin’s 
Funeral March, this group moved west 
on Forty-fifth Street to Fifth Avenue 
and north on Fifth Avenue to the 
church. Ft was then a few minutes be- 
fore 2 o’clock and traffic on the ave- 
nue was heavy, but this was stopped to 
permit the procession to proceed with- 
out delay. 


Soldiers in Procession. 


Behind the police band was the 
hearse, flanked on each side by a squad 
of soldiers from Governors Island and 
a party of sailors from the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard. Then in a closed car came 
the widow, Mrs. Theresa Herbert, her 
daughter, Victoria. and son, Clifford, 
who had come from Chicago. After 
that in order walked members of the

Individuals Help in Financing. 


Minnick testified that the city appro- 
priation for the Parole Commission this 
year was $113,000, but that more money 
was needed. He said the commission 


could not function, except for contribu- 
tions from private individuals. 

He said it passed on the cases of 
about 2,500 perg§tentiary prisoners sa 
year, making ‘time allotments’’ to 
about fifty prisoners in two or three 
hours every Thursday. 

Commissioner Hirshfield’s questions 
indicated that he believed the commis- 
sions did not give time for proper con- 
sideration of the case of each prisoner, 
and that this lack of due deliberation 
was partly responsible for the release 
of Rabiner in three’ months. Minnick 
vigorously defended the commission, 
saying that it employed thirty-four 
parole officers who were supposed to 
make thorough investigations, and that 
one of the three Commissioners had a 
personal interview with every prisoner 
whose case was up for parole.

Schiff’s testimony as important, in view 
of a written rt turned over to him 
by the Parole Commission, purporting 
to show that between his le on 
April 25 and his return to j on May 
14 Rabiner and his wife were boarding 
with a relative, Mrs. M. Meyers, at 
536 West 158th Street, and were paying 
only $30.50 a month. 

Leon Pomerantz, son of the proprietor 
of the Pomerantz restaurant at Ninety- 
fourth Street and Broadway, testified 
he could not remember seeing Rabiner 
in the restaurant between Feb. 9 and 
April 25, when he was supposed to be 
in the penitentiary. One of Rabiner’s 
victims in the brokerage business had 
testified at a previous hearing that he 
had heard that Rabiner had been in 
the restaurant several times during that 
eriod, and had boasted that his polit- 
cal influence was such that he did not 
have to serve his sentence. 

The inquiry was adjourned to next

University of Virginia Is Adding 
More Than 1,000 Books to Library. 


8pecial to The New York Times. | 
CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., May 28.— | 
More than 1,000 volumes on cheattatey | 
are being added to the library in the | 
Gabb Chemical Laboratory of the Uni- | 
versity of Virginia. These books made 
up the library of the late Dr. Charles 
Baskerville, a graduate of the class of 
1890 and until his death Professor of 
Chemistry in the City College of New 
York. They were left to the university 
in his will. 
When these books are catalogued and 
placed on the shelves the University of 
Jirginia will have the best equipped 
library covering the allied fields of 
chemistry that may be found/south ~of 


Washington. Five complete sets of 
chemical journals are included in the 
thousand books, and these additions 


make the university files of the world’s 
leading chemical publications complete 
except for one English journal, one 
French and one German. 

Dr, Graham Edgar, who has been con- 
ducting classes in physical and applied 
chemistry, has resigned from the chem- 
ical Faculty and will leave Charlottes- 
ville this week to take up his duties 
with the research division of the General 
Motors Corporation. Dr. Robert N. 
Pease has been made associate Professor 
of Chemistry to fill the vacancy thus 
created. 

Dr. Robert M. Bird, Professor of Chem- 
istry, has as his associates Dr. Gardner 
Carter, Dr. John H. Yoe and Dr. Pease. 
One assistant professor will probably be 
appointed before the opening of next 
session. ._In addition to the professors 
there are six instructors and teaching 
fellows in chemistry and fifteen grad- 
uate and undergraduate assistants for 
laboratory work.

Estimate Board Also Refuses to 
Approve Route Submitted by 
Transit Commission. 


ENGINEER’S ADVICE TAKEN 


Nature of Extensions at Both 
Ends Should Be Decided 
First, Tuttle Says. 


CHIEF OBJECTION BY HYLAN 


Legality of Assessing the Cost on 
Adjacent Property Owners 
Is Questioned. 


The Board of Estimate yesterday re- 
jected the route and plans submitted by 
the State Transit Commission for the 
proposed Sixth Avenue subway, designed 
to replace the old elevated structure and 
to connect Central Park with City Hall 
Park. 

This action was taken on the‘ recom- 
mendation of Arthur S. Tuttle, Chief 
Engineer to the board, who submitted 
a voluminous report. In it he gave ap- 
proval only to that portion of the sug- 
gested route lying between West Fifty- 
ninth Street and Waverley Place. He 
glso called in question the constitution~-’ 
ality of the proposal that the cost of the 
enterprise, estimated at about $50,000,- 
000, be assessed upon the adjacent prop- 
erty owners, and Corporation Counsel 
Nicholson was directed by resolution to 
investigate and report upon the validity 
of that course. 

The Sixth Avenue subway project is an 
important part in the comprehensive 
plans drafted by Borough President 
Julius Miller of Manhattan for street 
improvement and relief of traffic con- 
gestion. 

Objections by the Board of Estimate, 
led by Mayor Hylan, seemed to centre 
fin the suggestion made by the Transit 
Commission for possible extensions at 
the northern and southern termini of the 
line, respectively, connecting it with 
Queens and Brooklyn. Mayor Hylan has 
@eclared repeatedly that he will sanction 
mo new subway construction that can 
be “hooked up” with existing lines. In 


the meeting of the board he declared 
that the Sixth Avenue subway should 
be linked at West Fifty-ninth Street 
with the prospective Washington Heights 
trunk line subway, so that, independent- 
ly of the existing lines of the Inter- 
borough and the B. M. T., the munici- 
pality eventually should have a city- 
owned and operated through 
connecting Washington Heights 
City Hall. 


Wants Extensions Considered. 


South of Waverley Place the route pro- 
posed by the Transit Commission was 


found to be open to similar objections. 
It was -held in abeyance pending more 
complete study of the situation, fn con- 
formity to the recommendation made by 
Chief Engineer Tuttle, who said: 

“In my judgment, the adoption of this 
route prior to the determination of the 
nature of the extensions to be provided, 
and particularly to the south, might 
later be found embarrassing.’’ 

Borough President Julius Miller said 
yesterday that the course taken in the 
matter by the Board of Estimate was 
satisfactory to him and that he did not 
regard it as jeopardizing his street im- 
provement projects. He thought it quite 
reasonable that conditions should be 
fully studied from every angle before 
the city committed itself irretrievably to 
ae definite route. Concerning the con- 
etitutionality of the plan to defray the 
costs of construction by assessment upon 
benefited property owners, he thought, 
as a lawyer, there was no doubt, and 
William G. Fullen, counsel to the Transit 
Commission, Mr. Miller said, agreed 
with him. Nevertheless, he thought it 
just as well to have the opinion of the 
Corporation Counsel in that matter on 
record before proceeding further to de- 
fine the assessment areas. 

“As I understand it,’’ said the Bor- 
ough President, ‘‘the whole Board of 
Estimate and its engineers favor the 
Sixth Avenue subway project, not quite 
as proposed by the State Transit Com- 
mission, but with certain minor modifi- 
cations.”’ 

Mr. Tuttle’s report, which the Board 
of Estimate adopted, was made by him 
fm compliance with the board's instruc- 
tions on May 2, directing him to report 
upon a communication dated April 22, 
1924, from the Transit Commission, 
transmitting for ore by the Board 
of Estimate and by Mayor Hylan the 
commission's route and plan of con- 
struction for the Sixth Avenue line. 
Mr. Tuttle in his report, says: 

“The general plan follows the line of 
Sixth Avenue and the proposed Sixth 
Avenue extension southwardly from 
West Fifty-ninth Street to Canal Street, 
thence continuing under Canal Street, 
Church Street and Warren Street to 
City Hall Park. 

“From Carmine Street to Canal Street, 
the route falls within the lines of the 
proposed extension of Sixth Avenue, as 
shown upon a tentative plan (Borough 
President Miller’s plan) approved by the 
Board of Estimate on April 1], 1924. 
Before a subway could be built in this 
location, the street will have to be 
finally mapped and acquired.

Swings Away from Elevated. 


“This portion of the route and its 


continuation southwardly departs from 
the line of the present elevated railroad, 
from which it will be distant a maxi- 
mum of about 1,100 feet. The proposed 
route gradually approaches the Broad- 
way-Seventh Avenue line south of Car- 
mine Street and is separated from it at 
Canal Street, by about one short block. 
At the latter point, the route closely 
adjoins the portal of the vehicular tun- 
nel, the vicinity of which will be un- 
deubtedly seriously congested by the 
large volume of vehicular traffic which 
will diverge from this point. 

“It does not appear that any material 
advantage to passenger traffic would re- 
sult by bringing the subway in such 
close contact with vehicular traffic, 
while on the other hand the separation 
of these two classes of traffic would 
seem desirabte. It would also appeaf 
that if in the section south of Waverley 
Place the new subway was given a po- 
sition further to the east, service could 
be rendered to a territory which will 
need such facilities, and particularly 
after the Sixth Avenue structure is re- 
moved. 

“In the communication from the Tran- 
sit Commissiin it is sugested that the 
northwardly extension of this line might 

roceed under Central Park to West 

Sighty-sixth Street, and thence east- 
wardly under the East River to the 
Borough of Queens; that from the City 
Hall Park the route might be extended 
crosstown through the lower east side, 
eventually to the Borough of Brooklyn, 
and that the route lends itself to a 
crosstown extension along the line of 
HWighth Street. 

“In my judgment the adoption of this 
route prior to a determination as to 
the nature of the extensions to be pro- 
vided and particularly to. the south, 
might later be found embarrassing, and 
1 also believe that the suggested modi- 
fication in route for the section south 
of Waverley Place should be made the 
subject of study before action is taken.

“That the Transit Commission and its 
successor in office be requested to give 
further study to the development of the 
extension of the Sixth Avenue line 
northwardly from West Fifty-ninth 
Street and southwardly from Waverley 
Place, to the end that the proposed new 
route may be adapted to a comprehen- 
sive system, and to submit the same to 
the Board of BEstimate as soon as a 
conclusion has been reached with re- 
spect to such extensions. 

“That the Transit Commission and its 
successor in office be seguees to pro- 
ceed at once with the development of 
detailed plans and the preparation of 
specifications for the construction of 
that portion of the route in Sixth Ave- 
nue between West Fifty-ninth Street and 
Waverley Place, and also for the con- 
struction of the southwardly extension 
of the said route along the lines to be 
recommended for adoption. 


Legal Advice Desired. 


“That the Corporation Counsel be re- 
quested to advise the board as to the 
soundness of the contention raised by 
former Borough President Cyrus C. 
Miller with respect to the constitution- 
ality of that portion of the Rapid Tran- 
sit act which provides for the construc- 
tion of subways by assessment, and also 
whether any other legal objection could 
be raised to such procedure. 

‘The carrying out of this course will 
avoid a commitment at this time to any 
portion of the route concerning which a 
question can be raised and without in 
any way delaying progress.”’ 

The Chief Engineer’s recommendations 
were adopted by the Board of Estimate 
without change, except that the phrase 
‘‘Transit Commission and its successor 
in office,’” was modified to apply only 
to ‘‘the Transit Commission's successor 
in office,”"” which means the new City 
Board of Transportation, at the head of 
which is to be Commissioner John H. 
Delaney. That board after July 1 is to 
take over from the present State Tran- 
sit Commission the function of routing 
and planning all new subway construc- 
tion. 

Because the engineering staff will re- 
main under the jurisdiction of the Tran- 
sit Commission until July 1, Mr. Tuttle 
was directed to request Commissioner 
Delaney to invite the present’ Transit 
Commission, in the interest of expedit- 
ing the work, to co-operate with its en- 
gineering force during the remaining 
month of its jurisdiction. 

When George McAneny, Chairman of 
the Transit .Commission, was informed 
of this request he said that the engineer- 
ing force might be said to be now in 
a condition. of transition and he feared 
there was little it could do pending its 
transference to another authority. Mr. 
McAneny added that he found it some- 
what amusin that such a request 
should be proffered by a Board which 
had notoriously done so little to expedite 
plans drafted by the Transit Commission 
in the past for the prompt relief of traf- 
fic conditions. 


TO BRIDGE A CROSSING. 


City Withdraws Objection to Struc- 
ture at Rockaway Boulevard. 


Following witharawal of opposition by 
the City of New York to the Transit 
Commission’s plan for a _ temporary 
bridge over the Long Island Railroad 
tracks at Atlantic Avenue and Rock- 
away Boulevard yesterday in a public 
hearing before the aommission, Com- 
missioner LeRoy T. Harkness signed 
an order directing immediate construc- 
tion of the bridge.’ The crossing has 
been regarded as one of the most 
hazardous on the division. Two city 
firemen were killed in a collision with 
‘a train at this point a few months ago. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Vickery 
said an opinion had been filed by Ar- 
thur S. Tuttle, Chief Engineer of the 
Board of Estimate, showing clearly that 
construction of a subway at this point 
would be so costly as ‘to be prohibitive. 
The city, therefore, withdrew its former 
opposition to the bridge project, which 
is estimated to cost not more than 
$80,000. 

A petition signed by 544 property own- 
ers and business men in the vicinity was 
filed. They contended that the bridge 
and its approaches would greatly injure 
stores near the crossing. .

Asks Identity of Man Advising 
Wheeler, and Learns He Is At- 
torney for Mr. Vanderlip. 


MEANS UP AGAIN TODAY 


New Sensations Are Predicted— 
Alien Property Refunds and Miss- 
ing Files Under Inquiry. 
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Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Gaston B. 
Means, former special agent of the Bu- 
reau of Investigation of the Department 
of Justice, who has figured prominently 
in the hearings of the Senate Commit- 
tee investigating Harry M. Daugherty, 
will be recalled to the witness stand to- 
morrow to complete his testimony, and 
developments of a sensational nature 


are forecast. 

Counsel for former Attorney General 
Daugherty probably will be given an op- 
portunity to cross-examine the witness 
on Friday.. Mr. Means will then be re- 
leased by the committee to face trial 
for conspiracy in New York on Mon- 


day. 

The committee devoted most of its ses- 
sion today in an inquiry into the 
handling of the American Metals Com- 
pany case by the Alien Property Cus- 
todian’s office and the Department of 
Justice under Mr. Daugherty. Former 
Attorney General Palmer, when Allen 
Property Custodian, in 1917 seized 
49 per cent. ot the stock of this com- 
pany, as allen enemy owned. It was

“You want to be careful from now 
on,” said Senator Wheeler ironically, 
“because you will be followed by de- 
tectives. That has been the practice 
up to this time.’’ 

Mr. Howland, irritated, pointed to a 
man, somewhat past middle age, who 
had been sitting behind Senator 
Wheeler, advising. him in connection 
with the case under inquiry. He asked 
Senator Wheeler who the man was and 
if he would introduce him. Senator 
Wheeler made no reply, and Mr. How- 
land persisted. 

“Is the gentleman employed by Mr. 
Vanderlip?’’ demanded Mr. Howland. 

‘“‘When President Coolidge was Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts,’’ retorted Sen- 
ator Wheeler, pointedly, ‘‘the gentle- 
man was Weston Allen, Attorney 
General of Massachusetts.

Bradley W. Palmer of Boston said 
he had assisted-the Alien Property Cus- 
todian in 1917 and 1918. He said a sug- 
gestion had been made in 1918 that 
Henry Bruere and Jullan Beatty should 
go \to Switzerland and enter into nego- 
tiations with the German owners of the 
49 per cent. of the stock in order to get 
control of it. 

Mr. Palmer said he had been opposed 
to permitting Mr. Bruere and Mr. 
Beatty to have any dealings with the 
German interests while the United 
States was at war with Germany, but 
that the trip had been approved by the 
State Department and the War Trade 
Board. fe understood a contract had 
been made with the German owners, 
but as the property was sold this came 
to nothing. 


Garvan Says All Was Regular in 1921. 


Francis P. Garvan, a former Alien 
Property Custodian, said the 49 per 


cent. of the stock in controversy was 
reported voluntarily by the American 
Metals Company as German owned, a 
sworn statement being made to that 
rant Then the stock was seized and 
sold. 

“If a neutral had made a claim for 
it the sale would have been stopped?”’ 
asked Senator “Wheeler. 

“Yes,’’ said Mr. Garvan, “under Sec- 
tion 9 of the act an injunction could 
havé been issued against our disposal 
of the property.’’ 

Mr; Garvan said that when he left the 
office of the Alien Property Custodian in 
March, -1921, alt of the files in the case 
were intact and that if any were missing 
they had been removed since that time. 

A. R. Johnson, Special Assistant Attor- 
ney General assigned to the Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian’s office, who handled 
the case for Mr. Daugherty, sald he had 
made the report of his investigations of 
ownership of the stock to Colonel Guy 
D. Goff, formerly assistant to the Attor- 
ney General. He was a young lawyer 
who had been practicing in Ohio for 
about ,five years when he received the 
appointment. His father was a friend 
of Attorney General Daugherty. 

At this point the hearing was 
adjourned and Mr. Johnson was. asked 
to return Saturday morning to give 
details of the circumstances under which 
the property was returned.

Daugherty Eulogizes Harding. 

ADA, Ohio, May 28.—A eulogy of 
Warren G. Harding as one who ‘‘has 
left behind as hts heritage a record of 
achievement and a distinction that will 
endure with the Republic,”” was delivered 
by Harry M. Daugherty, former Attor- 
ney General, In an address today dedi- 
cating the Harding Memorial Law Build- 
ing at Ohio Northern University. ‘‘In a 
constructive sense, perhaps his greatest 
fame will rest upon his efforts to bring 
about an international tribunal of law 
as a substitute for warfare,’’ he said. 
“In a day tempestuous with strident, 
wrangling voices we all can wish he 
might now be among us and speak 
again.”’ 


A determined effort to stamp. out 
election betting in Wall Street is being 
made by the large exchanges. Three 
weeks ago the New York Stock Ex- 
change passed a resolution prohibiting 
members from accepting wagers, hold- 
ing stakes or posting odds. Yesterday, 
the New York Curb market followed 
this line of action by adopting the fol- 
lowing: 

“Resolved, That public announcement 
by New York Curb market firms, or 
one of its members, regarding moneys 
held for the purpose of betting on elec- 
tions or any other matter will be con- 
sidered an act detrimental to the best 
interest and welfare of the Exchange.”’ 

Two firms have recéntly had prac- 
tically a monopoly of election betting in 
Wall Street, and in public announce- 


ments made almost daily have _ estab- 
lished odds on the various candidates. 
The largest of these firms and the one 
which has held probably three-quarters 
of the stakes in recent bets is W. L. 
Darnell & Co. of 44 Broad Street, The 


other is J. S. Fried & Co. of 30 Broad 
Street.

SILK WORTHINDICTED 
IN BROKERS’ FAILURE 


Ex-President of Consolidated 
Added to Defendants in Raynor, 
Nicholas & Truesdell Case. 


LOUIS GILBOUGH INCLUDED 


Exchange Issues Statement Defend- 
Ing Its Attitude Toward Firm 
Which Became Bankrupt. 


For the purpose of adding to the Ust 
of defendants the names of William 5. 
Silkworth, former President of the Con- 
solidated Stock Exchange, and Louis 
Gilbough, a broker, the indictment found 
by the Federal Grand Jury last Decem~ 
ber against the members of the bankrupt 
brokerage firm of Raynor, Nicholas & 
Tuesdell and others was quashed and a 
new indictment was handed down yes- 
terday. The December indictment was 
based largely on information obtained by 
Assistant United States District Attorney 
Peter F. McCoy during the inquiry into 
the ruined concerned by Referee Harold 
P. Coffin. 

Silkworth is featured in the new bill 
with Gilbough, who was a Governor of 
the Consolidated Exchange in 1922 at a 
time when the financial soundness of the 
Raynor, Nicholas & Truesdell firm Was 
under question. 

The new indictment, like the old, 
charges the defendants with using the 
mails to defraud investors in stocks and 
bonds and states that money was taken 
from investors for the purchase of secu- 
rities which were not purchased, or if 
they were purchased. were quickly sold 
and the proceeds used by the defendants, 
while the buyers were charged for ser- 
vices that were not rendered. That part 
of the indictment which features Silk- 
worth explains the part he played in de- 
ceiving the customers of Raynor, Nich- 
olas & Truesdell by saying that in their 
behalf he would: 

“Falsely represent and pretend to the 
customers that they had purchased the 
stock and securities ordered by the cus- 
tomers and were holding them subject 
to the further orders of the customers 
and that he would aid them in procuring 
and furnishing false confirmations to the 
customers of the pretended purchases of 
stock and securities, and, further, that 
he, as President of the Consolidated 
Stock Exchange, would allow and per- 
mit said firm of Raynor, Nicholas & 
Truesdell and Louis Gilbough to con- 
tinue to be and to act as members of 
the said Consolidated Exchange, and 
would obstruct and prevent the said Ex- 
change from expelling Raynor, Nicholas 
& Truesdell and Louis Gilbough there- 
from, and that he would conceal from 
the customers of the firm, who would 
seek information from the Exchange, 
the moral and financial responsibility of 
the firm, all of which were within his 
knowledge.”’ 

Silkworth and Gilbough are expected 
to appear in the Federal court for plead- 
ing today. All the others are free on 
bail of $5,000 except Raynor, who is un- 
der $25,000 bail, and Quillan, whose bail 
is $2,500. These will appear in court 
later to plead again, when changes may 
be made in the bail in which they are 
held. Prosecutor McCoy said that Silk- 
worth expects to sail for Paris on Satur- 
day as a member of the American Olym- 
pic trapshooting ‘team. 

Laurence Tweedy, President of the 
Consolidated Stock Exchange, issued a 
statement yesterday in which he said 
that as soon as the financial condition 
of Raynor, Nicholas & Truesdell became 
known the firm was at once expelled. 


FORD SENTENCED TO DIE. 


Convicted of Killing Father-in-Law 
in Fire in Which Six Met Death. 


William S. Ford, who was convicted 
of first degree murder a week ago, was 
sentenced yesterday by Supreme Court 
Justice Faber, in Brooklyn, to die in 
the electric chair during the week of 
July 7.° Marshall Snyder, Ford's at- 
torney, made a motion to have the ver- 
dict set aside and a new trial ordered, 
on the ground that the verdict was con- 
trary to the evidence. 

“The motion is deniedg’ said Justice 


Faber. “The defendant has received a 
fair trial, and he was ably defended by 
you, Mr. Snyder.” 

Reaching the prisoner’s pen, Ford de- 
clared his innocence. “I don’t know 
much about that place I’m going to,” 
he said. “I'll probably read a lot— 
fiction and history. Come up to Sing 
Sing Prison when I get there and I'll be 
glad to discuss history, economics or 
anything else with you.” 

Ford was convicted of burning the 
house at 8,417 Nineteenth Avenue, Ben- 
sonhurst, in which six persons perished. 
One of the victims was his father-in- 
law, George F. Keim, with whom he 
had quarreled over some property. 


PLEADS GUILTY TO KILLING. 


Crippled Slayer to Be Sentenced In 
Newark Next Monday. 


Martin Wright, crippled self-confessed 
slayer of Edward Hallock, pleaded 
guilty to second degree murder in the 
Essex County Court of Common Pleas, 
Newark, yesterday, and was remanded 
by Judge Porter to await sentence on 
Monday. The maximum penalty is 
thirty years’ imprisonment.

ON BRIBERY CHARGE 


Bench Warrant Issued for Law- 
yer Involved in Rendigs’s 
Confession. 


MISSING SINCE MONDAY 


Willing to Surrender, His Friends 
Say, if He Can Find Some One 
to Provide a Bond. 


While a bench warrant was out for 
his arrest, intimations were made yes- 
terday to the Federal authorities that 
William J. Fallon, the attorney, might 
surrender himself in the next few days 
and that he had not fled the city. His 
law partner, Eugene F. McGee, said 
he did not know where Fallon was, but 
he added that, so far as he knew, Fal- 
lon would appear ‘‘in due time.” 

The warrant was issued Juesday 
afternoon by Federal Judge Henry W. 
Goddard. It called for Fallon’s arrest 
in connection with the trial, late in 
1922, of the Durrell-Gregory Company 
and others accused of swindling stock 
investors through the mails. Fallon 
was counsel for one of the defendants. 


He has been out on $5,000 bail on the 
charge of giving $2,500 in bribes to 
Charles W. Rendigs, a juror, to hold 
out for actuittal. The defendants were 
acquitted. 

The desire of the authorities to ap- 
prehend Fallon and the anxiety of his 
surety company to surrender him have 
sora out of confession made by Rend- 

igs to the Federal and county authori- 
ties as a consequence of his conviction 
last week by a General Sessions jury 
which found him guilty of perjury in 
falsely swearing that he did not know 
either Fallon or Edward M. Fuller. 
Rendigs gave this false testimony when 
qpiestioned for jury duty at the third 
trial of Fuller on a charge of bucket- 
ing. It developed in Rendigs’s trial 
that he had known Fallon, Fuller and 
W. Frank McGee, Fuller’s partner in 
the bankrupt stock brokerage firm of 
BE. M. Fuller & Co. 

Armed with the bench warrant issued 
by Judge Goddard, Deputy United States 

arshall David Morton hunted vain 
for Fallon Tuesday afternoon anfi night 
in Westchester County. Department of 
Justice agents also are seeking the miss- 
ing lawyer. Fallon’s movements have 
been traced to 6 o’clock Monday evenin 
when he disappeared from the view o 
the agents who were keeping him un- 
der surveillance, 

The prospect of having to furnish 
largely increased bail is said by his 
friends to have deterred Fallon from 
surrendering. They said that he prob- 
ably was making efforts to engage a 
bondsman who would be willing to put 
up bail in a considerably higher amount 
than the $5,000 under which he has been 
at liberty pending trial. Those who 
know Fallon’s circumstances assert that 
he has not much left of the fees that 
accrued to him from the defense of a 
long succession of clients accused of 
various crimes. They declare also that 
many of those whom Fallon befriended 
when he had money and was a lavish 
host on Broadway have abandoned him 
end oo a deaf ear to his appeals 
or aid. 


MoGee Ready to Appear. 


His partner, Eugene F. McGee, indig- 
nantly denied yesterday that he himself 
could not be located. ‘‘I have been in 
town me t along, engaged in court 
cases, e said. “If people want to 
make sure I am here, I will agree to 
telephone the Prosecutors and every city 
editor in town every hour to let them 
know I am in New York.” 

The Rendigs confession involved Fal- 
lon in two distinct phases. One had to 
do with the alleged arrangement be- 
tween Rendigs and Fallon, whereby 
Rendigs was to swear he did not know 
the lawyer, Fuller or W. Frank McGee, 
thereby enabling his selection for the 
third Fuller Za Rendigs succeeded in 
—- on the jury, and his persistence 
n voting for an acquittal aided in bring- 
ing about a disagreement. 

The other section of the confession re- 
lated to the Durrell-Gregory Company 
trial. In explaining how he yielded to 
the alleged bribe offer, Rendigs said in 
his statement that he was in financial 
distress and owed money to a certain 
well-known gambler who was a friend 
of Fallon. He said that he received a 
telephone message from Fallon, wh 
said he understood Rendigs was presse 
for funds. Rendigs said they met at the 
Woodmansten Inn in the Bronx, and 
that Fallon told him the Federal defen- 
dants deserved acquittal, being ‘‘good 
fellows.”’ 

“We understood each other right 
away,’ Rendigs was said to have related 
in his confession. He went on to assert 
that when they shook hands, Fallon 
pressed a $1,000 bill into his hand, the 
arrangement being that Rendigs was to 
receive a total of $5,000. At another 
meeting, said Rendigs, he received an- 
other $1,000. He said he never received 
the remaining $3,000. Hé added that he 
was given to understand that three other 
jurors ‘“‘had been reached.”’ 

Though Rendigs is said to have sup- 
plied the basis for a charge of suborna- 
tion of perjury against Fallon, District 
Attorney Joab H. Banton said yesterday 
that he contemplated, for the present, no 
action against Fallon except in coopera- 
tion with the Federal authorities. He 
made this statement: 

“Since making the announcement 
Tuesday night that Rendigs had made a 
full and complete confession, nothing 
further has come to my attention that I 
can make public. I would like it defi- 
nitely understood that my office has 
simply cooperated with Colonel William 
Hayward, United States Attorney, and 
his staff. Due to the fact that my office 
is handy to the Tombs, where Rendigs 
is a prisoner, he has been brought shhere 
to talk, rather than to the Federal Build- 
ing. The credit for the disclosures made 
by Rendigs should go equally to Mr. Mil- 
lard and Mr. Wintner. They have been 
cooperating splendidly.”’

Justice Tompkins. 


COURT DECISION RESERVED 


Assistant Prosecutor Pecora Re- 
peats Charges Against Ex-Chief 
of Anti-Saloon League. 


For three-quarters of an hour yester- 
day ex-Governor Charles S. Whitman 
argued before the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court that the conviction 
intendent of the Anti-Saloon League 
intendent of the Anti-Saloon League, 
had been found guilty of a third degree 
forgery, should be reversed. 

Mr. Whitman confined his argument 
to Justice Tompkins’s charge and dealt 
chiefly with matters of law. Assistant 
District Attorney Ferdinand Pecora, as 
prosecutor, went at length into the-evi- 
dence as to the facts, particularly into 
the reported gift of John T. King. 

Mr. Whitman’s argument in the main 
was based on the question of intent 
and whether it was required to be shown 
by the two sections of the code. He 
recalled that the Court had refused to 
charge on the first count that intent 
to defraud a person or corporation 
should be found, and he cited a decision 
of Justice Clarke in support /of his 
contention. He also asserted the Court 
erred in holding it was not necessary 
for the prosecution to prove that the 
false entries could be used to defraud. 

Mr. Pecora went over the Anderson 
régime in the teague, dwelling on the 
arrangement ef a ‘“‘split’’ with Phillips. 
He was clearly delighted when Justice 


Clarke asked whether the changed entry 
showed that the money in question had 


been paid or was still owed to Phillips. 
As a matter of fact, it showed it had 
been paid but established a reclassifi- 
cation. Mr. Pecora also derided the 
findings of the expert accountants, one 
of whom, he said, had used ‘“‘hifalutin 
language’ to impress the jury. He was 
able to quote an opinion of Justice 
Dowling as to intent and contended that 
the false entries were capable of being 
utilized to defraud the Anti-Saloon 
League beyond any question, had Phil- 
lips started a false suit for the $4,400.

Two hours earlier the oncé-powerful

“I expect to show up the needs of the 
prohibition unit as well as the income 
tax unit of the bureau,” the Michigan

Expects Committee Agreement. 


Although the Senate Revenue Bureau 
committee had had no meeting in severay 
weeks, Senator Couzens appeared to take 
it for granted that the majority of the 


members would favor his plan for contin- 
uing the inquiry after the political con- 
ventions. The committee Chairman, Sen- 
ator Watson, Republican, of Indiana, 
some time ago introduced a resolution 
to declare the investigation at an end, 
but he decided not to ask for a vote 
on it after it had become apparent that 
a majority of the Senate stood with 
Senator Couzens in his desire to press 
the meery.

Without funds or specific authority 
from the House, the Alcoholic Liquor 
Traffic Committee, after hibernating for 
a period of five years, abruptly an- 
nounced that it intended to conduct a 
investigation, both State and nation

Calling the committee into session, its 
Chairman, Representative Cable, an 
Ohio Republican, who is a candidate for 
the nomination for Governor of Ohio, 
stated that the controversy over the 
status of the liquor traffic. both legal 
and illegal, chalelnged attention and 
that it was the duty of the committee 
to make an investigation. 

The committee promptly adopted a 
resolution offered by Chairman Cable 
authorizing the inquiry that he proposed. 

The inquiry will be conducted by a 
subcommittee composed of Representa- 
tives Hudson of Michigan and Smith of 
Iadho, Republicans; Representative Up- 
shaw of Georgia and Box of Texas, 
Democrats, and Kvale of Minnesota, in- 
dependent, all active members of the 
“dry’’ bloc. 

The subcommittee was directed to be- 
gin its work without delay and “to as- 
certain, without expense to the taxpay- 
ers, through inquiry with State and Fed- 
eral officials, the success or failure of 
prohibition throughout the United 
States.”’ 

The investigation, according to an an- 
nouncement by Chairman Cable, will 
proceed along lines as follows: 

First—The alleged amount of alcoholic 
liquor that is being illegally used or 
smuggled into this country. 

Second—The failure on the part of the 
officers to enforce the prohibition law. 

Third—The increase or decrease in 
drunkenness. 

Fourth—The alleged abuse of the per- 
mith.

Sixth—Alleged violations of the law by 
alcoholic denaturing plants. 

Seventh—The probable effects of @ 
modification of the prohibition law. 


54 YEARS IN PRISON 
FOR A FRIEND'S CRIME 


Italian, Just Released, Says He 
Accepted Condemnation for Sake 
of Murderer’s Family. 


NAPLES, May 28 (Associated Press). 
—Men have laid down their lives for 


their friends, but an unkind destin 
made Luigi Giandarini of Ravenna aay 
the perhaps greater price of fifty-four 
of the best years of his life for a friend- 
ly gesture of self-sacrifice and now has 
sent him home, aged, broken and almost 
penniless. 

In 1870, young and fresh after two 
years’ service in 1866 and 1867 with the 
army of Garibaldi, Giandarini was a 
bosom friend of Nicola Giardini, who 
with his wife and five children lived in 
Ravenna, as did the young war vet- 
eran. 

The married man was accused of mur- 
der; the unmarried man, for tNe sake 
of the other’s family, submitted to con- 
demnation in his stead and was sent to 
prison for life, according to Giandarini’s 
story. Soon afterward, in his cell, Gian- 
darini heard that his guilty friend had 
been killed by carabiniers as he fled 
from his home. 

Knowing that the guilty man’s death 
ended all chance of his own exonera- 
tion, Giandarini contented himself with 
oft-repeated declarations of innocence 
until, after fifty-four years of imprison- 
ment, his pardon was effected on the 
recommendation of prison officials. 

Today, Giandarini, now a white-haired, 
broken man, friendless and with only 
50 lire in his pocket, was a passenger 
on a boat which came here from Pro- 
cida, where he had served his prison 
term. Passengers, hearing his story, 
cellected a small sum of monéy, gave it 
to him and bade him good luck as be 
turned his face toward Ravenna : 
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FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Prices of Stocks Slightly Lower 
on Light Business—Euro- 
pean Exchange Weak. 


The one distinction which yesterday's 
stock market achieved was of compris- 
ing the smallest total transactions of 
the year. The 402,000 shares which 
changed hands marked a continuous de- 
crease since the beginning of the week, 
and insured a similar record of mid- 
summer dullness for the month of May. 
Movement of prices was mostly down- 
ward, but few of the day's changes ex- 
ceeded trifling fractions; it was to all 
intents a market at a standstill. Ex- 
cept for trading in a few individual 
bonds, mostly of the speculative type, 
the bond market was not much more 
active or significant than the market 
for stocks. 

Sterling exchange declined to the low- 
est point since the opening week of 
April, when it was making its slow re- 

| covery ffom the shock of the change of 
Ministry and the preceding ‘“‘flight’’ of 
capital.” Yesterday's low and closing 
| rate of 4.32% is still substantially above 
| the year's low figure of $4.20%, reached 
| when the MacDonald Ministry took of- 
fice; but the decline from the $4.40 rate 
of barely a month ago is not altogether 
easy to understand. That high rate 
shortly followed the publication of the 
Dawes report, and it is possible that 
the political obstacles which have since 
come into the path of the committee’s 
plan are reflected in the course of 
sterling.

become aware of the overproduction un-

| tion more rapid than any decrease in 
real consumption. There is at least no 
visible evidence of largely accumulated 
| unsold stocks of goods; nearly every in- 
| dustry is reporting supplies in producers’ 
| or dealers’ hands as ‘‘moderate.”’ 

The other side of the picture is pre- 
sented again in yesterday’s weekly car- 
| loading figures, which show, as they 
| have shown since the middle of March, a 
| considerable decrease from the totals of 
| the same week in 1923, but a very large 
increase over any other corresponding 
period on the record. This. contrast ap- 
plies to the railway earnings now in 
|course of publication, as well as to the 
tonnage loaded. Gross earnings of the 
| railways which have thus far reported 
for April average 9 to 10 per cent. be- 
low 1923; the April car-loadings as a 
whole showed some 8 per cent. decrease. 
| But precisely as the traffic loadings, 
though so ‘far below April of last year, 

ran no less than 18 per cent. above 
| 1920, the previous high record for that 
month so the earnings of individual re- 
porting railways are far exceeding the 
April results of any other year than 
1923 since the war ended.

APRIL SALES HIGHER 
THAN A YEAR AGO 


Federal Reserve Report Shows 
Gain in Chain, Mail Order and 
Department Stores. 


The Federal Reserve Agent at New 
York, in his report for last April which 
will appear in the June 1 issue of the 
Monthly Review of Credit and Business 
Conditions, notes increases over April, 
1923, in chain store, mail order, whole- 
sale and department store sales. The 
review says: 

“Late Easter buying was probably 
largely responsible for an increase of 2.4 
per cent. in the sales of all types ‘of 
chain stores in April, as compared with 
April a year ago, compared with a de- 
crease of 2 per cent. in March. There 
was also a large increase in the sales 
per store of shoe, candy, and ten cent 
stores, but sales per store of groceries 
and drugs declined. Allowing for sea- 
sonal variation and price changes, this 
bank’s index of chain store trade was 
3 per cent. below the computed trend, 
compared with 4 per cent. below in 
March.” 

Department store sales in this district 
for April were 11 per cent. larger than 
the year previous and for the months of 
March and April combined sales were 3 


per cent, larger. 

“The increase in April sales over a 
year ago was largest in wearing ap- 
parel, which is most affected by the 
date of HBaster. Only in furniture and

home furnishings did sales for March 
and April exceed those of a year pre- 


vious, 

“Stocks of 8 on hand May 1 were 
5 per cent. higher than a year previous 
for the fourth” Kenaaniee mon The 
average sale in April was $2.93 as com- 
pared with §2.58 in March and $2.87 In 


‘Mail order sales were 10 per cent. 
higher than a year ago, whereas in 
March they were 7 per cent. lower. 
After allowing for the usual seasonal 
variation and price changes, mail order 
sales were above the computed trend for 
the first time since June, 1923.’’ 

The bank’s index for April of the sales 
of 163 wholesale dealers in eleven prin- 
cipal lines was for the second month 
3 per cent. below normal, as deter- 
mined by the trend of past years, but 
the April Sigure was still higher than 
for April, 

“The chief increases in sales in April 
over rae figures for April 
last year occurred in women’s coats 
and suits and shoes. There were in- 
creases, however, also in the ‘sales of 
men’s clothing, silk goods, stationery 
and drugs, wh le sales of groceries were 
goat to those of the ear previous. 

rdware sales, on the other hand, after 
ne increases over the year pre- 
vious for many months, were 4 per 
cent. below those of last April. Cotton 
goods sales continued slow, while less- 
ened activity in metal working indus- 
tries was reflected in a larger reduction 
in machine tool sales.’ 


No Coast Line Stock Dividend. 

Before sailing’ for Europe yesterday 
Henry Walters, Chairmah of the Board 
of Directors of the Atlantic Coast Line, 
made known his opposition to any stock 
dividend at this time. He also made it 
plain that the extra dividend recently 
declared was the result of an Increase 
in the dividend paid by the Louisville & 
Nashville, which is controlled by the 
Coast Line. It was his opinion that

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


A “Pre-Holiday” Stock Market. 

Trading on the Stock Exchange yes- 
terday was abnormally light, which, 
however, was considered a natural de- 
velopment in view of tomorrow’s holi- 
day, and the. expectations entertained 
in many quarters that the Exchange 
would be closed on Saturday, also were 
fulfilled when the Exchange authorities 
yesterday decided to close the Exchange 
for three days. Accompanying the dull- 
ness, the movement of prices was ir- 
| regular. during the greater part’ of the 
day, with a downward swing in the late 
dealings. With few exceptions, how- 
ever, net declines were confined to frac- 
tions, and these in part were offset by 
gains in some sections of the list. 
“commodity stocks,” including steels, 
oils, sugars and coppers, taken by 
groups worked fractionally lower yester- 
day, while the carrier group also was 
lower. In both cases there were excep- 
tions, but where large gains were re- 
ported they were generally confined to 
inactive issues which have not appeared 
on the tape frequently since the re- 
covery in the market started about a 
week ago.

Exohange Governors Grant Triple 


Holiday. 


The Board of Governors of the New 
York Stock Exchange at their meeting 
yesterday voted favorably upon the 
petition circulated by members request- 
ing an extra holiday on Saturday, thus 
giving members three holidays. As a re- 
sult the Exchange after closing this 
afternoon will notgopen for business un- 
til Monday morning. Despite the fact 
that approximately 600 members of the 
Exchange signed the petition requesting 
a triple holiday, the action of the Gov- 
ernors was somewhat of a surprise. 
When the petition wag first circulated, 
betting in the finanejal district was 2 
to 1 that the Exchange would be closed 
on Saturday, in addition to Friday, but 
yesterday morning the odds were 5 to 1 
that the special holiday would not be 
granted. ‘This is the first triple holiday 
on the Stock Exchange since the Christ- 


mas season of 1922. The New York 
Curb Market, the Consolidated Stock 
Exchange and the various commodity 
exchanges will also close this afternoon, 
not to reopen until. Monday morning, 
but the New Orleans Cotton Exchange 
will remain open.

Unfavorable “Oil Rumors” Circulatea@. 


The weakness in the petroleum stocks, 
especially among the independents in 
the mid-continent field, was ascribed to 
circulation of reports about the finan- 
cial district-to the efect that the larger 
companies in the mid continent fields 
were about to cut prices and that pro- 
rating of deliveries to pipe lines would 
again be put into force, as was the case 
last year when production was running 
rampant in all sections of the country. 
Despite the fact that local leaders in 
the trade did not credit the reports, 
their circulation had the effect in bring- 
ing about lower prices. Leaders in the 
industry called attention to the recent 
price cutting of two companies, which 
was not followed by leaders in the mid- 
continent, and which resulted in the re- 
establishment of the old prices and 
making them retroactive to the day of 


the original cut, something virtually_un- 
heard of in the industry before. Offi- 
cials admit that the weather has been 
interfering with consumption of oil pro- 
ducts, but insist that consumption is 
nevertheless running 20 per cent. ahead 
of last year and that stocks are now 
being drawn upon,

Estimating Steel Senin Reduction. 


Despite the fact that the Steel Corpor- 
ation will not report its unfilled ton- 
nage as of May 31 for almost two weeks, 
Wall Street began yesterday to estimate 
the probable reduction in forward busi- 
ness to be reported by the company. 
With new business continuing on «4 
amall scale and with production also 
curtailed, the prediction was made yes- 
terday that the reduction will not be 
quite as large as that reported for April, 
when it amounted to 574,000 tons. Ac- 
cording to the estimates made yesterday, 
the May statement will show a reduc- 
tion of 400,000 tons, which would bring 
forward business down to around 3,800,- 
000 tons, the smallest reported since the 
closing morths of 1914, shortly after 
the beginning of the World War, and be- 


fore the war orders began to piile up.

The Condition of Business. 


Wall Street grasped eagerly at the 
trade reports on the iron and steel in- 
dustry published yesterday, and there 
was much speculation regarding the 
prospects of an early termination of the 
general reaction, affecting several im- 
portant industries, that has been going 
on. Opinion in one group of bankers 
was found to be rather gloomy. One 
judgment was there is nothing ahead in 
the immediate future to serve as a peg 
for an immediate resumption of activity. 
But in another group, and probably the 
stronger group in point of strength and 
influence, this idea was advanced: An 
analysis of fundamental factors pertain- 
ing to the present situation shows that 
two vital factors are-.actually in better 
shape than they were one year ago to- 
day when the 1923 contraction of bus!- 


ness had its inception—these two factors 
being the absence of stocks on hand 
that require liquidation and better 
credit conditions. As a result, it was 
argued, the likelihood of a long-drawn 
contraction would seem to be less immi- 
nent than it was one year ago today.

. Baltimore & Ohie Financing. 


The formal offering of $35,000,009 of 
refunding and general mortgage bunds 
for the account of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad Company, scheduled for today, 
will set at rest a period of guessing in 
which many bankers and railroad men 
have been actively engaged. It was re- 
marked yesterday by the bankers in 
issue that this initial 
offering under the large refunding plan 
in mind would be the last that would be 
required for at least several months, 


possibly until the early Winter months. 
By reason of the way ae have been 
shaped up, it was regarded as not un- 
likely that some of the 3% and 4 per 
cent. issues of the Baltimore & Ohio, 
due in 1925, would be extended, thus 
removing the' necessity of large new 
offerings of bonds—a move that woulda 
be extremely benefictal to the railroad 
company in view of the difference in 
interest rates existing between present 
outstanding bonds and the rates that, 
under post-war conditions, would have 
to be paid on new issues.

Public Utility Equipment Demand. 


The reports of large outlay being 
made by many of the electric light and 
power companies for additions to plant 
this year are corroborated to a great 
extent: in statements of increased ac- 
tivity of the électrical manufacturing 
companies. The fact that the turbine 
and heavy generator plants of the Gen- 
éral Electric Company were reported 
yesterday to be operating at 100 per 
cent. capacity, with overtime in some 
instances, was taken @s a good illustra- 
tion of the demand for central station 
equipment, which constitutes a big part, 
of the expenditures programmed by the 
power companies. Thus far, nothing in 


connection with the manufacturing 
phase of the public utility business has 
supplied anything but information of 
an qhecursems nature, in contrast to 
that attending the present activities of 
some other lagge industrial enterprises.

GOVERNMENT BUYS 


Than $1,000,000,000 
Taken Up Since 1917—Pur- 
chases in May $55,000,000. 


WILL BECOME DUE IN 1928 


Wall Street Bankers Look for Issue 
of $500,000,000 New Treasury 
Certificates Early in June. 


The United States Government is buy- 
ing Liberty Bonds of the third 4% per 
cent. group, it was learned yesterday, 


|} and this activity has accounted in part 


the recent price advance, although 
conceded that’ there has been 
The next 
offering of Treasury certificates, to be 
niade within two weeks, will possibly be 
used in part to redeem some of the out- 
standing third 44s, it was said, and be- 
fore the end of the calendar year, it is 
| believed, a large amount of the bonds 
will be traded in for new Government 
| securities, 

A résumé of Government_ activity 
showed ‘that in May it had purchased 
approximately $55,000,000 of the third 
44s, and for eleven months of the fiscal 
year beginning last July 1, Government 
purchases aggregated $337,000,000. The 
Treasury Department’s sinking fund of 
$297,000,000 for utilization in taking in 
outstanding Liberty Bonds has been ex- 
hausted, it was said, and the depart- 
ment has been dipping into its general 
fund. This statement was borne out in 
the most recent report of the depart- 
ment, which showed for the year a 
shrinkage of nearly $200,000,000 in the 
general fund. 

The Liberty third 44s will fall due in 
1928, and recent buying was believed to 
be in anticipation of this maturity. On 
Jan. 1 last there were $3,266,756,300 of 
these bonds outstanding, which total, 
since that date, has been reduced by 
about $150,000,000, bringing the ‘total 
purchases by the Government since the 
end of 1917 to more thar $1,000,000,000. 
By years, the retirement in this way 
has been $115,935,500 in 1918, $278,733,- 
650 in 1919, $134,155,250 in 1920, $54,254,- 
800 in 1921, $144,359,650 in 1922 and $181,- 
455,000 in 1923. 

The final retirement of this issue is 
the first of the big refunding and re- 
tirement operations to be undertaken by 
the Government. Since the war the 
Treasury Department has worked the 
Government debt over in such a way 
that maturities have been spread out 
over a@ comparatively long period o 
years, and barring the possibility of 
bulky financing operations that will 

ow out of the recently passed bonus 

ill, the Government obligations have 
been put into such condition that they 
could be da off with relatively light 
strain on business and finance. 

The concentration of Government ac- 
tivity noted recently in the third 4% 
group has given rise to a belief among 
Wall Street bankers that Secretary Mel- 
lon would float, early in June, as much 
as $500,000,000 of new Treasury certifi- 
cates, of which approximately $150,000,- 
000 would be employed either for trad- 
ing in Liberties or for their actual pur- 
chase in open market, If this is not 
done in June, bankers said, it is prac- 
Sealy certain that such arrangements 
will be made when the next er 
financing task confronts the Treasury. 
At current interest rates, it was pointed 
out, the work of cutting down the out- 
standing debt through the issuance of 
new short-term securities can be ac- 
complished on a satisfactory basis.

Decréase in Traffic, First Re- 
vealed in Car Loadings, 
Shows Up in Reports.

BUT NET INCOMES KEEP UP 


Economies in Operation Pefmit 
Showings Even Better Than 
Those of a Year Ago.

In almost every railroad report made 
public yesterday a decline in the gross 
revenues for April was shown. A de- 
crease traffic was indicated some 
weeks ago by the car loadings. 

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, 
the Northern Pacific and the Great 
Northern, representative of the North- 
west, all showed a decrease in gross 
revenue. Both the Northern Pacific and 
the Great Northern were able to affect 
a reduction in their expenses which per- 
mitted net operating revenues greater 
| than in the same month last year. The 
|} Northern Pacific’s net was $1,042,999, 
| against $933,349, while the Great North- 
ern reported $679,417, against $432,211. 
| The Burlington was not so successful, 
| reporting an operating income of $1,675,- 
| 048, against $2,425,005. For the four 
| months’ period both the Northern Pa- 
| cific and the Great Northern have 
| earned more than last year, despite a 
decrease in gross income, 

Because of the exceptionally late 
Winter tourist business in the South, 
coupled with a good movement of fruit 
and vegetables, the Atlantic Coast Line 
presented a good report for April, with 
net operating income of $1,721,236, 
against $1,479,169 in 1923. For tle four 
months’ period the net operating income 
of the property totaled $8,322,297, 
against $7,932,194.

PULLMAN MAY SEGREGATE. 


Separation of Sleeping Car and 
Manufacturing Business Proposed. 


“Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, May ~~ 28.—The Pullman 
Company, ‘t is reported, will segregate 
its sleeping car and manufacturing di- 
visions within the near future. Tenta- 
tive plans call for the formation of a 
subsidiary company to take over the 
manufacturing end of the business. 
There will be no splitting up of the pres- 
ent stock nor a stock dividend. It Is 
expected, however, that the, segregation 
will result in increased business and 
larger earnings for the parent corpora- 
tion. 

The Pullman Company is a commen 
carrier and as such is subject to regula- 
tion by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. This applies to both divisions 
of the business. In this situation the 
company is handicapped in seeking prof- 
itable manufacturing business from some 
of the largest railroads because some 
of the Pullman directors occupy similar 
railroad positions.

HARD WEATHER FOR CORN. 


Week’s Conditions Fair for Cotton 
and Spring Wheat. 


The weekly weather report of the De- 
partmént of Agriculture issued at Wash- 
ington yesterday in part follows: 

‘‘Rainfall was moderate in amount and 
well distributed throughout the cotton 
belt, although rather he&vy in some sec- 
tions. It was somewhat warmer than 
during the preceding week in the im- 
mediate Gulf Coast district, but in the 
northern portion of thé belt unseason- 
ably cool weather continued. The week 
was fairly favorable for cotton in the 
southern portion of the belt, but the low 
temperatures in the northern portion 
were decidedly unfavorable. 

“The crop made very good preerese in 
Central and Southern Texas, oor to 
only fair in the northern portion; the gen- 
eral condition is very good in the south, 
fair in the central but poor in the north- 
ern portion of the State. Growth was slow 
in Oklahoma, where stands are very ir- 
regular, while the late-planted is com- 
ing up to mostly poor stands in Arkan- 
sas. There the crop is very uneven, 
Warmer weather the latter part of the 
week was favorable in Louisiana, al- 
though the crop is generally backward, 
and stands are poor in the northern por- 
tions of the State. Progress was poor 
jn Mississippi, poor to fair in Alabama, 
and the growth and condition were gen- 
erally poor in Tennessee. 

“The decidedly unfavorable weather for 
corn planting for several weeks has re- 
sulted in very late seeding of this crop 
throughout the Central States-east of the 
Mississippi River. Much remains to be 
planted in the Ohio Valley, and germi- 
nation of that planted is being enayed 
by the cold, wet weather. Seedin 
better advanced in the trans- Missinipel 
area, while the rain during the week pe! 
germination in the lower Mis- 
although complaints of 
continue from Kansas. 
Germination is were slow and unsatis- 
factory in Iowa, though most of the 
crop:has been planted; reports of seed 
in the ground two weeks and still un- 
germinated come from that State. Some- 
what better weather prevailed for corn 
in the Southern States, especially in the 
west Gulf area, where the crop made 
very good progress. 

“Winter wheat made fairly good 
growth under influence of the cool, moist 
weather, quite generally east of the Mis- 
fissippi. The crop was beginning to head 
in the southern portion of the northern 
Ohio Valley States. Growth was slow, 
however, in the western portion of the 
wheat belt, because of the generally 
cool weather 
cient moisture. The crop is showing 
drought damage in Western and North- 
ern Missouri, although beneficial rains 
occurred in most of that State, 
the straw is short for the season 
Iowa and Nebraska. Further deteriora- 
tion of wheat was reported from Kan- 
sas, except in those parts of the State 
where rain fell during the week, princi- 
patly in the east. Fair progress was re- 
ported in Oklahoma, although moisture 
was needed in the western portion of 
that State. West of the Rocky Moun- 
tains the weather continued decidedly 
unfavorable for the Winter wheat crop, 
because of droughty condition, 

“The growth of Spring wheat was slow 
because of cool weather, but the general 
eonlition of this crop remains satisfac- 
tory. It was reported as mostly excel- 
lent in North Dakota. as having good 
color and stooling well in South Dakota 
and showing a satisfactory stand

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OIL PRICES DROP 
ON RUMORS OF CUT 


Reports Are Current That Runs 
in Mid-Continent Field Will 
Be Prorated. 


HEAVY GASOLINE DEMAND 


Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey Places Contract for 
10,000,000 Gallons. 


Stocks of the leading oil companies, 
especially those in the mid-continent 
fields, declined on the New York Stock 
Exchange yesterday as a result of cir- 
culation of reports that the larger pipe 
line companies in that district would 
again prorate oil runs and reduce prices 
because of the slow movement of the 
product in that district. The report was 
not credited in local oil trade circles, 
but despite this the stecks of the various 


oil companies sold off sharply just be- 
fore the close of the market. 

Officials of the larger oil companies 
with heedquariare in this oy pointed 
out yesterday that conditions in the pe- 
troleum industry today were very much 
different from those of last year, both 


in regard to production of the crude 
product and the consumption of the re- 
fined’ products. Crude oil production at 
the present time, they admit, 1s abvut 
100,000 barrels a day more than the low 
point reached in February of this year, 
but it is also about 200,000 barrels a day 
below the high point reached in August, 
1923. At the same time, consumption of 
gasoline, the chief product of the indus- 
try, is running about 20 per cent. ahead 
of the correspondin riod last year, 
according to officla res, . Kurther- 
more, it is added thet oth crude and 
refined stocks are now being drawn upon 
to meet current demands. A further in- 
crease in drawing upon surplus’ stocks 
is expected during June, July, August 
and September, when the Summer con- 
sumption demand is at its peak, and, in 
view of this, doubt is expressed that pro- 
rating will again be put in force uuring 
the next thirty or sixty days, or during 
the Summer months. 


The confidence of the larger producers 
in the outlook for consumption this Sum- 
mer, it was said yesterday, is evidenced 
by the action of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey, which is placing a 
contract for more than 10,000,000 gal- 
lons of gasoline from mid- continent pro- 
ducers, This order is in addition to the 
company’s usual purchases of crude oil 
and its regular production. It was also 
reported in trade circles yesterday that 
the Royal Dutch interests were negotiat- 
ing for large quantities of navy gasoline 
in the mid-continent field. 


In regard to lower prices and pro- 
rating in the mid-continent, one: producer 
yesterday called attention to the recent 
experience of the Magnolia Oil Company 
and the Humble Oil and Refining Com- 
pany, in reducing mid-continent crude 
from 5 to 25 cents a barrel early this 
month. These companies cut pricés on 
May 16, but when it was found that 
Prairie Oil and Gas and the Sinclair or- 
ganization, the dominating factors in 
the mid-continent, did not cut prices, the 
old schedule was re-established and 
made mitt to the date of the origi- 
nal cut.

PIG IRON BUYING BETTER 


Production Holding Its Own—Im- 
ports of European Products| 
High In April. 


“Although the current reviews of the 
fron and steel industry emphasize that 
conditions are dull and that the falling 
off in new business has been pro- 
nounced, they express the opinion that 
the low point in iron and steel market 
activity has been reachdd or is near. 
Pig iron buying has been resumed on a 
very large scale, the trade journals re- 
port. The Iron Trade Review says: 
“Developments of the past few days 
have crystallized the belief that the low 
point in iron and steel market activity 
either has been reached or is near at 
hand. Pig iron buying has been re- 
Bumed on an encouraging scale, and 
while the revival of demand for fin- 
ished steel is not pronounced, the volume 
and character of inquiries have produced 
an unmistakable improvement in senti- 
ment. 
‘In spite of the fact that most mills 
and furnaces are operating on what 
ractically amounts to a jobbing basis, 
e rate of production is holding its own. 
“Imports of iron and steel products 
into the United States in April amounted 
to 50,994 tons, the highest monthly ton- 
mage recorded since July, 1923. The sale 
of European products to American con- 
gumers continues. The French corre- 
spondent of Iron Trade Review reports 
that the Pont-Aa-Mousson works dis- 
osed of 3,000 tons of cast iron pipe to 
he Public Service Corporation of New 
Jersey.

FEDERAL RESERVE 
IN A ‘LEAN’ SEASON 


System on a Non-Paying Basis 
Because of the Decline 
in Business. 


LOANS TOTAL $795,499,000 


Aggregate of a Billion Outstanding 
Required to Show a Profit— 
Shrinkage In Bills Discounted. 


The current decline in business has 
been sufficient to put the Federal Re- 
serve system temporarily on a non-pay- 
ing basis, it was revealed yesterday. 
The situation, bankers said, is not to be 
regarded as serious, but rather as a 
seasonal phenomenon which they expect 
will soon disappear. As a result of 
the profits that the Federal Reserve 
system made in the boom times of 1920 
the present relaxation in business and 
earnings will have little effect in so. far 
as this year is concerned; the system 
now has enough surplus on hand to tide 
it over prolonged ‘“‘lean’’ periods. 
banker said: ‘‘Even should the present 
slackening of business continue for five 
years more, the Reserve Bank of New 
York could pay its dividends without 
much trouble.’’ 

The Federal Reserve system, embrac- 
ing twelve districts, has a total capital 
of $100,000,000 and a surplus of $200,- 
000,000. To operate at a profit the sys- 
tem must have about $1,000,000,000 out 
in loans.® At present its total earning 
assets are considerably below this mark. 
In the last weekly report, issued last 
Friday, total earning assets were $795,- 


499,000, against $1,178,177,000 for the 
same week one year before, a decrease 
of $382,678, 000. 

The most important shrinkage was in 
total bills discounted, which to the Gov- 
ernment bank assumes the importance 
that gross sales possess in the earnings 
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of bills discounted was $414,615,000, a 
decline in a year of $285,700,900. 

For the Federal Reserve Bank of New

loans, &c., to carry it along on a paying 
basis. Anything over that amount offers 
fair assurance of a profit. But current 
business is below that figure, the most 
recent report having shown total earn-

019,000 for the same week of 1923, a 
decrease of $128,379,000. The decrease 
in volume of business done by the New 
York institution is shown in the figures 
for total bills discounted. Last week 
this was only $55,534,000, against $163,- 
317,000 in e corresponding week of 
1923, a difference of $107,783,000. 

The principal items of expense in the 
operation of the Federal Reserve Banks 
are services rendered to the public, the 
collection of checks, the furnishing of 
currency and coin to the banks pay- 
roll expenses. For the full year of 1924 
the system will probably show a. profit, 
as usual, bankers said, but for the cur- 
rent quarter, and possibly for the first 
half of the calendar year, the system 
will show deficits. The reason, it was 
said, is that member banks have now 
all the cash on hand they need, and 
consequently do not have to borrow 
largely from the Government banks.

SOME QUARTERS SURPRISED 


Betting Was 5 to 1 That New York 
Exchange Would Reject Mem- 
bers’ Closing Petition. 


The Governors of the New York Stock 
Exchange voted yesterday to close the 
Exchange on Saturday, which with the 
closing on Memorial Day, tomorrow, 
will give members a triple holiday over 
the week-end, This will be the first 
triple holiday since the Christmas sea- 
s0n of 1922, 

The New York Curb Market and the 
Consolidated Stock Exchange also de- 
cided to remain closed on Saturday, All 
of the commodity exchanges previously 
had decided to close from Friday to 
Monday morning. 

Despite the fact that a majority of 
the members of the New York Stock 
Exchange were in favor of the extra hol- 
iday, 600 having signed the petition for 
it, there was considerable speculation in 
the financial district on the possible ac- 
tion of the Governors, When the petition 
was first circulated odds of 2 to 1 were 
quoted that the petition would be voted 
upon favorably. During business hours 
yesterday, however. odds of 5 to 1 were 


quoted’ that the petition would be acted 
upon unfavorably. 

Opposition to the triple holiday came 
chiefly from the large commission | 
houses which maintain private wires to 
the larger cities of the country. Main- 
tenance of these wires is an expensive | 
proposition and commission houses argue 
that extra holidays result in a big loss | 
in business.

Selling of Futures on Reports of 
Wet Weather in Kansas 
Depresses Wheat.

CHICAGO, May 28.—There has been 
more crop Winter wheat sold abroad 
of late than has been reported. Con- 
firmation was secured late today on one 
lot of 40,000 bushels sold by a Texas 


exporter, and it is understood that bids 
from abroad of late have been so close 
to a working basis that some specula- 
tive business has been put through. 
Bids today were said to have been 
about 1% cents above offers, and there 
were intimations that a flat price was 
being bid, which ves exporters a 
chance at close figuring. 

The Chicago-Winnipeg July spread at 
the last was only % cent discount for 
the Winnipeg future. 

Further rains in Kansas induced sell- 
ing of futures here with some of the 
locals going out of moderate sized lines, 
but, on the break, there was a on 
cent lower. Messages from Kansas 
claimed that all sections of that State 
had received rains now, and there was 
little talk of dry weather at the mo- 
ment, Winnipeg was unchanged to % 
cent lower at the last. 

The Government weekly weather and 
crop report attracted little attention, 
although mentioning slow growth of 
both inter and Spring grain on ac- 
count of the cold weather. A _ local 
expert, commenting on the situation, 
figures that the Government June re- 
port will suggest a larger ‘yield for Kan- 
sas than the May returns, while many 
of the local operators beliéve that the 
losses tn the Pacific Northwest will 
more than balance any gain east of 
the Rockies.

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AUSTRIA SERS END 
OF LEAGUE CONTROL 


Foreign Minister Is Optimistic 
as, He Prepares to Go to the 
Geneva Meeting. 


SAYS BUDGET IS BALANCED 


Hopes to Convince Council That 
Much Higher Level Than That 
Fixed in 1922 Can Be Maintained.

VIENNA, May 28.—The question of 
Austria's reconstruction and whether 
her budget is permanently balanced, 
which is coming up before the League 
Council in June, is monopolizing the 
Austrian Government to the exclusion 
of all else. Chancellor Seipel, the For- 
eign Minister, Dr. Griinberger; Finance 


Minister Kienbock, as also Commissioner 
General Zimmerman, will proceed to 
Geneva, which Is only one indication of 
the importance attached to the decision 
to be taken by the Council. 

Foreign Minister Griinberger, speaking 
of the report which the Governinent will 
present on this occasion, said: s 

“It is a great mistake and quite 
erroneous to believe what has been pub- 
lished in certain papers, that the Aus- 
trian Government has the idea of going 
to Geneva and asking the League to end 
control before the end of the year. 

‘‘In the year 1922 the League Financial 
Committee, then in Vienna, mapped out a 
sort of budget for future years and was 
of the opinion that in 1924, when, in 
conformity with the Geneva protocols, 
control should end, a balanced budget 
would be arrived at at 350,000,000 gold 
crowns. The manner, however, in which 
Austria has developed in the last two 

ears has clearly shown that the plan 

ixed in 1922 by the Financial Committee 

has been far surpassed. The whole situ- 
ation has improved much: quicker than 
they thought possible in 1922, especially 
es regards e enormous increase in 
revenue. 

“That was why I asked at the Geneva 
meeting in March to have the figures 
re-examined, because I considered, with 
the enormous increase in revenue, it 
would be quite unreasonable to balance 
the budget at such a low level. In last 
March the League, moreover, agreed to 
re-examine these figures at the comin 
gession of the League Council. ’ 

“The Austrian Government is going to 
present the so-called ‘normal budget, 
showing the future revenue compared 
With the necessary expenditure, and in- 
tends to ask the League to agree that, 
providing the budget remains within 
these limits, the League will pronounce 
that atthe end of 1924 the equilibrium in 
the Austrian budget has been reached 
on a new level.” 

Dr. Griinberger then proceeded to point 
out that the Government was now pre- 

aring to convince the League that the 

udget really was permanently _bal- 
- anced, although on a much higher level 
than originally planned. 

“YT would, however, like to lay partic- 
ular stress on this point, namely, that 
the Austrian Government has decided to 
make every possible effort to continue 
{ts policy of economy and reform,’’ he 
added, “because there is no question 
that an equilibrium can only be reached 
if we undertake to make very great re- 
atrictions in cost of administration, &c. 

“At present the main Parliamentary 
committee is working hard on the so- 
called normal budget, which will be 
under discussion until the first days of 
June, when the final figures will be 
agreed upon as regards revenue ‘and ex- 
penditure.’’ 

Asked what the difference was between 
the Government’s and the Commission- 
er General's figures for the normal bud- 
get, the Minister replied that the Com- 
missioner had already studied the Gov- 
ernment’s figures of the future budget 
and had arrived at certain figures him- 
self. 

‘They don’t quite correspond with the 
Government's figures,” he said, ‘“‘but as 
the difference is not great a compromise 
will probably be reached. Dr. Zimmer- 
man agrees that the development has 
been so good that there is no necessity 
to fall back upon the League’s figures 
fixed in 1922.” 

In reply to a question on the subject 
s0 vital for Austria, of the use of the 
remainder of the international credit 
which has caused so much discussion 
and dissension between the Government 
and Zimmerman, the Minister stated 
that the question of what would be 
done with the remainder of the credit 
could certainly only be decided after the 
normal budget had been passed and 
@pproved by the League, when the Gov- 
ernment would probably ask to invest 
g part of this remaining credit in State 
Improvements. As soon as the budget 
is permanently balanced this question 
will be raised, but until that time there 
ean be no question of using the money 
as it is primarily there to meet an emer- 
gency in the eventuality the budget 
‘were not balanced. 

The Minister then spoke of the resig- 

tion of the Economic Commissioner, 

r. Hornik, which he thought had been 
misinterpreted. Dr. Hornik resigned 
because the Government came to the 
conclusion that his task was accom- 

lished, but people thought that the 

overnment did not wish to continue 
its policy of economy and especially 
dismissal of State officials. 

Minister Grilnberger stated that the 
Government and Commissioner General 
‘would at present make separate reports 
to the League Council, and he appeared 
quite optimistic that international con- 
trol would end with the end of the year, 

other words that the League would 
fy ot eee Austria's budget permanent- 

balanced and would also accede to 
the Government's request as to the use 
of the international credit. 


EMIGRATION PARLEY ENDIN 


Plenary Session WIil Be Held To- 
morrow—Conference Closes Monday 


ROME, May 28.—Preparatory work 
for the plenary session on Friday of 
the International Emigration Confer- 


ence has been virtually finished. All 
the resolutions worked out by the vari- 
ous sections and subcommittees today 
were placed in the hands of a drafting 
committee, which will present them Fri- 
day. Except for two or possibly three 
plenary sessions, during the remainder 
of the time the various delegations will 
occupy themselves with social activities, 
The conference will close formally with 
@ banquet at Naples next Monday night. 

Section One today adopted a resolu- 
tion in connection with sanitary medi- 
cal inspection of departing emigrants, 
which embodies an amendment pre- 
sented by Dr. Hugh S. Cumming of the 
American delegation, providing that in- 
spections at ports of departure be made 
rigid enough to reduce to a minimum 
eal of rejections at immigration 
ports. 


Satin Crepes Are Favored. 

In the preparation of the Fall dress 
lines considerable attention is being 
devoted to the satin-faced goods. The 
satin crépes in particular are being 


taken up by the makers of the higher 
grade dresses, and it is expected that 
garments of these fabrics will have a 
good run of popularity.

Special to The New York Times, 
ATLANTIC CITY, May 28.—Resolu- 


tions advocating a high tariff, con- 
demning ‘‘political manipulation of the 
tariff’’ and recommending tnat_ the 
child labor question be left to the in- 
dividual States to decide were passed 
here today during the concluding ses- 
sion of the American Cotton Manufac- 
turers’ Association's convention. 

The association declared that, while 
{t favored child labor restrictions, such 
regulation can more fitly be left to the 
individual States. A high tariff is de- 
sired to protect the manufacturing in- 
dustries of the South from the increas- 
ing importation of foreign goods. 

Other resolutions ask for a more even 
distribution of the general tax burden 
and for an investigation by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce of thie cost of dis- 
tributing cotton goods; pledged cooper- 
ation with manufacturers desiring to 
locate in the South; approved the es- 
tablishment of textile courses in col- 
leges; suggested development of Muscle 
Shoals for the manufacture of explos- 
ives during war and fertilizers in peace, 
and petitioned Congress to take charge 
of the fight against the boll wevil.

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REPORTS SURPLUS 
OF GERMAN INCOME 


Excess Over Expenditures in 
Four Months of 1924 Put 
at $71,509,880. 


FUNDED DEBT REDUCED 


Total, Exclusive of Reparations Ob- 
ligations, on $7.63 Per Capita, 
Says Cabled Statement. 


According to a cable to the foreign 
department of (Moody’s Investors’ Ser- 
vice, the income of the German Govern- 
ment in the first four months of this 
year showed an excess over expenditures 
of 296,260,000 gold marks, equivalent to 
$71,509,880. 

The detailed report of the income and 
outgo for April and the first four 
months of the year, which are of par- 
ticular interest at this time because of 
the possible German loan, was as fol- 
lows: 

‘“‘Revenues of the German Government 
amounted for April of the current year 
to 452,080,000 (gold), as compared with 
526,800,000 for March, 340,100,000 for 
February, 440,700,000 for January and 
185,300,000 for the period Nov, 16, 1923, 
to Dec, 31, 1923. Thus, revenues for 


the six and a half months ended April 
380 1924 aggregated 1,944,980,000 marks 
(gold), while receipts for the first four 
months of the current year totaled 
1759,680,000 maks (gold), equivalent to 
$419,803,840. Of thetotal, 1,619,510,000 
marks (gold) represented income from 
taxes customs and dues, 136,970,000 ad- 
ministration receipts and 3,200,000 the 
proceeds from the sale of the gold loan. 

“Expenditure tn April totaled 396,120,- 
000 marks (gold), as compared with 
893,000,000 in’ March, 357,800,000 in Feb- 
ruary, 316,500,000 in January and 812,- 
400,000 in the period Nov. 16-Dec. 31, 
1923. Expenditures for the six and one- 
half month period ended April 30, 1924, 
amounted to 2,275,820,000 marks (gold), 
while expenditure for the first four 
months of the current year aggregated 
1,463,420,000 marks (gold), equivalent to 
$348,293,960. Of the total, 854,000,000 
represented administration expenditure, 
608,360,000 assignments to States and 
Communes, and 700,000 expenses in con- 
nection with the peace treaty. It must 
be added that expenditures, as given 
above, are exclusive of sums spent in 
connection with the repurchase of the 
gold loan. For the first four months 
of this year such repurchases aggre- 
gated 415,530,000 marks (gold). 

“From the above it will be noted that 
in the first four months of this year 
Germany showed an excess of revenue 
over expenditure of 296,260,000 marks 
(gold), equivalent to $71,509,880. If we 
add expenses on account of repurchased 
bonds there will be shown a deficit of 
$27,386,260. If we take into account, 
however, that the funded debt of the 
Reich has been reduced by this amount 
the result of the first four months of 
1924 is most encouraging. 

““At the beginning of this month, the 
total German debt, both funded and 
floating, but exclusive of the paper debt 
of some _75,000,000,000,000,000 so-called 
K and E Treasury bills (equivalent 
at the current rate of exchange to less 
than $18,000), aggregated 1,924,150,000 
marks (gold) equivalent to $457,947,700, 
as compared with 2,281,500,000 marks 
(gold) or $542,997,000 at the end of last 
year. Of the total, 665,970,000 represent- 
ed funded debt, composed of dollar 
Treasury notes, 210,000,000 marks and 
the 6 per cent. loans of 1932 and 1935, 
aggregating 455,970,000 marks. Floating 
debt totaled 1,258,180,000, including non- 
interest bearing debt to Rentenbank, 
200,000,000 marks; interest-bearing debt 
to Rentenbank, 900,000,000, and Treas- 
ury notes (in rentenmarks), 158,180,000. 

“Tf we exclude reparations obligations, 
the total German debt amounts to only 
$7.63 per capita. Assuming that Ger- 
man treaty payments are placed at $10,- 
500,000,000, the per capita debt of the 
Reich will amount to some $183, which 


;}compares with a per capita debt for 


Great Britain of some $798, for France 
of $565, for Belgium of over $400, for 
Italy of $218, and for the United States 
of $202. 


SEES 100,000 FIRE HAZARDS. 


City Full of Places’ With Defective 
Wiring, Says C. L. Ejdlitz. 


“It is much pleasanter to go into a 
new building than it is to climb around 
in dirty cellars, shafts full of ofl and 
grease, or places littered with rubbish, 


and for that reason we are suffering 
from an over-inspection of new electri- 
cal installation and an under-inspection 
of old work,” declared Charles L. Eid- 
litz, Chairman of the Board of Gov- 
ernors of the New York Electrical Board 
of Trade, in an address at a luncheon of 
that body at the Hotel Astor yesterday. 

“But it is in these old places where 
the danger points are and there is no 
use in the authorities closing their eyes 
to this condition,’’ he continued. ‘‘The 
underwriters are able to make inspec- 
tions on new work, but they have not 
the power to concentrate on the fire 
hazards that lurk in these old buildings. 

‘“‘The people of New York would not 
stand for unlicensed physicians treating 
contagious diseases and never making a 
report to the Health Department. oO 
more, then, should they allow some of 
the electrical installation which is being 
made in buildings where no reports are 
made to the authorities. As a result of 
this work, there are no less than 100,000 
fire hazards in the city—places where 
improper and unsafe work exists."’ 

Electrical development in New York 
City has broken all records in the last 
few months, Arthur Williams, General 
Commercial Manager of the New York 
Edison Company, declared. He said that 
the use of electricity in the home is now 
regarded as essential.

TO TEST THE LAW 
ON TARIFF CHANGES 


Section Permitting President to 
‘Increase or Decrease Im- 
port Taxes Assailed. 


A test of the constitutionality of Sec- 
tion 315 of the tariff law, which permits 
the President to increase or decrease 
import taxes within 50 per cent., will 
be made by the National Council of 
American “Importers and Traders, Inc. 
At a meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the organization yesterday afternoon 
at 45 East Seventeenth Street, this ac- 
tion was decided on. It follows a two 
months’ study of the constitutionality 
of the law by a special committee. 

Frederic B. Shipley, President of the 
association, sald the action would take 
the form of an application in the Fed- 
eral courts for an injunction to restrain 
the collection of the increased rates on 
wheat and wheat products set by Presi- 
dent Coolidge. Mr. Shipley said the ac- 
tion would be pressed to the Supreme 
Court of the United States if necessary. 
Charles F. Kingsley, attorney to the 


Special Committee, which has studied 
the subject, probably will be retained 
to conduct the suit. 

President Coolidge, according to Mr. 
Shipley, used his power to increase tariff 
rates for the first time on April 6, when 
the rate set in the tariff bili of 30 cents 
a bushel was raised by Executive order 
to 43 cents. Since then, he says, there 
have been one or two instances. of rates 
being raised on other commodities. 

“In the beginning,’’ said Mr. Shipley 
*‘no one took this provision of the taritt 
law very seriously, and it was not 
thought it would ever be used. We now 
find, however, that it has been used and 
the assumption is that it will be used 
again. This presents an alarming pros- 
pect for American business. 

“How can any one know thirty days 
ahead what the rates on any given com- 
modity are to be, if this practice in- 
creases? And how can we do business 
{f we do not know the rates? There has 
been great pressure brought on the 
Tariff Commission in behalf of raising 
rates on various commodities, and the 
pressure will increase. This will become 
increasingly embarrassing to business. 

‘The members of this association are 
not concerned in any of the products on 
which rates have been changed. But as 
the largest organization concerned with 
import business, we feel it is incumbent 
upon us to do what we can to stop this 
evil now, rather than let it grow to the 
stage it will almost inevitably reach if 
it is not stopped, 

“Our conclusion is that the law is un- 
constitutional and will not stand the 
serutiny of the courts. The grounds 
for our belleving, in its unconstitution- 
ality are brieflylas follows: 

“To Congress, under the Constitution, 
is reserved the sole right to levy duties 
and imposts. Our contention is that by 
the passage of this law it has delegated 
this right to the President. The ques- 
tion is: Does this section give the 

ower to create taxes or amend the tax 
aw? If it does, there can be no doubt 
that it is unconstitutional. The decl- 
sions of the courts have been clear on 
that point from the very beginning. 

“This question was raised when the 
bill was in Congress. Senator Walsh 
of Montana, in a very able address de- 
livered in the Senate in May, 1922, point- 
ed out the dangers in the bill as it then 
stood. As a result, it was sought to 
cure the defects in the bill. 

“The method adopted was to nedge 
about the President’s discretionary pow- 
ers in such a way that it would seem 
his powers were definitized and that he 
was under instruction. In other words, 
though Congress could not delegate legis- 
lative functions, it could delegate ad- 
ministrative functions, and the text of 
the bill sought to make it appear that 
this was an administrative function. 

“Our contention is that the text of the 
law as it stands does not succeed in 
folbg this. Our belief is that even under 
the discretionary limiting provisions in- 
serted in the act, the President's func- 
tion as defined is not an administrative 
function, but an exercise of powers that 
the Constitution grants only to Congress 
and that can be exercised legally only 
by Congress."’ 


COOLIDGE ABROGATES 
PANAMA AGREEMENT 


New Treaty Will Cover Relations 
of the Canal Zone and 
the Republic. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 28. President 
Coolidge issued a proclamation today 
abrogating the so-called Taft agreement 
between the United States and Panama 
respecting the Canal Zone, as of June 
1, 1924. This action, which is In accor- 


dance with a Joint Resolution of Con- 
gress approved February, 1923, is taken 
in anticipation of a new and comprehen- 
sive treaty with Panama which will 
clearly define the relations of the two 
countries. 

72° State Department’s announcement 
sa : 

“The treaty negotiations are not yet 
concluded, but it is hoped that they will 
be within the next month. Therefore, 
in order to afford ample time for the 
conclusion hereof this Government will 
continue as heretofore, for a period of 
one month, the rules and practices of 
the Canal Administration in the matter 
of commercial operations in the Canal 
Zone. This would mean that: 

‘‘1. The sale of goods imported into the 
Canal Zone by the Government of the 
United States shall be limited by it to 
the officers, employes, workmen and 
laborers in the service and employ of 
the United States and the Panama Rail- 
road Company and to contractors operat- 
ing in the Canal Zone and their em- 
ployes, workmen and laborers and the 
families of all such persons. The United 
States would continue to make sales to 
ships as heretofore. 

“2. The Canal authorities will continue 
to cooperate in all proper ways with the 
Republic of Panama to prohibit. smug- 

ling into the Republic of goods pur- 

ased in the commissaries, 

3, The Canal authorities will continue 
to extend to private merchants residing 
in the Republic of Panama the facilities 
for making sales to vessels transiting 
the Canal which they now enjoy. 

“4. The Government of the United 
States will continue to provide at a rea~- 
sonable charge ships trading between 
ports of the Pacific Coast and the City 
of Panama with docking facilities for the 
loading and unloading of merchandise in 
the port of Balboa whenever merchan- 
dise is consigned to the City of Panama 
or is to be shipped therefrom; same 
facilities to continue to be enjoyed by 
passengers bound for and departing from 
the City of Panama or for ports of the 
Pacific Coast. 

“*(5) With the exception of cable com- 

anies, oil, shipping and other concerns 

aving a direct connection with the con- 

struction, operation, maintenance, sani- 
tation and protection of the Canal no 
private business enterprise shall be per- 
mitted by the United States to be es- 
tablished, in addition to those already 
established in the Canal zone. 

(6) With the exception of the guests 
of the Tivoli and Washington Hotels, 
no person who is not ah officer, em- 
ploye, workman, or laborer of the 
United States, the Panama Canal, the 
Panama Rallroad Company or a con- 
tractor operating in the Canal Zone or 
his emplo" es’, workmen and laborers, or 
an officer, employe, or workman of a 
company entitled under Section 5 above 
to conduct operations in the Canal Zone, 
or settlers employed in the cultivation 
of small tracts and hucksters or small 
establishments for supply of these set- 
tlers and of other employes, and the 
members of the families and domestic 
servants of all such persons, shall be 
entitled to dwell within the Canal Zone 
and no dwelling belonging to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States or to the 
Panama Railroad Company and _ situ- 
ated within the Zone shall be rented or 
leased by them to persons not within 
the excepted classes.”’

SAY LIQUOR SHIPS 


DEPARTING TOURISTS 


CUT OCEAN CABLES) TO VISIT THE ALPS 


Companies Protest to Washing- 
ton That Dragging Anchors 
Have Caused Great Damage. 


BREAKS NEAR “RUM ROW” 


Repalr Craft Finds Line Severed— 
Commercial Offers $1,000 Re- 
ward for Information. 


Rum ships, dragging their anchors in 
storms to prevent themselves being 
blown in-shore where capture awaits, 
have done so much damage to the- trans- 
Atlantic cables that protests have been 
sent to Washington, which, in turn, has 
suggested that the companies take the 
matter up with the Coast Guard Ser- 
vice. This became known yesterday 
when the Western Union Company’s re- 
pair ship Robert C, Clowry reached port 
after repairing just such a break and 
reported that while she was mending 
the cable three rum ships tossed at an- 
chor less than a quarter of a mile away, 
It was the Clowry’s second trip within 
the year to repair cables at Rum Row. 

Inquiry at the offices of the other ca- 
ble companies brought out the fact that 
they, too, have suffered. Lines of both 
the Commercial Cable Company and the 
French Cable Company have been sev- 
ered, and it developed that the danger 
of interruption of ocmmunication is so 
serious that the matter was reported to 
thé Treasury Department. The de- 
partment replied that complaint should 


be lodged with the Coast Guard, and the 
French Cable Company did so in a let- 
ter of protest. 

The latest interruption of service oc- 
curred on May 9 when the Western 
Union failed to receive signals over what 
is known as the Hammel Canso South- 
ern cable. This cable, connecting with 
one from Ireland, runs from Cape Canso, 
Nova Scotia, to Hammel, L. I. Because 
it passes over the Sable Island banks, 
where the water is shallow and damage 
often is caused by icebergs, the cable 
is made particularly heavy to resist 
damage. Nearly all of it is three inches 
thick, a solid mass of copper strands set 
in gutta-percha and bound with wire, 
much of it as thick as a man’s thumb. 
The Robtrt C. Clowry was then in Hal- 
ifax and it was some time before she 
could undertake to go out. The inter- 
ruption, however, was in only one ca- 
ble, and as two others were undamaged, 
communication could be continued, al- 
though it resulted to some extent in 
congestion and delay. 


Liquor Ships Near the Break. 


Sailing out of Halifax last Saturday, 
the Clowry proceeded to a point’ about 
fifteen miles off Hammel. By means of 
a special instrument it is possible to lo- 
cate a break in a submarine cable, and 
the Clowry was dispatched to the exact 
spot. She made the repair in about nine 
hours, and her master, Captain H. 
Schmidt, upon his arrival yesterday, re- 
ported to the cable department of the 
Western Union that three rum ships 
were at anchor only a quarter of a mile 
distant from the break. His report, 
given out yesterday by officials of the 
company, definitely blames rum ships 
for the break.

A previous break in the Western 
Union's cable was on Jan. 22 and it 
was Jan. 29 before it was repaired. 
The position of that break was almost 
the same, the latitude and longitude 
being 40° 22’ north and 73° 32’ 20” west. 

At the offices of the Commercial Cable 
Company it was said that they had ex- 
perienced breaks both in their Atlantic 
and Pacific cables. The last Atlantic 
break was on March 2, The repair ship 
Marie Louise Mackay was sent out to 
repair it and pulling up the cable found 
that it had been severed. The company 
has offered $1,000 reward for informa- 
tion leading to a conviction in this case. 

Ordinarily when a_ vessel’s anchor 
run’s foul of a cable she slips her 
anchor and makes application to the 
cable company for reimbursement. When 
the claim is genuine there is little dif- 
ficulty about adjusting the matter, as 
it is cheaper to pay for an anchor than 
to repair a cable, officials said. 


Chop the Cable to Get Clear. 


In the case of rum runners it is dif- 
ferent, however, they pointed out. Rum 
ships have no legal standing and could 


not press or even present a claim. 
Realizing that, they care more for their 
anchors than for the cables, it is stated, 
and when they run afoul the submarine 
cables they pull them up and chop them 
in two to get clear. 

The French Cable Company also re- 
ports that its cables have been cut in 
two by rum runners. The last occasion 
was on April 1 and 2. There was a 
storm blowing on those days and two of 
the company’s three cables became in- 
terrupted twelve miles off Coney Island. 
Investigation showed that each line had 
been severed. The company had to 
charter a repair ship at a cost of $2,500 
a day, for a minimum of ten days, and 
it estimates that its losses from dam- 
age done by rum ships this near have 
amounted already to $50,000, reported 
the matter to the Treasury Department 
and was instructed to complain to the 
Coast Guard Service. The general man- 
ager, Jean Gégou, wrote to that service. 
Officials of the service could not be 
reached last night. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 28.—Officers 
of the Commercial Cable Company are 
investigating the possibility that the 
breaking of the transpacific cable three 
times with the last seven months was 
due to rum runners. 

According to the company’s reports the 
cable was broken on Nov. 14, 1923, and 
on Jan, 8 and Jan. 14, 1924, In one in- 
stance the cable showed evidence of 
having been chopped in two. 

The three breaks occurred at about the 
Bame point, twenty-six miles out, in the 
vicinity of the Farallon Islands. Boats 
in regular commerce or Government 
service never anchor at the point of the 
breaks, and the only inference is that 
the cable was found by rum runners 
laying off shore. 


BLAMES CLOSED SHOP, 


Caused High Rents In Many Clitles, 
Asserts Opponent. 


PITTSBURGH, May 28.—Noel Sargent, 
manager of the open shop department of 
the aNtional Association of Manufac- 
turers, asserted today in an address at 
the University of Pittsburg® that the 
closed shop in th ebuilding industry had 
greatly increased rents in this country 
during the last two years. 

“During the last two years building 
erection in the cities of Birmingham, 
Detroit, Jacksonville, Norfolk, Philadel- 
phia, Richmond, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles and Mineapolis has been pre- 
dominantly open shop,” he said, and 
figures issued by the United States 
Department of Labor show that the 
average rent intrease in these towns 
during the years 1922 and 1923 was 2.3 
per cent. 

“The Bureau of Labor Statistics also 
presents figures for Cincinnati, Cleve- 
land, Houston, New Orleans, New York 
City, Pittsburgh, St. Louis, Scranton 
and Washington, showing that che aver- 
age rent increase in these nine cities 
during the same period was 4.7 per cent., 
or twice as great. In all of the latter 
cities construction during the two-year 
period was overwhelmingly closed shop.’’
